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The first paper in the January Cavalry Journal is one 
on “Volunteer Cavalry.” This paper first appeared in 
the ARMY AND NAvy JourNAL in 1871. Its author was 
Frederick Whittaker, 2d Lieutenant and Brevet Captain 
6th N.Y.V. Cav.. who served in the Federal Cavalry in 
the Civil War, and was one of our editorial staff for 
some years. So much appreciation was shown for 
the paper after its appearance in our columns that Cap- 
tain Whittaker published it in book form. A Cavalry 
officer now speaks of it as a “very rare and valuable little 
work by one who was a keen observer and set down his 
observations before time had effaced them from his 
memory,” a method of commonplacing impressions which 
it would be good for text-books in particular and history 
in genera) for other authors to follow. But the trouble 
is that men often do not feel they should write about 
things till long after the events they have witnessed. 
Looking at the Cavalry as operating in 1861-5 under the 
fire conditions then existing, the author believed that 
although the armament and training of the Volunteer 
Cavalry on both sides at the close of the Civil War were 
more practical and efficient than those of any regular 
cavalry of Europe, the former sadly lacked in saber 
training, and a strong plea is made for introducing a 
comprehensive system of fencing instruction. Deprived 


-of firearms, our Cavalry, after the Civil War in 1865, 


placed in a combat with any Buropean cuiriassiers or 
lancers, would have been overthrown, because of ignor- 
ance of ihe use of the saber. The persistence of the 
blunt saber in the cavalry of most nations was a surprise 
to the author, who insisted upon the need of having it 
as sharp as possible, for if a cavalryman has no confidence 
in his weapon he loses much that is of value to him. He 
even favored the issuing of whetstones, that blades might 
be kept at a proper edge. Sir Samuel Baker has told 
bow the Arab cavalrymen after a day’s march will strop 
his saber blade on his leathern shield to give a razorlike 
edge. In the cavalry of the future, these ‘“‘three-foot 
razers,’ Captain Whittaker thought, would be the 
greatest innovation of modern warfare since gunpowder. 
Throughout the paper there seems to run the belief that 
the Cavalry has not received proper treatment in being 
restricted to the blunt saber, and that it has been de- 
prived of the very thing that should make it terrifying 
to infantry—the power to deal terrible blows with a 
cutting weapon. With such an instrument cavalry would 
not be afraid to charge. ‘The true use of the revolver 
by cavalry, he believed, lies in irregular warfare.

Bringing prominently forward the necessity of having 
ships of any proposed merchant marine of the United 
States that can be easily converted into auxiliary naval 
cruisers, Bernard N. Baker, of the Atlantic Transport 
Line, Baltimore, Md., describes, in the North American 
Review, a plan for developing the commercial shipping 
of this country, in accordance with “the sentiment that 
is becoming widespread and overwhelming throughout 
the United States.” He would have the Government 
enter into contracts with American citizens for carrying 
the ocean mails in American-built steamships, the con- 
tracts to be from five to ten years in duration. The 
ships would be divided into four classes in respect of 
tonnage and speed. The first three classes would be of 
iron or steel, but the fourth class might be of wood. The 
first class would have a speed of not less than twenty 
knots and a tonnage of not less than 8,000; the second 
class, sixteen knots and 5,000 tons; the third class, four- 
teen knots and 2,500 tons; the fourth class, twelve knots 
and 1,500 tons. All vessels of the first three classes 
should be susceptible of rapid conversion into naval 
cruisers, and before acceptance for mail purposes should 


be inspected by a naval officer. The rates of .compensas, :. 


tion would naturally depend upon the rovites- to be" 


covered, and it is suggested by Mr. Baker that a com- 
mission of three should pass upon the routes, one of 
these to be a naval officer. Mr. Baker dwells upon the 
awakening of the American people to the necessity of a 
merchant marine upon which reliance can be placed in 
the event of war, this lesson having been sharply brought 
home by the Spanish War, when we were comparatively 
helpless so far as naval auxiliaries were concerned. Mr. 
Baker knows that of which he speaks, for he was the 
gentleman through whom the seven large steamships of 
the Atlantic Transport Company were transferred from 
the English to the American flag. President McKinley 
told Mr. Baker then that there were absolutely no ships 
of this class, flying the American flag, available for pur- 
chase by our Government. “If Spain had entered objec- 
tions,” says Mr. Baker, “the transfer could not have been 
made.” The difficulty was so great in making this transfer 
at that critical period that the company in London, by a 
special resolution, transferred the ships individually to 
Mr. Baker, who assumed the responsibility of turning 
them over to the U.S. Government. No true American 
should be able to read these remarks of Mr. Baker with- 
out blushing for his country. 





It is hoped that the bill, just introduced in the New 
York Legislature, to establish a state prison on the camp 
ground of the New York National Guard, near Peekskill, 
will be strongly opposed by all friends of the Guard who 
are interested in its welfare. The ground is of great 
value to the state military for instruction, and to rob 
them of this land would be a blow to efficiency. It is 
not every year that the troops join the Army in 
maneuvers, instead of using the camp, and it is even now 
a question with many level-headed officers whether the 
National Guard would not be more benefited at Peekskill 
camp, with some Regular troops on duty with them as 
an object lesson, than taking part in joint maneuvers: 
The contention of Mr. Hull in favor of the latter mode 
of instruction, in the debate on the Army Appropriation 
bill, as reported in our issue of Jan. 15, page 566, is 
considered by many officers to be sound in every respect. 
The troops would, in the opinion of many officers, get 
more benefit attending a state camp each year under 
proper regulations, and with Regular troops, than taking 
part at irregular intervals in joint maneuvers. As Mr. 
Hull said: “In the state of New York there are eighteen 
regiments. The Assistant Secretary of War says only 


“one regiment can be designajed, as a rule, from any state 


to attend joint maneuvers. If that is true, and you hold 
the maneuvers every year, it will take eighteen years for 
New York to get around. My theory is that if we had 
detachments of the Regular Army taken to the state 
encampments each year, and then once in five years had 
a grand encampment, where they were all brought 
together on a larger scale, much more benefit would come 
in the military instruction than in the present way, and 
at a saving of expense to the Federal Government and 
without additional expense to the state government.” To 
allow the state camp at Peekskill to be taken from the 
military would be a most unwise move, at least until 
another site was procured for them. The yearly instruc- 
tion as favored by Mr. Hull may before long be the one 
adopted, especially if the attendance at joint maneuvers 
drops off. If the state wants a good site for a prison 
on land it owns, what is the matter with the old site of 
Creedmoor rifle range, in Queens county? Here is ample 
ground owned by the state, needing no clearing or level- 
ing, and a better site for a prison would be hard to find. 
The buildings would also cost less to erect at this site 
than perhaps any other. 





The preliminary report of the National Waterways 
Commission, submitted to Congress on Jan. 24, makes 
recommendations on a wide variety of topics relating to 
transportation facilities in general and waterways in 
particular, incidentally paying high tribute to the Corps 
of Engineers of the Army. The commission is unwilling 
to recommend such a change as the creation of a board 
to decide upon the feasibility and desirability of proposi- 
tions for expenditures on rivers and harbors. It advises 
that “without a careful and unbiased examination of pro- 
posed improvements of the nature now required by 
statute, no project should be adopted by Congress,” and 
recommends “that hereafter the general policy be adopted 
of providing for the early completion of any and all 
projects which are undertaken, and that only such number 
of projects should be commenced as will be appropriated 
for and completed within a reasonable time.’ Construc- 
tion of artificial canals adapted to the passage of sea- 
going ships, according to the commission, would be 
profitable only where, first, they would connect navigable 
waters near each other between which large traffic would 
naturally exist, but for rapids or comparatively narrow 
strips of land, as in the cases of Sault Ste. Marie, Wel- 
land and Lachine canals; or, second, where comparatively 
short canals would save a very great sailing distance, as 
in the cases of the Suez, Panama and Kaiser Wilhelm 
canals ; or, third, where canals from the sea would extend 
to large cities near the coast, where large communities 
have become great freight consumers, as in-the cases of 
the Manchester Canal and the Belgium system. 


The combination of a newspaper humorist and a canny 
Scotchman has resulted in the publication, in the 
Indianapolis Star; of a long yarn concerning the intention 
of a local aviator to invade Nicaragua and destroy 
Managua, the capital of that country. The question of 
obtaining gas for his dirigible does not worry this gentle- 
man, we are.told. We should imagine that the talk with 
which he) entertained. the,,wondering newspaper man who 
reports. him is an indication of his capacity to produce 





gas at will. In a moment of self-appreciation, he said: 
‘People may think I am a fool to talk as much as I 
have.” People would not only think this, but would 
know it to be the fact were it not for obvious indications 
that the blowhard was using his simple-minded newspaper 
friend for the purpose of advertising himself for some 
ulterior purpose. The matter is only worthy of notice 
because of the indication it gives of a disposition on the 
part of newspaper and magazine writers to take advan- 
tage of the popular delusions on the subject of aviation. 
We find this flying philanthropist saying, for example: 
With this slight framework and gas bag and alone I 
hope to prove to the world that war must stop of its 
own accord. I believe that with my self-made wings I 
can Tuin a nation. The thought of the powers wrapped 
up in this comparatively cheap instrument of war are 
too horrible to dwell upon. My burning desire is to 
prove that modern means of fighting will become so de- 
structive that nations will not dare engage in war. What 
would be the use of war if, alone, under cover of night 
and at a small expense, I can lay in ruins the capital 
put the sea and land forces in a panic, destroy the stores 
of supply and cut off all means of communication?’ It 
would seem to be impossible to find people simple enough 
to listen to such talk as this. That it is not so is indi- 
cated by the appearance of so much of it in current 
publications. It is mischievous because it creates false 
impressions, against which those who understand the 
necessity for and the methods of public defense must 
contend. 





Civilization promises to derive a large and immediate 
benefit out of the Panama Canal in the increased effective- 
ness that is being developed in some of the tools with 
which the force under Lieutenant Colonel Goethals, 
U.S.A., is prosecuting that herculean task. Steam 
shovels are being “tried out” as never before, and are 
being submitted to tests which are increasing their ca- 
pacity with every month that passes. In the report for 
the calendar year just closed, published in the Canal 
Record, Colonel Goethals gives figures demonstrating that 
there is a steady gain in the effectiveness of the steam 
shovel. It is apparent that the possibilities of the steam 
shovel have been developed as never before, and that 
future engineering enterprises will be able to draw profit- 
ably upon the experiences of the Army Engineers in the 
Zone. The close of 1909 showed a grand total of excava- 
tion for the twelve months two million cubic yards less 
than the total of 1908. The exact total for 1909 was 
35,096,166 yards. This falling off was due to the nar- 
rowing of the field of operations in dry excavation by the 
completion of the work in certain sections and to the 
increased difficulty encountered by the dredges in the 
wet excavations. While 1908 stands as the banner year, 
still March, 1909, has the honor of being the only month 
in which the four million yard mark was reached in ex- 
cavation. These are the figures of the excavation work 
done since the beginning of the American occupation: 
For 1904 (May 4 to Dec. 31), 243,472 cubic yards, all 
dry ; 1,799,227 for 1905; 4,948,497 for 1906; 15,765,290 
for 1907; 37,116,735 for 1908. Up to the close of the 
year 116,186 cubic yards of concrete had been laid at 
the Gatun Locks, the work having begun in August. The 
daily average had increased from 459 yards in Septem- 
ber to 1,672 yards’in December. The estimated amount 
of concrete necessary for completing these locks is 2,096,- 
000 cubic yards.

It may be thought that the Panama Canal Zone can- 
not present natural spectacles of much beauty, but a 
new road just opened from Empire to Las Cascadas, a 
distance of two miles and a half, will permit visitors 
to view the beautiful Falls of the Masambi River, a 
series of cascades, with a drop of about 100 feet in as 
many yards, the last plunge being over a rocky boulder 
incline for a distance of thirty or forty feet. The cas- 
cades are visible from the road which follows the brink 
of -the gorge. Travel over the highway at present con- 
sists principally of native pack ponies, carrying fruits 
and vegetables, but it is destined soon to become a popu- 
lar route for tourists. The road was begun in February, 
1909, and is expected to induce considerable agricultural 
development in that section. The filling in of the At- 
lantic entrance to the canal by the heavy rains and 
rough seas is one of the minor problems facing the con- 
structing engineers. A fill of 550,000 cubic yards was 
made there in November, and of this it is estimated 
fully 350,000 came through the Mindi River. The dis- 
charge and river stage records from the flood of Nov. 
11-27 in the Chagres River are the best ever obtained. 
It is estimated that during that: flood 55,650 million 
cubic feet of water passed Gatun, an average rate of 
2,273,400 cubic feet a minute. The normal flow over 
Niagara Falls is 500,000 tons a minute. The flow past 
Gatun was nearly two and a half times the normal 
amount for November. This huge rainfall is expected 
to prove of great value to the Army engineers in giving 
them data from which to make calculations for con- 
trolling future river rises. It is not thought likely, 
judging from flood records, that the November flood fig- 
ures will be surpassed often in a century.

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The complete text of the address of Secretary of War ‘ 


Dickinson on “The Army Engincer and Rive: Improve- 
ment,” delivered before the Lakes-to-the-Gulf Deep 
Waterway Association, at New Orleans, on Nov. 1 last, 
appears in the current “Professional Memoirs” of the 
Engineer Corps. ‘The speech of the Secretary was very 
timely, as the question of waterway improvement is 
promirently before the public, and it is fitting that the 
attention should be authoritatively directed to the large 
and disinterested part which the Army Engineer has 
played in such work throughout the country. Mr. Dickin- 
son makes clear the debt the nation owes this branch of 
the Army when he says: “For the first half of the last 
century the Government had to rely upon Army Engineers 
to carry out its civil work, for they were the only avail- 
able exnerts in the country. As time went on, and works 
of internal improvement were undertaken by private 
enterprise, a draft was made upon that body. They 
surveyed our Western country when it was an unexplored 
wilderness and laid out the routes afterward followed 
by the transcontinental railways. When the era of rail- 
road building began, West Point was the only school of 
technology in the country. The first half century of 
railway construction depended upon its graduates, Not 
only in the United States, but in Cuba, Russia and 
Mexico their services were demanded. They performed 
for the Coast Survey in its earlier years valuable serv- 
ices, and from the inception of the work until now have 
bad charge of the surveys of the Great Lakes. They have 
run boundary lines between the states and between our 
country and Canada and Mexico. They have rendered 
to the Treasury Department services of the highest skill 
and value in the construction of public buildings and 
lighthouses. Under their supervision were erected the 
wings and dome of the National Capitol, the extension 
of the Treasury building, the Washington monument, the 
State, War and Navy building, the Library of Congress, 
the District of Columbia building and the Agricultural 
building now nearing completion. They built the Wash- 
ington Viaduct and the famous Cabin John Bridge. for 
years holding the record for the longest stone arch in 
existence. * * * ‘The improvement of rivers and 
harbors has been their special province. One of the 
earliest works of this character was that for the harbor 
of St. Louis. begun by Capt. Robert E. Lee in 1838. Of 
antebellum undertakings, nothing was more notable than 
the surveys of the Mississippi Delta by Humphreys and 
Abbot, whose report is an engineering. classic and a 
present standard work. The Engineers have not only met 
exigencies. but have foreseen and provided for them, not 
merely using proved methods, but by the creative faculty 
devising new ones. They have taken a wide and prescient 
view of the growing needs of our rapidly increasing 
population and developing commerce. This is illustrated 
by the way that the great locks at the Sault Ste. Marie 
have accommodated with regularity and efficiency an ever 
increasing traffic. Their work along the Atlantic, Gulf 
and Pacifie coasts has kept pace with the demands of an 
incessant expansion.” It was their success jin these 
undertakings that preceded and accompanied the great 
industrial expansign of the country that justified the 
selection of the Army Engineers for the task of complet- 
ing the Panama Canal, “the greatest single engineering 
work,” Mr. Dickinson says. “ever undertaken by a people 
in the history cf the world.”

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Mr. W. W. Finley, president of the Southern Railway 
Company, in a recent circular letter to business men of 
the Southern States, directed attention to the import- 
ance of securing direct ocean communication between our 
Southern ports and those of Latin-American countries. 
There is annually imported through South Atlantic and 


Gulf ports about 250,000,000 pounds of coffee, and large 
quantities of other products, yet vessels cannot obtain 
return cargo and are compelled to sail in ballast. That 


return cargo might be furnished from Southern ports is 
inferred by the fact that Brazil alone buys from the 
United States annually about $20,000,000 worth of mer- 
chandise, much of which might be shipped from Southern 
ports. Chile and Peru export annually to Southern ports 
upward of 80,000 tons of nitrates, and considerable quan- 
tities of cotton goods and oil are purchased by Argentina. 
Hides from Argentina used in Southern tanneries come 
through North Atlantic ports and are reshipped by rail 
and water. The first step in developing more regular 
service might be taken by systematic efforts to secure re- 
turn cargees. The employment of vessels of known capacity 
for round-trip service would obviate one difficulty, but the 
establishment of regular lines is of supreme importance. 
As an indication of the growth of trade with South 
America, of which the United States are hardly securing 
their fair share, it is of interest to note that U.S. Consul 
Gen. R. M. Bartleman, of Buenos Aires, announces that 
a weekly steamship service between the Pireus, Greece, 
Boston and Buenos Aires, by way of Alexandria, Egypt, 
was inaugurated on Oct. 16, 1909. It is expected that 
the new line will do much to increase the growing trade, 
and also the large third-class traffic between the Levant 
and the Argentine Republic. A fifteen-year contract was 
signed on Oct. 13 by the Austrian government and the 
Austro-American Steamship Company, according to the 
terms of which this compan} was to inaugurate, on Jan. 
1, 1910, a rapid service between Trieste and Rio de 
Janeiro, Santos, Montevideo and Buenos Aires. Realiz- 
ing the growing importance of the trade of Buenos Aires 
with the Patagonian territories of Argentina, the Nicho- 
las Mihanovich Steamship Company has placed a large 
new sixteen-knot steamer, the Sarmiento, on the route 
from Buenos Aires to Punta Arenas, Chile, via the lead- 
ing Patagonian ports. It is expected that this new ves- 
se] will be able to make the run from Buenos Aires to 
Panta Arenas in seven days. The steamer can carry 170 
first and 100 third-class passengers. Later it may be 
used for excursions to the Falkland Islands. 








In a lecture before the Harvard Graduate Club, on 
Jan. 15, Prof. Edward Meyer, of the University of Berlin, 
one of the greatest of living historians, spoke on war and 
civilization, and defended warfare as the greatest human 
instrument of progress. Professor Meyer is the German 
exchange professor for 1909. “War is not to be justified 
hy legal considerations, for legal opinions differ, and every 
war might be legally jusfified.” he said. “The real 
motives lie below legalities. The legal justification of 
the American Civil War, for example, is an intricate 
affair. But the real motive was the relation of state to 
state. What if the war had not been fought and two 
powers now existed side by side here in America? The 
loss to American progress would be tremendous. The 
ereative power revealed by that war, the development of 
energy, and the uncovering of moral and intellectual 


worths meant a new virility and life for America. It 
was a testing of real strength. The new spirit of enter- 
prise revived was of far greater value than the temporary 
losses that a few years will restore. In consequence of 
ithe wars of 1866 and 1867 the unification of Germany 
became possible. ‘They developed: material and moral 
interests that, viewed by the test of time, fully justified 
the expenditure of energy. The destructive power of war 
is a creative power, just as only the fight for existence 
makes progress possible. Stagnation always spells decay. 
The struggle for life of the Greeks against the Persians 
is the classical example of a remarkable intellectual 
stimulus resulting from supreme effort. Peace confer- 
ences cannot settle such matters. Only trivial causes of 
war can be reached by arbitration, for when a vita] issue 
in the life of a nation is touched that nation will not 
submit to arbitration. If, for example, the Monroe doc- 
trine were violated, the United States would appeal to 
the sword, and not to The Hague. True, the United 
States do not own South America, yet they consider it 
to their advantage to keep other nations from gaining a 
foothold there. Inevitably this attitude must lead to war 
as the only solution. When a nation’s limits are tue 
narrow it must spread. The United States is the greatest 
conquering nation of the nineteenth century, as a glance 
at a map will show. Just as the hunger for land made 
Rome spread out, so the land hunger of America is 
changing the territorial proportion of the United States. 
This sudden entrance of America into world polities since 
1897 has changed the whole order of things, and it is 
hard to predict what the result of the change may be. 
The causes of the Spanish-American War were partly 
sentimental, but not wholly so. It was one of the most 
revolutionary steps taken by this country, the results of 
which have made America a world power, and placed 
upon her shoulders the dangers and responsibilities of 
world politics. Thus, all modern nations evolve out of 
war.”

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In an article entitled “General Robert E. Lee, and His 
Uniform,” appearing in the New Orleans Picayune, 
Col. J. A. Watrous, U.S.A., retired, says: ‘‘Has there 
been a President since the war, had another war come 
and Robert E. Lee been alive and in condition to com- 
mand, who would not have selected him as the com- 
mander of an army? Grant, McKinley, Hayes, Gar- 
field, Arthur, Cleveland, Harrison, Roosevelt and Taft 
would have counted themselves lucky to secure his serv- 
ices. What American would have responded more 
promptly or with stronger desire to serve his country 
than Robert E. Lee? This is only a supposition, but it 
is a perfectly safe supposition. If alive would Lincoln, 
Grant, Sherman, Sheridan, Thomas, Warren, Smith, 
Sedgwick, Howard, Logan, Rosecrans, Meade or any of 
the great leaders of the Union Army appreve of the 
clamor against the Lee statue for the Hall of Fame?” 
At the meeting of the Commandery-in-Chief, Military 
Order Loyal Legion, held jn Philadelphia, Sept. 20, 
1909, a resolution was presented protesting against the 
acceptance by Congress of a statue of Lee to be placed 
in the Hall of Statues in the National Capitol. Gen. 
Grenville W. Dodge, U.S.V., who presided, called for 
the reading of an extract from‘the Sundry Civil Act 
of July 2, 1864, by which each state was invited to con- 
tribute to the “Hall of Statuary” in the capitol at 
Washington two statues of deceased citizens thereof, 
“illustrious for their historic renown or from distin- 
guished civic or military service, such as each state 
shall determine to be worthy of this national com- 
memoration.” Thereupon the resolution referred to 
above was laid upon the table, the Commandery-in- 
Chief, composed of ex-officers of the different comman- 
deries of the Order, not being disposed in this matter to 
accept the action of the New York Commandery, de- 
termined by a vote numbering only some six or seven 
per cent. of the total membership of the Commandery. 














A French doctor in West Africa has found a way to 
“round up” mosquitoes. ‘The results achieved by the 
American Army medical officers in Cuba and Panama by 
the extinction of the mosquito are making them felt 
around the world. ‘Ihe latest section to profit by the 
experience of such sanitarians as Colonel Gorgas, U.S.A., 
and others is that part of West Africa where the French 
are in control. The plague of insects became so annoying, 
and so greatiy menaced the health of the Europeans, as 
well as the natives, that Dr. Blin, a French physician, 
gave much study to the insect problem. He noticed one 
day that the mosquitoes did not become active till after 
four p.m. ‘They must hide somewhere to escape the heat 
of the day; so he set about finding their hiding places. 
He discovered that they gathered in large numbers in 
erab holes. such as occur along the coast. This observa- 
tion gave Dr Blin a clue to a new method of getting the 
better of his buzzing enemies. He made many holes 
about a feot and a half in diameter. The outer opening 
was turned away from the prevailing breezes, and so 
placed that the sun’s rays could not strike it directly. 
The darker the earth and the more shady the spot, the 
more numerous were the mosquitoes. Daily between two 
and three p.m. men with torches made of burlap and 
oakum and saturated with petroleum would burn out 
these holes. Six men with thirty torches could burn out 
500 holes in an hour and a half, killing thousands of 
insects daily. The Naval Medical Bulletin says that the 
method, with some modifications, has been applied to the 
interior of houses. 
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One of the funniest cartoons we have seen in many a 
day, and withal one that encloses a sentiment which will 
be appreciated throughout the Army, is on the front 
page of the Lantaka of Nov. 20 last, the 23d Regiment 
newspaper, published at the headquarters of that com- 
mand at Zamboanga, capital of Mindanao, P.I. It rep- 
resents a frayed and worn-out mount, resembling a 
broken-down car horse, on a monument, which is in- 
scribed, on one side, “October, 1909,” and on the other, 
“Presented to the Field Officers of the Army.” Under 
the picture are the words, “The Horse that Stood the 
Test.” Lying face down at the base of the monument are 
four officers, on whose riding trousers, in bold relief, is 
written, “field officer.” As the position they assume is 
hardly one of reverence, we are at a loss to understand 
just what their attitude means, but perhaps there is an 
oceult significance hidden in it that is known only to 
those behind the veil. Thomas T. Duke is the artist, and 


if his imagination, as here shown, is the result of tropical 
influence, the National Academy of Design might well 
consider the establishment of a branch in Mindanao. 
Speaking of the riding test, which inspired the cartoon, 
the Lantaka says: “We do not believe a riding course 
can be found in the vicinity of any Army post so well 


suited to the purpose. The field officers at this post are 
used to the saddle, and could take the test on any road; 
but the only hope for the superannuated horse-flesh now 
carried on the Q.M. returns of Parang is in the springy, 
cushion-tired turf of this cogon course.” . 
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Mr. Blatchford, who has been writing a series of 
articles on the German menace to English military power, 
thus refers to the value of military training: “I having 
been in the army, have known for forty years the mental, 
moral and physical advantages of military training. 
Military training, if conducted on reasonable lines, is 
not a bad thing but a good thing for all young men, and 
I am sure, and most soldiers will agree with me, that no 
gymnastics, nor athletics, nor sports can replace it. The 
contrast between the young men in Bermondsey and the 
Borough and the young soldiers who marched at the re- 
cent maneuvers into Swindon made a deep impression 
on me. ‘The soldiers were healthy, active, merry; well 
fed, well washed, properly disciplined, and as fit as ‘fiddles. 
The young men in the streets of London were none of 
these things. Yet the soldiers and the others were of the 
same class, the same material. The German working 
classes are more sober, more orderly, more intelligent 
than the British. It is largely because in their youth 
they have been trained and taught and disciplined. Mili- 
tary training compels cleanliness and order and good 
behavior. It gives a youth at the right time and in the 
right way good food, good clothing, healthy, open-air 
exercise. It provides a course of physical culture. It 
enforees early rising, habits of discipline and regular 
hours of sleep. It improves the health and the physique, 
and it sharpens the mind and breeds a habit of self- 
reliance and alertness.”

On account of the fierce night fighting in the siege of 
Port Arthur during the Manchurian war, there developed 
night blindness among the Russian troops defending some 
of the positions that were the chief objects of these 
after-day assaults. Noticeably so was this in the final 
struggle for 203-Meter Hill, the possession of which gave 
the Japanese command of the fortress with their artil- 
lery and forced capitulation. Close up to the hill, in the 
head of a ravine, often was seen an enormous accumula- 
tion of men. Many of them were asleep. When aroused 
some of them were found to be so utterly exhausted that 
no intelligent answers could be got from them, while 
others said they had been sent down from the hill be- 
eause they suffered from night blindness and became 
useless at nightfall. ‘This excuse was true, for it was 
actually the custom to send down at night those who 
suffered from this form of blindness. At first there were 
not many of these, but as the men became weaker with 
the prolonged vigils and the loss of sleep the number ‘of 
sufferers progressively increased, until out of every five 
riflemen three were victims of this blindness, while 
among the sailors the percentage was somewhat less. 
By day these men resumed their places on the firing 
line on the hill. This blindnegs was caused not only by 
the loss of sleep and the general fatigue, but also by 
the sudden glare of light alternating with intense dark- 
ness, due to the explosion of the bombs, hand grenades, 
shells, candles and rockets used in the night attacks. 








“From a cable to the Washington Post, I learn that 
‘promotion by selection’ begins with the careful selection 
by an officer of his father and wife,” writes an Army 
captain. The despatch referred to states that “The pro- 
motion of Capt. David Beatty to the rank of rear 
admiral of the British navy establishes a record. He 
becomes the youngest admiral in the service. He was 
promoted before he served his customary six years as 
captain. His rapid rise is mainly due to the strong in- 
fluence which his wife, who was a daughter of Marshall 
Field, of Chicago, has in social circles. She is not only 
rich, but is popular and handsome, both the King and 
Queen being very fond of her. It was her influence that 
made her hushand aid to the King. Still, Captain Beattie 
was one of the distinguished men of the navy. He was 
with the famous Nile flotilla under Kitchener, and in 
1900, during the Boxer uprising, he again showed great 
bravery. He was promoted captain at the early age of 


twenty-nine, and now, at thirty-eight, he is a rear ad-. 


miral—an even earlier age than marked Nelson’s career.” 
With reference to the promotion of Rear Admiral Beatty, 
a correspondent of the Hampshire Telegraph points out 
that his service afioat as a captain was nearly five years, 
and that it exceeded the time required to qualify for 
promotion to flag rank. He adds that it “is in fact 
greater than that of most other captains.’” 
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Persons that talk about “hoodoo” ships in the Navy 
should read this account of the ill luck that pursued not 
only the crew of a ship, but also other crews that had 
anything to do ‘with it. If there ever was a “hoodoo” 
crew it was certainly that of the British ship Mermaid, 
which was wrecked in Torres Strait in October, 1829. 
The crew was saved by the war vessel Swiftsure, but 
three days later the latter foundered in a gale, all hands 
being saved by the man-of-war Governor Ready, which 
also foundered soon afterward. The three crews got 
ashore safely, and in less than ten days were rescued 
by the Comet, a revenue cutter. Inside of a few days 
the four crews and the crew of the Comet were cast 
away again, the Comet sinking because of a leak. All 
hands were saved by the ship Jupiter. A week or two 
later the Jupiter capsized and the six crews were again 
adrift, but were again rescued. This ended the bad 
luek, during which not a life was lost. All the rescues 
were made by vessels which accidentally sighted the 
sufferers. The Railway and Marine News considers this 
chain of wrecks and rescues unique.

“We have been so long at peace that practically nobody 
knows what war means,” says Fred T. Jane, in the 
Hampshire Telegraph. ‘We have a sort of dim idea that 
it just means shooting straight in battle, murder and 
sudden death! But, actually, that is quite a side issue 
in war. If war just meant kill or be killed it would be 
quite plain sailing. What it really means is days and 
weeks, and perhaps even months, of waiting. Anybody 
can be enthused up to risking death while his enthusiasm 
is upon him! The trouble is not there. It lies in wait- 
ing for the chances of death that do not come till long 
after all the enthusiasm of the business is fizzled out. 
It is here that the hard-headed veteran comes in. In 
every war that has ever taken place it has always been 
the veterans who turned the scale. It is not that they 
are braver than the younger generation of fighters; it is 
simply that they are tougher and more callous.” 
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Comdr. William F. Low, U.S.N., superintendent of the 
Massachusetts Nautical Training School, in his report 
of the annual cruise on board the U.S.S. Ranger, said 
it was perhaps the most satisfactory cruise the ship had 
made. He laid stress upon the fact that the vessel com- 
pleted a journey of 13,000 miles without a mishap. On 
deck the cadets conned and steered the ship and handled 
the yards and sails; below they performed the duties of 
engineers, firemen, water-tenders and oilers. Under the 
supervision of the officers the entire ship’s work -was 
in the hands of the boys. The Ranger sailed from Bos- 
ton on June 7, 1909, and touched at. Horta, Gravesend, 
Copenhagen, Stockholm, Gibraltar, Genoa, Funchal and 
Bermuda. On July § a reception was given by Am- 
bassador and Mrs. Reid at Dorchester House, London, 
to the officers and cadets of the ship. All cadets ad- 
mitted to the schoo] enter as nautical cadets, without 
classification, as seamen or engineer cadets. At the close 
of the first year of the term the class is divided into sea- 
men and engineer branches, upon the recommendation of 
the superintendent. The commissioners of the school 
who sign the report to the Legislature are Rear Admiral 
George F. F. Wilde, U.S.N., retired; Hon. John Read, 
late U.S.N., and William E. McKay. The total number 
of eadets admitted to the school in the year was eighty- 
one, 








The War Department authority granted last May for 
Capt. S. 'T. Ansell, 11th Inf., to act as counsel for Capt. 
Thomas Franklin, Sub. Dept., in the Federal courts, 
should indictments be found against him, was withdrawn 
last week by order of the Secretary of War. The record 
in the ease of Captain Franklin, as plaintiff in error, has 
jeen received and docketed in the Supreme Court, and 
on Monday of this week that court granted a motion to 
admit the plaintiff in error to bail during the pendency 
of the proceedings in error and until a final decision by 
that court. 'This motion and a brief in support of it had 
en filed in the Supreme Court by the retiring counsel 
before his connection with the case was terminated. The 
hrief consisted substantially of the argument made by 
Captain Ansell in the Cireuit Court, which won there 
and upturned many precedents in this jurisdiction. The 
Solicitor General had suggested to the court the propriety 
of permitting the motion for bail to’go over till he could 
move to dismiss or affirm, but the suggestion was not 
accepted.

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The National Rifle Association of America announces 
the results of the second series of matches of the Inter- 
collegiate Indoor Rifle Shooting League, shot on the home 
ranges of the colleges and universities Jan. 20, under 
the supervision of Army officers, who telegraphed the 
results to the home office of the N.R.A. . The University 
of Iowa won by. fifty-seven points, making the record 
score to date of 1809. The scores in the match are as 
follows: University of Iowa, 1,809; Washington State 
College, 1,752; Columbia University, 1,727; George 
Washington University, 1,729; Cornell University, 1,712 ; 
U.S. College of Veterinary Surgeons, Washington, D.C., 
1,614; Delaware College, 1,537: University of Louisiana, 
1.489; University of Idaho, 1,717. The shooting is being 
done at fifty feet, using the government .22 caliber rifle. 
‘The executive committee of the N.R.A. of America an- 
nounces that the week ending March 26 has been fixed 
as the date for shooting the Intercollegiate Championship 
indoor Match for 1910. 
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The London Engineer hears that the Isthmian Canal 
Commission has arranged to purchase for $250,000 one 
of the most powerful and efficient dredges yet built, one 
of the largest owned by the Mersey Docks and Harbor 
Board. It is of immense size, and is provided with scoops 
or buckets arranged on an endless chain, which is carried 
on a frame er ladder attached to the vessel at its upper 
end. The frame, with its chain of buckets, can be turned 
round its upper end as on a pivot, and so can be raised 
or lowered to suit the depth at which dredging is to be 
done. It is to be used for dredging at the sea approaches 
to the canal.

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It is a matter of peculiar interest to note the desire 
of government employees to enjoy as many holidays as it 
is possible to secure. The clerks connected with the 
navy yard at Norfolk got a notion last week that Secre- 
tary Meyer would order that there should be a public 
holiday on Jan. 19 in honor of the birthday of Gen. 
Robert E. Lee. This grew out of the fact that this day 
was a‘holiday in the state of Virginia and because the 
Secretary of the Treasury had ordered the custom house 
at Newport News closed on the 19th. There was never 
any intention on the part of Secretary Meyer to observe 
the day as a holiday in the manner proposed. 








The Committee of the University of Copenhagen has 
completed its examination of Dr. Frederick A. Cook’s 
original notes, and on Jan. 19 confirmed its previous con- 
clusions that not the slightest proof that the explorer 
reached the North Pole had been submitted. The com- 
mittee finds that the copy of Dr. Cook’s data, upon which 
its previous decision was based, conforms in the main to 
the original notebook now in its possession. The latter, 
the examiners say, contains various alterations, but there 
is nothing to show whether the changes were made with 
the purpose of deceiving. 
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An officer’s salary may be legally assessed under 
the income tax law of a state, according to a decision of 
the U.S. Supreme Court rendered on Jan. 24 in the case 
of Rear Admiral N. M. Dyer, U.S.N., retired, vs. the 
City of Melrose, Mass. The sum involved was only $22, 
but the assessment was resisted by Admiral Dyer, on the 
ground that it was incompetent for the state authorities 
to levy a tax upon his salary as a governmeft official. 
The Superior Court of Massachusetts decided against 
Admiral Dyer, and the Supreme Court sustained that 
finding. 
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The President has nominated H. M. Butler, of 
Columbus, Ohio, to be Solicitor of the Navy Department. 
This office has been vacant since the death, last year, of 
Mr. E. P. Hanna, the first incumbent, for whom Congress 
specially provided that the salary should be increased 
from $2,500 to $4,500. It is exnected that Congress will 
increase the salary of the Solicitor this session. 
lawyer who occupies the place passes on contracts inyoly- 
ing probably more millions of money than those submitted 
to any other single official in the government service. 





INTERNATIONAL POLICE FORCE FOR PEACE. 

In discussing the real missions of armies and navies 
some months ago, we editorially referred to them as 
“international policemen,” delegated to keep the nations 
in order, just as the police of a city prevent citizens from 
disturbing the peace. We see that the Peace Society 


. folk have adopted this phrase, and are now, as reported 


in the proceedings of the society’s meeting in New York 
on Jan. 15, advocating an “international police force” to 
be attached to the “international court of justice” that 
is to bring about universal peace. 

This is an admission that hand in hand with an 
international court must exist a warlike force which 
can enforce the decrees of the court. In other words, 
a confession that the appeal to force is always to be 
possible with this international court, and that this 
power to enlist a mighty co-operative war force is to be 
used as a threat for coercing nations into peace. “As 
the establishment of local courts of justice and the police 
departments did away with the necessity of carrying 
swords and pistols, so the establishment of a permanent 
international court of justice and international police 
force will end the necessity of great armaments.” 
This evidently overlooks the fact that the local courts 
and police departments ‘would not be worth tle cost of 
even uniforming their officials unless there were the force 
of the club and the revolver behind them. The doing 
away with the necessity of carrying swords and pistols on 
the part of the individual is made possible only because 
this carrying of weapons has been delegated to police offi- 
cers and other guardians of the peace. The individual 
still constructively carries a sword and pistol, because 
his representative, the policeman or the soldier, carries 
it for him as his chosen, official, authorized substitute. 
Just as when a man by hiring a substitute is considered 
as taking part in a war, so by paying for the support of 
the policeman and soldier the citizen is really carrying a 
sword or revolver. 


With the advance of civilization we have found that _ 


peace can be better kept by delegating that work to a 
trained body of men than if each irresponsible person 
took it upon himself to keep the peace. By the organiza- 
tion of hospitals the citizen is no longer compelled by 
promptings of humanity to epen his house to a sufferer 
sudderly injured in front of his dwelling, but he still 
can feel that through the established hospitals he is doing 
his share and doing it better for the relief of the victim; 
so in our highly complex society it is better to train men 
when and how to use club and revolver in keeping the 
peace than to let every individual take upon himself that 
responsibility. 'The control of street traffic is a case in 
point. It would be impossible for traffic to be regulated 
by each individual in our thronged streets. There must 
be an authority which can command by uplifted hand 
instant obedience, for a second of delay may mean a 
human life. This authority we give to the policeman, 
and we equip him with the instruments by which he can 
= his authority or defend himself from attack or 
insult. 

The speakers were President Marks, Professor John 
Rates Clark. of Columbia University ; Prof. John Graham 
Brooks, of Harvard, and Mrs. Lucy Ames Mead, of Bos- 
ton To these enthusiasts of peace we would signal 
a new avenue in which for a time they may divert their 
energies now concentrated upon the helpless Army and 
Navy which has not the privilege of talking back to these 
garrulous traducers of the cause of national defense. We 
wish to call their attention to the increasing militariness 
of our police. New York in the last few years has actu- 
ally put on its downtown streets a cavalry force called 
mounted police, while the state of William Penn, the 
apostle of peace, within a few years has -added to its 
police force a mounted constabulary, which has done ex- 
cellent service in the case of riots in mining districts, and 
is composed largely of former soldiers of the Reguiar 
Army and Militia. When these mounted policemen are 
on duty they have a striking resemblance to soldiers, just 
as the mounted policemen in New York city call cavalry- 
men to mind. Of course, such resemblance, to the minds 
of peace advocates. is bad for the youth of the country; 
so we take the liberty of suggesting to Professor Clark 
and his fellow-workers in that field to give over their 
attention to the Army and Navy for a few years and hold 
conventions and read papers on such subjects as these. 
“Growing. Militarizing of Our Police,” “Mounted Police 
a Bad Example to Country’s Youth,” ete. While it may 
seem like a cruel and heartless piling of Pelion on Ossa, 
we are going to remind the Peace Society that the police 
of New York city are drilled in infantry tactics and use 
the armories for revolver practice, simulating that of 
military commands. With what horror must the women 
members of the society receive the attention of the police- 
men in crossing the streets, and how the professors and 
doctors of peace will recoil when they see patrolling the 
sidewalk in front of their homes men who are being 
taught to kill their neighbors in the same ruthless fashion 
as the soldiers. We shall not be at all surprised if it find 
expression in public protests, entitled, “Danger of Army 
Drill for- the Police.’ “Teaching Our Police to Kill,” 
“Disarming Our Police Necessary,” ete. 

One of the speakers, President Marks, proposed an inter- 
national police force to enforce the edicts of this inter- 
national court which is to abolish all war, but as he does 
not describe its equipment, and is opp to war, we take 
the liberty of supposing that it will be gunless, revolver- 
less and clubless, and will have no more deadly weapon 
with which to assert its authority than tracts of the 
Peace Society. Certainly the international court will 
not have an armed force to coerce the nations into com- 
pliance, because that would violate the fundamental 
principle of the organization, which is that there shall 
be no war. To have an international police force would 
be to proceed on the theory that “we must have peace 
even if we have to fight for it.” or that war is right when 
ten nations go to war against one nation to repress the 
latter’s belligerency. 

President Marks was not the only speaker that fur- 
nished thoughts that burn and phrases that linger, For 
instance, Mrs. Mead informed her hearers—again we 
trust the newspaper account—that “the United States 
has not been attacked for one hundred and twenty years,” 
a statement that reminds us of the man who was arrested 
for assaulting a subway guard in New York city the 
other day., He told the judge before whom he was ar- 
raigned that he had been pulled, hauled and pusbed 
around by the guard until he simply had to hit him vo 
show that he was not a worm of the’ earth. The judge 
was so delighted at this attitude of independence -that he 
at once discharged him and commended him for his breach 
of the peace. So it has been with the United States in 
all her wars. She has been the: tmost ‘forbearing of 
nations. She tolerated the search of American ships by 
British vessels until forbearance ceased ‘to be a virtue. 


She permitted state after state to secede, and did nothing 
till Fort Sumter was fired upon, and even after the 
Maine was sunk in the harbor of Havana it took long 
weeks to make the people of this country see that. they 
had rights in the welfare of their island n-ighbors in 
Cuba which Spain was bound to respect. Professor Clark 
and Professor Brooks are close students of history, and 
we are surprised that they did not correct Mrs. Mead 
by referring her to Fort Sumter as a specific example of 
a direct attack upon the Government of the United 
States ; but perhaps we are too exigent in our expecta- 
tions of the anti-militarists, and do not allow for that 
latitude in the treatment of facts which should be granted 
to those who wish to sce emotions rule the political world, 
rather than the necessities of government and the imme- 
diate needs of mankind. 


A NAVAL SLANDERER ANSWERED. 


Under the heading of “Uncle Sam’s Gold Brick,” 
George Creel, speaking in the Denver Post of Jan. 12 of 
the statements made in a naval poster he had seen, said: 
“All of which is a lie. Outside of service in the Philip- 
pines, the travel is confined to incarceration in some fort 
or prairie garrison, where the only distractions are pro- 
vided by the low saloons that huddle near at hand. And 
for education, remember all the enlisted men you have 
ever known, and you will be able to count on your fingers 
the ones that gained any educational value from their 
service. A little less narrowness, perhaps, a certain lack 
of provincialism, but what they lose more than counter- 
balances this trifling gain.” 

Mr. Creel further asserted that there was no advance- 
ment in the Army or Navy; that the pay was poor and 
their service unfitted a large body of men for work and 
responsibility. Mr. Creel also indulges himself in some 
general observations on the uselessness of providing for 
war on “the theory that the races of the world are simply 
waiting for a chance to knife each other in the back.” 
He said: “Especially is the thing absurd in a democratic 
and industrial republic.” 

Chief Yeoman John Ii. Cash, U.S.N., attached to the 
U.S. Recruiting Station at Denver, prepared a reply, 
which neither the Fost nor any other Denver paper would 
publish. In this reply Mr. Cash said: “To the person 
acquainted, even in a moderate degree, with the United 
States Navy the article published in the Denver Post 
would be at least umusing were it not insulting. While 
the primary. object of this poster is to secure recruits for 
the Navy, it has a secondary, but deeper, object, namely, 
to. acquaint just such people as Mr. Creel with the 
Service, in order that such idiotic comparisons as a bird 
and a battleship will not be foisted on the public. Was 
the Post writer on a vacation while the sixteen battle- 
ships, carrying 16,000 men, recently circled the globe? 
Was he hunting bear in the mountains while the Pacific 
Fleet of eight armored cruisers, carrying 7,000 men, 
visited South America, the South Sea Islands, Japan and 
China, and even now are returning home from the Orient, 
due in San Francisco Feb. 15? In fact, has the Post 
writer been slumbering since birth that he is not aware 
that the mission of a ship is to travel, and that ships of 
the Navy have been for years fulfilling that mission? 
The Post writer shows his ignorance of naval matters 
when he asserts that travel in the Army and Navy, out- 
side of the Philippines, is confined to-inearceration in a 
prairie garrison. Tle is ahead of his time, as we have 
not even invented ships that are able to travel overland 
to prairie garrisons. 

* ‘Life in the Navy is demoralizing.’ To Mr. Creel we 
would pass the lie absolutely were it not an ugly word 
to use, although he has not hesitated to use it in defam- 
ing the reputation of the United States Navy. Greater 
men than Mr. Creel can ever hope to be have testified 
that life in the Navy is elevating and better fits a man 
for duties in civil life, as.is shown by large firms all 
over the country, especially in the East (the General 
Electric Company, for example), which solicits the serv- 
ices of ex-Navy men. We would refer Mr. Creel to such 
writers as Henry Reuterdahl, ex-President Roosevelt, 
Richard Harding Davis, R. F. Zogbaum, men with repu- 
tations, all of whom will gladly testify regarding life in 
the Navy. These men know because they have all, at 
various times, accompanied the fleet on cruises or while 
conducting target practice. We might also refer to Judge 
Yeaman, of this city. ; 

“Regarding advancement—oh! that the Post writer 
would seek even a little information. The modern ship 
is a workshop, fitted from stem to stern with electrica! 
devices and the most modern machinery, requiring men 
in all trades and ratings to properly man it. Petty 
officers are appointed every day at rates of pay ranging 
from $33 to $77, and even. higher. Warrant Officers are 
appointed annually to the rank of boatswain, gunner, 
carpenter and machinist, ranging in numbers from fifty 
to one hundred and in salary from $1,200 to $2,400 per 
annum (there were 608 in the Service at the beginning 
of .last year). -Each year twelve warrant officers are 
eligible for examination for commission, a number of 
such ex-enlisted men at present being on the active list 
of lieutenants or ensigns. And besides, we cannot all 
start in as admiral. The Navy is like other places—it 
is necessary to begin. Even the Post writer, who now 
seems to have made a reputation by attempting to detract 
from the reputation of others, may at one time have been 
a struggling cub reporter. on a mere pittance. 

“In regard to treatment of officers who are ex-enlisted 
men by Naval Academy graduates (we have no West 
Pointers in the. Navy, as Mr. Creel infers), I would refer 
to commissioned offieers of the Navy who have been en- 
listed men, and they will assure you: that they are re- 
ceived on exactly the same terms as Naval Academy 
graduates, surgeons, pay officers or any other commis- 
sioned officers. 

“The pay is poor. writes Mr. Creel. Enlisted men re- 
ceive from $5 to $25 per week, with medical attendance. 
care in hospital, rations, pension, retirement, death 
benefits. ete., and I believe that the pay will compare very 
favorably with any manufacturing establishments in the 
country where men are working, as Mr. Creel states. 

“The uniform is often slighted, writes Mr. Creel. Very 
true, but the greatest cause lies in such ill advised and 
ignorant writers as Mr. Creel publishing articles similar 
to the one in the Post, which not only insults the flag, 
the country and each individual in the Service, but in- 
fluences many people who have a proper respect for the 
Service to regard if in the same light as the poor, mis- 

uided writer. 

xt “In regard to disarmament, we of the Navy leave that 
matter to the Boston peace societies, down East, which 
section of the country Mr. Creel seems ever ready to 
denounce. 

“If you are at leisure some day, Mr. Creel, try and 
enlist in the Navy. It may be a revelation. Perhaps 
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even you could not get in. We are mighty particular, 
accepting one out of every ten that apply. Last year 
more than 91,000 sought admission, but we only accepted 
18,000, and those we took were physically, mentally and 
morally above the average. greatest testimony toa 
the United States Navy comes from the men themselves, 
who serve the Government under ‘demoralizing influences,’ 
as stated by Mr. Creel. ‘Two out of every three of these 
men discharged with honor during the last year, and 
entitled to re-enlistment, re-enlisted. This is indeed, Mr. 
Creel, greater testimony than any that you have given. 
The Navy will go ahead, getting greater and greater, year 
by year, a monument to American patriotism, and the 
greatest form of national insurance obtainable.”

JOINT MANEUVER CAMPS. 


The program for the joint maneuver camps of the 
Army and National Guard for the summer of 1910 has 
been arranged by the General Staff of the Army as given 
below. 

The places for the camps in 1910 are the same as for 
those of 1908, with the addition of one to be held some- 
where in Pennsylvania, Maryland or Virginia for the 
National Guard of the states named and those of the 
District of Columbia, Delaware and New Jersey. Two 
years ago it was planned to select a site for this camp, 
but owing to the absence of many organizations of the 
Regular Army in Cuba no action was taken. 

After the maneuvers two years ago it was decided that 
before the maneuvers of 1910 took place Congress should 
be asked to provide sufficient money for the necessary 
quantity of blank ammunition for the maneuvers. It 
now appears that the estimates this year did not cover 
the item, and the estimate for small-arms practice was 
reduced from $1,330,000 to $1,000,000. Therefore great 
economy must be observed this season, or there will be 
no blank ammunition for maneuvers. In making plans 
for the encampments G.O. No. 84, W.D., 1908, and G.O. 
No. 11, 1908, wifl be followed. No extra blank ammu- 
nition will be issued Regular troops, and probably 
seventy-five rounds will be the limit allowed. 

The troops of the Army and the National Guard to 
be on duty at the several camps are as follows: 

PINE CAMP, JEFFERSON COUNTY, .N.Y. 

This camp is to be established in August, under com- 
mand of the commanding general, Department of the 
East. The Regular troops assigned are: Eleven troops 
of the 10th Cavalry from Fort Ethan Allen; three bat- 
teries of the 3d Field Artillery from Fort Myer (two 
batteries for the propesed camp in Pennsylvania, Mary- 
land or Virginia): twenty-one companies of Infantry 
made up from the 24th Infantry, from Madison Barracks 
and Fort Ontario, and the 5th Infantry, at Plattsburg 
Barracks; two companies of Engineers from Washington 
Barracks: Company A of the Signal Corps from Fort 
Leavenworth, and one-half of Company C of the Hospital 
Corps from Fort Niagara. 

National Guard troops from Maine, New Hampshire, 
Vermont, Massachusetts, Connecticut and New York. 
Rhede Island, having only Cavalry, Field Artillery and 
Coast Artillery organizations, is not now scheduled to 
take part. 

CAMP AT ATASCADERO, CAL. 

The camp at Atascadero, Cal., will be held Sept. 15 
to Oct. 15, under command of commanding general, 
Department vf California. Army troops—Two troops 
of Cavalry from the ist QOavalry at Presidio of San 
Francisco; two troops of Cavalry from the 8th Cavalry 
at Forts Huachuca and Apache; three batteries from the 
5th and ist Field Artillery at San Francisco; twenty- 
five companies of Infantry from the 30th Infantry at 
Fort Mason, San Francisco and Monterey; from the 
Sth Infantry, at Monterey, and from the 18th Infantry, 
at Whipple Barracks: one-half of Company B, Hospital 
Corps, at San Francisco, and Company E, Signal Corps, 
at San Francisco. 

National Guard troops from California and Arizona. 

CAMP AT AMERICAN LAKE, WASH. 

The camp at American Lake, Wash., will be held in 
August, under command of commanding general, De- 
partment of Columbia. Regular troops—Four troops of 
Cavalry from the Ist Cavalry at Fort Walla Walla and 
Boise Barracks; two batteries of Field Artillery from 
the 2d Field Artillery at Vancouver Barracks; twenty- 
one companies of Infantry from the 1st Infantry at 
Vancouver Barracks and from the 25th Infantry at 
Forts Wright and Lawton; twelve companies of Infantry 
from the 14th Infantry at Forts Benjamin Harrison, 
Lincoln and Missoula, and from the 2d Infantry at Fort 
Assinniboine : one company of Engineers from Vancouver ; 
Company E of the Signal Corps from San Francisco, 
and one-half of Company B, Hospital Corps.

The camp at Chickamauga will be held in July, under 
command of the commanding general, Department of the 
Gulf. Regular troops—Hleven troops of Cavalry from 
the 11th Cavalry at Fort Oglethorpe; eleven companies 
of Infantry from the 17th Infantry at Fort McPherson; 
two batteries from the Ist Field Artillery at Fort Sill; 
Company D, Signal Corps, from Omaha, and one-half of 
Company C, Hospital Corps, from Fort Niagara. 

National Guard troops of Georgia, North Carolina, 
Tennessee. South Carolina, Florida, Alabama and 
Mississippi. 

Owing to the unsatisfactory condition of the water at 
Camp Taft, Chickamauga Park, two years ago, the 
Quartermaster General has been directed to take up 
consideration of providing a water supply early in the 
season.

ARMY ORDNANCE WORK. 


Special report of new work undertaken, of modifica- 
tions in supplies for the Service, and of experiments and 
tests made by the Ordnance Department during the 
months of November and December, 1909. 

THE ORDNANCE BOARD. 

Test of 6-inch gun, model of 1905—This model was 
subjected to a test of thirty-seven rounds, five of which 
were. at pressure exceeding 42, lbs. per square 
inch. With the exception of the spindle spring, the gun 
and mechanism were found satisfactory. 

Dummy .cartridges for 10-inch and 12-inch guns—As 
a result of repeated trials, a form of dummy cartridge 
of the same weight as the Service charge and of prac- 
tically equal flexibility was developed, and its issue to 
the Service for trial recommended. 

Test of 12-inch dummy projectiles—One of three de- 
signs submitted was recommended for trial in the Service 
after extended tests. Its essential feature is a contained 
plunger in which the hand extractor may be engaged and 
the seating pressure on the band released by shock. 

Test of special magneto exploder for use for firing 
mortar batteries, manufactured by du Pont—This 
machine will fire four service primers in parallel with 
an additional resistance of 15 ohms in the circuit. Work- 
manship excellent. Recommended it be issued for serv- 
ice test. 





FRANKFORD ARSENAL. 


Rifle grenades—Certain modifications have been made, 
and a shipment of the latest design has been made to the 
proving ground. The manufacture in quantity will begin 
as soon as satisfactory report of test has been. received. 
Experimental firings for determination of range data are 
being made. 

Hand grenades—‘Tests are under way at the proving 
ground. Manufacture will be started as soon as satis- 
factory report of test is received. 

Star gauges—The drawings of small star gauges have 
been revised to provide for sufficient ring gauges and 
points to star gauge chambers, as well as bores of cannon 
up to 3-inch caliber. 

Lewis depression position finders—A cover for this 
instrument (model of 1907) has been designed and issued 
to Rock Island Arsenal as a sample for manufacture. 

Observation telescopes—The Lietz observation telescope 
has been tested in comparison with the Service instru- 
ment, seacoast, and unfavorably reported upon. 

Plotting boards—The fire commander plotting board 
is being redesigned in order to secure the longitudinal 
movement required on fire commander plotting boards 
for the Coast Artillery Reserves. 

Storage chests for reloading and cleaning outfits— 
Drawings of storage chests for reloading and cleaning 
outfits have been revised to show chests for 3.8-inch guns 
and howitzers and for 3, 4.7 and 6-inch howitzers. The 
storage chest for reloading and cleaning outfit for sea- 
coast artillery is being redesigned. 

Militia armories, fire control equipment for—Drawings 
showing the layout of a large number of Militia armories 
of the Department of the East, for the installation of 
fire control equipment, are being prepared. The manu- 
facture of fire control equipment for Militia armories for 
Coast Artillery Reserves in the Departments of the Gulf, 
Texas, California and Columbia has been undertaken. 

Azimuth instruments—A study has been undertaken to 
provide means of limiting the movement of the yoke of 
the azimuth instrument,’ model of 1900. 5q ea 5 

Machinery for optical department—The manufacture 
of two lathes and one grinding machine and the design 


and manufacture of one multiple spindle semi-automatic 
lens polishing machine for the optical department ~has 
been undertaken, The lens and prism work of the 
optical department has ben moved to roomier quarters. 

_ Caliber .38 revolver ball cartridges—All bullets used 
in the manufacture of this ammunition are now turned, 
cannelured and knurled on the same machine. 

_Metal packing box for caliber .30, model of 1906, ammu- 
nition—A metal packing box has been perfected and 
submitted for test, with a view to its adoption in place of 
the present wooden zinc lined box used to pack the caliber 
-30, model of 1996, ammunition. 

ROCK ISLAND ARSENAL. 

Manufacture of pack outfits for regimental, battalion 
and battery fire control instruments. Alteration of ex- 
perimental kit wagon for Field Artillery. 

Experiments with view to determining the most desir- 
able finish to be given to metal parts used in the manu- 
facture of Service articles. 

Manufacture for the Infantry Equipment Board— 
Typewriter box with folding legs; field desk; artificer’s 
box; monel metal forks, spoons and knives; tent pins, 
Magnolia metal and aluminum; rings, hooks, snaps, etc. 

SANDY HOOK PROVING GROUND. 

Accuracy test of 3-inch field guns made in 1903, W.A., 
experimental, ‘asker breech mechanism to determine 
accuracy of gun after having been fired pver 2,000 rounds 
—T'wo groups were fired with service velocity and A. and 
B. Manufacturing Company’s common stee] shell (used 
as cast iron) at 1,000-yard target. 

First group, five rounds (2,072 to 2,076 inc.), mean 
deviation from center of target, 1 :289. 

Second group, ten rounds (2,085 to 2,094 inc.), mean 
deviation from center of target, 1 :352. 

The allowable mean deviation from center of target 
for acceptance tests of shrapnel is 1:8. 

SPRINGFIELD ARMORY. 

Experimental rubber cap or eyepiece proposed by the 
Warner and Swasey Company for telescopic musket 
sight—Tested and found satisfactory. This eyecap is 
made of softer and more pliable rubber than the caps on 
telescopes previously issued. 

Test of Kooo” non-fluid oil applied to bullets before 
firing .to prevent and eliminate metal fouling—“‘Kooo” 
non-fluid oil was applied to the bullets by sinking the 
bullets of a clip of cartridges several times into the oil 
before firing. From the test it was concluded that while 
non-fluid oil will not absolutely prevent deposit of 
metallic fouling, such fouling is prevented in most cases, 
and when metallic fouling appears the amount is very 
small and practically negligible. Non-fluid oil will re- 
move metallic fouling in a majority of cases in firing ess 
than 100 rounds with oil, though fouling in small amount 
may again appear and disappear as firing with oil 
progresses. From the limited amount of firing for 
accuracy which has taken place, it appears that use of 
non-fluid oi] will slightly increase accuracy. Before any 
definite conclusion can be reached in this regard a more 
extended course of accuracy firing is considered necessary. 

Clip loading machines for automatic machine rifle, cal. 
30, model of 1909—T'wo designs suitable for use in the 
field have recently been tested. 

Design A—The clip is inserted in grooves in the body 
of the machine, and the cartridges are forced into posi- 
tion by means of a slide operated by two levers. 

Design B—The clip is inserted in grooves in the body 
of the machine, and while one operator holds the machine 
another operator pulls the clip through by means of an 
ejector rod, which engages the clip. The cartridges are 
forced into position by coming into contact with a cam 
surface on one end of the machine. 

Design A is considered superior to design B, as the 
former can be operated more rapidly, requires but one 
operator and is less liable to get out of repair. Design 
A has been adopted by the Department. 

New design of firing pin for Maxim automatic machine 
gun, caliber .30—Two designs were made. Design A 
showed a firing pin having the striker point screwed into 
the body. The striker point is prevented from turning by 
a small pin. 

- Design B showed a striker point secured in the firing 
pin body hy a small pin, similar to the method of as- 
sembling the firing pin and hammer in the Smith and 
Wesson revolver, caliber .80, Army model. 

Both of these designs were thoroughly tested by actual 
firing in the Maxim gun and both functioned satisfac- 
torily. It, is thought design A would be more easily 
manufactured and more satisfactory in service. The 
Department has adopted design A.

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RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 

Published under the auspices of the Seventh Inter- 
national Congress of Applied Chemistry in 1908, appears 
this statement by BE. A. Brayley Hodgettes: “The highest 
development of civilization has synchronized with the 
increase and growth of the means of destruction at the 
disposal of mankind. To the superficial, untrained mind, 
and more particularly to the loose-thinking satirist of 
modern progress, the above statement will appear as at 
once a paradox and an additional argument against the 
highly organized and artificial structure of contemporary 
society. But dispassionate reflection will show that the 
better the means possessed by society of self-preservation, 
and consequently of defense and offense, the more assured 
must be its continuance, the less exposed to disturbance 
and interruption its natural growth. To-day the terrific 
destructive force cf modern high explosives is such as 
entirely to,revolutionize military tactics; indeed, it might 
almost be said that in the modern art of war more im- 
portance is attached to the preservation of the lives of 
one’s own troops than to the destruction of those of the 
enemy. Certain it is that the carnage of modern warfare. 
in spite of the infinitely greater efficiency of engines of 
war, is incomparably small and almost insignificant by 
the side of the wholesale devastations of the Middle Ages.” 
These remarks are made in his history of gunpowder, 
written for ““Mhe Rise and Progress of the British Ex- 
plosives Industry,” published by Whittaker and Company, 
London, and the Macmillan Company, New York. The 
author goes over the arguments against the theories that 
the Chinese and the Arabs had an early knowledge of 
the ,explosive power of saltpeter, and begins his 
chronology of gunpowder with 1242, the year in which 
Roger Bacon gave an anagrammatic composition of 
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powder. The history of nitro-cellulose and _nitro- 
glycerine and other explosives is also given in this work, 
which is illustrated with portraits of men prominent in 
the industry and with pictures of ancient machinery and 
apparatus connected with the manufacture of powder. 

In “BHlizabeth Visits America,” Mrs. Elinor Glyn, in 
the form of letters of a daughter to her mother in Eng- 
land, describes life in the United States. Although Mrs. 
Giyn is called English, she is really a native of Canada, 
and lived in Toronto for years; so that her point of view 
is essentially American, and whatever may seem far- 
fetched in her descriptions should be taken as an effort 
to say what she thinks an Englishwoman would say 
rather than as an expression of an impression made upon 
herself. This quotation will show that she has certainly 
little of the tendency so often attributed to women of 
withholding admiration from their own sex: “To see [sic] 
Fifth avenue, New York, on a bright day, morning or 
afternoon, is like a procession of glowing flowers passing. 
Minxes of fifteen, with merry roving eyes; women of all 
ages, all as beautifully dressed as it is possible to be, 
swinging along to the soda-water fountain shops, where 
you can get candy and ice-cream and lovely cholocates. 
No one has that draggled, too long in the back and too 
short in the front look. of lots of English women holding 
up their garments in a frightful fashion. Also there are 
no old people much—a few old women, but never any 
old men. I suppose they all die off with their hard life.” 
The inference is not unfair that the hardness of the men’s 
lives is due to their effort to keep all the women young, 
happy and beautiful—the real reason, after all, some 
philosopher has said, for the existence of mere man in 
the universe anyway. There are slips in the English, such 
as “difference to,” a common enough mistake in England, 
which may have been purposely made to give the book 
more of a British air. Duffield and Company, New York, 
are the publishers. 
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THE LIGHT-HOUSE SERVICE. 


As noted in our issue of Jan. 22 the House passed 
the bill H.R. 17487, abolishing the Light-House Board 
and creating in its stead a Bureau of Light-Houses in 
the Department of Commerce and Labor. This bill is 
now in the Senate, where it has been referred to the 
Commerce Committee. It is not thought that there is 
much likelihood of the bill’s passage by the Senate. In 
regard to the measure the New York Sun says: 

“Congress will be wise to move very gingerly in the 
proposed transfer of the Light-House Service from mili- 
tary to civilian control. It is well to consider some 
points that seem to have been overlooked by the advo- 
cates and authors of the projected transformation. The 
Light-House Service was organized in 1842. It has been 
operated ever since under strictly military control, and 
it has been operated at a minimum of cost and 
a maximum of efficiency. For one thing, the 
spirit of true civil service reform has_ always 
prevailed in its councils. No political considerations 
have ever entered into the choice of subordinates, nor 
has favoritism or influence ever for one moment pre- 
vailed for the retention of an official once found incom- 
petent or neglected. The mixed constitution of the gov- 
erning body, the board, has kept alive its energy and pre- 
cision, while the purely military quality of the body 
has perpetuated its even and impartial temper. The 
membership of the Light-House Board changes constantly 
so far as regards mere personnel, but its inspiration 
is continuously patriotic. The naval officers and the 
Army Engineers who direct and administer the service 
are constantly changed. They come and go, one set 
succeeds another; but the ruling spirit, the methods and 
the standards are always military, and the result is a 
discipline, a simplicity and a cohesion which, for more 
than a generation, have expressed themselves in achieve- 
ment as nearly perfect as is possible in human things. 
We do not believe that anywhere under Government is 
a service of even approximate importance conducted with 
such precision and economy. 

“Now it is proposed to eliminate the Army and Navy 
officers and to substitute officials taken from private life. 
The change would add largely to the expenses of the 
Government, for the Army and Navy officers who would 
be replaced are already paid by the Government in their 
respective branches and therefore add nothing to the’ cost 
of the Service. That, however, under this wealthy and 
prodigal Government is not worth mentioning. The 
question is that of the continued efficiency of the Light- 
House Service under the new arrangement. Everybody 
understands that stupendous interests and cares are in- 
volved. We have a stormy and at many points a danger- 
ous coast, thousands of miles in extent. Millions of mer- 
chandise and hundreds of lives depend from day to day 
upon the absolute efficiency of the light-house establish- 
ment, and so far practically no disasters have been trace- 
able to any lack of solicitude or breach of discipline on 
its part. And now we are asked to break away from 
a system which has given us safety and protection and 
deliver ourselves to agencies both new and questionable ! 

“The old-time Light-House Board has few friends 
among the politicians. It has yielded nothing to political 
assertion. We may well ask ourselves whether there is 
nothing left for commerce and the public generally.” 
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GENERAI LANGDON’S WILL. 

The will of Brig. Gen.’ Loomis lL. Langdon, U.S.A.. 
retired, who died on Jan. 7 last, disposes of a personal 
estate of $35,000 and gives a number of his personal 
belongings to his son, Capt. Russell G. Langdon, who is 
now with the 3d U.S. Infantry in the Philippines. The 
residue of the estate goes to Captain Langdon, Sarah S. 
McKim, widow of the Rev. Philip McKim, and Henry 
C. Langdon, who are brother and sister of the testator, 
and to the widow of his brother, Major Charles Langdon, 
in equal shares. 

One paragraph of the will reads: “I give to my son, 
Captain Langdon, the silver tea service presented to me 
by the citizens of Brownsville, Tex., for what they termed 
my ‘disinterestedness and patriotic services, as they 
kindly chose-to characterize my action during the absence 
of the Rio Grande frontier garrison, in organizing the 
citizens of Brownsville into an offensive force and assist- 
ing in defending their lives and property against the 
attack of the bandit. Juan Curtinas, for which I received 
the thanks of the citizens.” 

The testator directs that on his son’s death the tea 
service, which was valued at $2,000, is to go to his eldest 
son, and if he has none it is to go to the eldest son of 
his brother, Henry C. Langdon, of Paonia, Colo., “my 
intention being that this service shall remain in the 
family in the possession of a Langdon. It is my wish 
that if there is no male issue of a Langdon surviving 








that the service be given to the officers’ mess at Memorial 
Hall, West Point Military Academy.” 

General Langdon also gives to his son his farm in 
Arkansas and a gold medal presented to him by the 
Brooklyn citizens’ committee of reception for the Mary- 
land delegation on the occasion of the unveiling of the 
Maryland monument in Prospect Park in commemoration 
of the Maryland soldiers who fell in the battle of Long 
Island, and makes this comment on a saddle he gives his 
son: 

“The saddle I used during the great rebellion was on 
the horse that was killed under me in the battle of 
Olustee or Ocean Pond, Fla., on Feb. 20, 1864. The 
horse was hit five times and one or two shots went 
through the saddle, but the bullet holes are concealed 
by a new cover of leather which was put on the saddle.” 

Captain Langdon also gets all his father’s other relics 
with his books and paintings, and concerning one of the 
paintings the testator says: 

_ “The water color entitled ‘Interior of the Hall of Jus- 
tice at Bruger, Belgium,’ I value as one of the best I 
have painted in recent years. It is now in the possession 
of Mrs. Hortense N. Loeb, of 327 West Thirty-second 
street. I desire to have my son own this picture as the 
copy of one I painted at the U.S. Military Academy, 
where I stood at the head of my class in drawing and 
painting.” 

General Langdon said that if his son died before Mrs. 
Loeb he desired her to keep the painting as a “memorial 
of her friendship and_her love for my lately deceased 
wife, Grace Barnhart Langdon.” 

‘he testator also gave his son a gold watch and di- 
rected that he distribute the things he doesn’t want 
among his nesr relatives. He says that he doesn’t give 
his son any more than he does because the son got prop- 
erty enough from his mother, Hattie Creamer Langdon, 
and for which the testator put in no claim, to provide 
for him adequately. 

He gives his sister, Mrs. McKim, only $3,000 in cash 
and a share of the residue “because she has three grown 
sons of good habits established in the practice of their 
profession, who are therefore quite able to support their 
mother in comfort.’? General Langdon makes other cash 
bequests to relatives. 

General Langdon was commandant at Fort Hamilton 
when he retired in 1894. He was graduated from West 
Point in 1854 and went at once to Florida, where “he 
fought the Indians under Chief Billy Bowlegs. He was 
just recovering from an attack of yellow fever at Fort 
Brown, Tex., when the outlaw Curtinas threatened the 
place, and the incidents: followed that led to the presen- 
tation of the silver service. 

He was made a brevet major for his bravery at the 
battle of Olustee. He was in command of the artillery 
in the last operations before Richmond, and among his 
possessions is a tassel he cut from a chair occupied by 
Alexander H. Stephens. He commanded the troops at

in lV 
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DINNER OF THE WASHINGTON CARABAOS. 


In his speech at the annual dinner of the Washing- 
ton Corral of the Military Order of the Carabao at the 
New Willard, Washington, D.C., on the evening of Sat- 
urday, Jan. 22, President Taft said that he had been 
invited for the first time because the annual gathering 
had become dull and respectable. This was Presidential 
if not poetic license. Dull it was not, though more 
respectable, in the sense that the boisterous spirits which 
are apt to run riot when the young men with the fever 
of the Orient in their blood meet together were held 
somewhat in check this year until the distinguished visit- 
ors had departed. Then the old-time spirit of joyous 
abandon was let loose, and, as at Brussels on the eve 
of Waterloo, “there was a sound of revelry by night.” 
At one of the tables an Army poet, with the light of in- 
spiration firing his eye, passed around the following im- 
promptu, which was sung at that table with great gusto: 

“Hippety, hippety huss, 

We’re never allowed to cuss; 
But nevertheless, you must confess, 
There’s nothing the matter with us. 
Rah, rah, No. 5.” 

General Humphrey is chief bombinero of the order, 
but he left the herd in care of Lieut. Col. R. K. Evans, 
U.S.A., who was in fine fettle and seemed to have as 
many conceits as there are hairs to his head. 

President Taft, instead of speaking first, as was to 
have been expected, asked the privilege of following 
others, and it was well that he did so, for Senator Till- 
man’s sneering speech roused the sleeping lion in him, so 
that he appeared at his very best. The Senator’s speech 
was an attack upon our policy of expansion, a condem- 
nation of our action with reference to the Philippines, of 
which the soldiers who had taken part in it were ashamed, 
as the songs they sang showed. In the course of his elo- 
quent, forcible and convincing reply the President said: 

“Then there comes what the Army did there. My 
friend, the Senator, thinks it was nothing to be proud 
of.. That is because my friend, the Senator, does not 
know what the Army did, and what the Navy did in a 
less way. It was upon the Army that there fell the 
burden of. eliminating an insurrection that extended the 
full island’s length, and they had to be divided up into 
500 different posts, and they had to put small detach- 
ments of the Army under command of lieutenants and 
second lieutenants, and even sergeants, and trust to the 
ability of the non-commissioned officer and the young 
commissioned officer to carry on independent campaigns 
in the neighborhood of the post to which they were as- 
signed in stamping out this insurrection. No army, and 
I assert it without any fear of contradiction, could have 
offered that knowledge, that independence of judgment, 
that self-reliance on the part of those young officers that 
enabled it as a whole ultimately and quietly and softly 
-——and I had almost said peaceably—to bring about a 
condition of pacification in the islands and to stamp 
out an insurrection so difficult to overcome. And in 
those campaigns there was an opportunity for individual 
bravery and courage that is not exceeded by any oppor- 
tunity in the Civil War or any other war that this coun- 
try was engaged in. 

“And this signal corps, which was referred to to-night 
in a jocular way, may point to a record of loss in death 
and wounds in those islands that, I think, has been 
equaled by no other signal corns, and perhaps by no 
other corps in any other army.” .

A NEW STORY OF PRESIDENT McKINLEY. 


Gen. Charles ¥. Manderson, ex-Senator from Nebraska 
and ex-President of the U.S. Senate, is publishing for 
the Omaha Excelsior an interesting series of remini- 
scences. In his second paper, appearing in the Excelsior 
for Jan. 8, he tells of stumping the state of Ohio in the 
interests of the Republican party with Major William 
McKinley as his side partner. General Manderson says: 

“I give him the appellation of major, knowing that 
he liked it better than any other title, except after he 
was President, when he was addressed as ‘Mr. President’ 
by his less intimate frieads. His wife always referred 
to him as the major, and nothing pleased him more than 
to have those who had served in the Army, even after 
he became President, call him major. 

“T remember one ingident that Major McKinley related 
with great glee when we used to meet at the White 
House when he was President. As my junior, he always 
spoke first at those political meetings in Ohio, and he 
had written out and committed a speech which was very 
good, but which, after I had heard it a few times, I 
became tired of, so that I frequently urged him to forget 
it and talk without so much preparation. He did not 
do it, however, and at a place in Stark county, Ohio, 
where-we ‘were to hold an evening meeting, I said to him: 

“ ‘Major, I am not feeling up to concert pitch to-night, 
and I will talk first and let you make the main speech.’ 

“This seemed to bother him a little, but I said, ‘You 
will get along all right, and I won’t talk at great length.’ 

“When the meeting was called to order, I arose and, 
as nearly as I could recall it, fired off McKinley’s own 
speech. He seemed much distressed, but got to his feet 
and made a capital speech, of course not repeating his 
own that I had just stolen. As we climbed into the buggy 
late at night to drive home he said, ‘That was a mean 
trick you played on me.’ 

“I said, ‘Major, it was just what you needed: it 
forced you to think when on your feet, and the capital 
— with which you closed the meeting justified what 

id. 

“He used to refer to it often when he had achieved his 
great position, and acknowledged that the results justified 
me in having played the prank.” 

Referring to his election to the Presidency of the U.S. 
Senate, General Manderson says: 

“I was greatly surprised, indeed overwhelmed, with 
this complimentary honor. and went to my committee 
room, to he followed in a short time by Senator Sherman, 
whe told me a very distinguished honor was to be mine. 

“I replied, ‘I appreciate that, Mr. Sherman, and am 

really surprised at what has occurred.’ 
: “He said, ‘I do not mean your selection by the Repub- 
lican caucus, but,- after the caucus adjourned I met 
Senator Gorman, of Maryland, and he wanted to know 
the result of our deliberations, and when I told him he 
said. “That is what we have been waiting to hear. 
There are a lot of old Confederate enemies, now friends, 
of Senator Manderson, and their insistence is that if he 
should be elected by the Republican caucus that we shall 
make no nomination against him and elect him by the 
unanimous vote of the Senate.’ 

“T have been told that this was tle first instance in 
the history of the Senate, at least for many years, that 
the minority party of the Senate made no nomination for 
the presidency of that body. I served as the president of 
the Senate for several vears, until there was a change 
in the political complexion and the Democrats obtained 
the majority, when Senator Harris, of Tennessee, was 
elected as my successor.” 





A DIPLOMATIC INCIDENT. 

The Baron do Rio Branco, Brazilian Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, gave a reception and dinner of inter- 
national importance at his home in Petropolis, Villa 
Westphalia, on Dec. 3. After dinner the Baron proposed 
a toast to the American Ambassador and the Chilian 
Minister, and made the following brief address: 


“The whole of Brazil views with satisfaction the 
amicable adjustment of the recent diplomatic incident 
between the United States and Chili. I am certain that 


‘this small and passing straining of relations of the two 


countries will not cause the slightest resentment between 
the parties concerned; the facility and speed with which 
the reconciliation was effected will only serve to cement 
more strongly the friendship and mutual respect of long 
standing between the two Republics. It gives me pleasure 
to declare that, for the easy solution of the question 
between the two countries, great credit is due by their 
respective governments to the intervention of the Amer- 
ican Ambassador in Brazil and the Brazilian Ambassador 
in Washington. On Nov. 23, the date on which Secretary 
of State Knox received a cablegram from Ambassador 
Dudley and a visit from Ambassador Nabuco, the incident 
was amicably adjusted.” 

The American Ambassador and the Chilian Minister, 
in replying to this speech, attributed the prompt solution 
of the incident to the intervention by the Baron do Rio 
Branco on Noy. 21. ; j 

The Baron proposed a toast to the diplomatic repre- 
sentative of King Edward VII. and to Mr. Dawson, 
ex-Minister to Chili. Those present were the Hon. Irving 
B. Dudley, American Ambassador, and Mrs. Dudley, the 
Hon. Thomas Dawson, ex-Minister to Chili, and Mrs. 
Dawson, the Hon. Sir William Haggard, British 
Minister, and Lady Haggard, the Hon. Francisco J. 
Herboso, Chilian Minister; Hon. Pierre Maximan, 
Minister from Russia. and Mme. Maximan, Lieut. Frank 
IL. Beals, U.S.A., Military Attaché, American Embassy. 
and Mrs. Beals, Mr. Balkana Schoyer, Second Secretary, 
American Embassy. and Mrs. Schoyer, Sefior de la Cruz, 
Secretary to the Chilian Legation. ’ , 

This was perhaps one of the most interesting gather- 
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ings in recent diplomatic history, as.all those directly 
concerned in the adjustment of the Alsop affair were 
present.

DENVER HORSE SHOW AWARDS. 


In reference to the horse show at Denver, Colo., in 
connection with the Western Cattlemen and Stock 
Growers’ Shew on Jan. 14, an article in the Denver Post 
of Jan. 16, under the signature of J. Edgar Clifford, 
eriticises the prize awards, saying: 

“The same bad judgment obtained in the class for the 
best amateur gentleman rider, where appearance scored 
ten per cent., horse fortv and riding fifty per cent. The 
class was essentially for park riding, yet the three 
ribbons were hung on Army officers who rode with their 
heels in their horses’ bellies, their toes out, with straight 
stirrups and the Army seat, and who did not know what 
to do with their hands nor how to handle a double bridle 
rein” 

Of this, a correspondent who was present at the show 
writes : 

“By a strange coincidence, Mr. Clifford, in afternoon 
tea dress, was also a contestant for the honors of this 
event. His finish, not referred to in his press report, 
was fourth. It may be pertinent to here remark that the 
objectionable riding of the officers as noted by Mr. 
Clifford wholly escaped the notice of the judges of this 
event. Prominent among others who failed to descry the 
defective horsemanship mentioned were the people present 
comprising the audience, since the decision was received 
with marked enthusiasm.” 


ILLEGIBLE SIGNATURES. 


To THE Eprror OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

In the system of education for the Army, upon which 
so much thought has been expended and advancement 
made, one point, from its very elementary nature, has 
apparently been overlooked. This point could not be 
better stated than in the editorial in the Saturday Evening 
Post of Jan. 22, entitled “Your Signature.” It says, in 
part, that an enormous amount of money changes hands 
every year on the strength of a signature at the bottom 
of a bank check or draft, in the United States something 
like two hundred billion dollars. To forge a signature 
looks rather easy; some of the reasons why, in fact, it 
is not are set forth in a book by J. B. Lavay, a hand- 
writing expert. Handwriting, he says, is a “gesture of 
the mind.” Your signature is a little picture of yourself. 
But a good many totally misguided people, with a notion 
of preventing forgery, carefully construct an elaborately 
artificial signature—with meaningless scrolls and flour- 
ishes, or ridiculously exaggerated capitals and shadings, 
the result being a series of illegible pen scratches. Ex- 
perience shows that these are exactly the signatures that 
are most easily forged. In fact, the astute forger hunts 
for that kind—the more illegible the signature is the 
better he likes it. To prevent forgery, says Mr. Lavay, 
write your signature in a natural way. Above all, be 
legible. 

After reading this article, one cannot help recalling 
the many times he has to go to his Army List for help 
in deciphering the signature to his official communication. 
Where the sergeant major has written or stamped with 
a rubber stamp “Adjutant—Infantry” under the signa- 
ture the Army List is a great help. In considerable 
more chan half the cases where ex-soldiers present them- 
selves with their discharge certificates for re-enlistment 
the recruiting officer has to ask the man who signed his 
discharge, if he wants to know. It would seem as essen- 
tial that the signature on a discharge certificate should 
be legible as that the character be given. To consider 
the character as valuable one should know who certifies 
to it. Officers are taught at school how to give commands 
properly; why not be taught to make their signatures 
conform near enough to accepted standards, to be legible 
to people who have not had the benefit of a formal intro- 
duction to them? Anyway, it would do no harm if every 
officer of the Army pasted a copy of the editorial men- 
tioned in his hat and amused himself noticing how 
illegible others’ signatures are until constrained to pluck 
the beam from his own eye in that regard. 

LEGIBILITY. 
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THE COMPANY FUND. 

To THE Eprror OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Existing regulations constitute all the company officers 
the auditors and the company commander the custodian 
of the company fund. In view, however, of the fact that 
the company fund accrues solely from savings of the 
rations of the enlisted men and profits on their post ex- 
change purchases, does it not seem just and equitable 
that a method should be officially prescribed whereby the 
men of an organization may properly make known to 
their commander the wishes of the majority concerning 
expenditures from this fund? At present no such method 
is prescribed or officially recognized, and an enlisted man 
making any unfavorable comment on the mess or expen- 
ditures from the fund is promptly branded as a “kicker” 
or “‘guardhouse lawyer,” reputations which every soldier 
endeavors to avoid. It is true that the first sergeant and 
mess sergeant, who come most in contact with the com- 
pany commander, can suggest or request expenditures, 
ete., and thus do, to a certain extent, represent the men. 
But the views of company commanders on this subject 
are as various as their personal equations. Some imagine 
that none of the men should have anything whatever to 
say concerning the fund; that an inflated fund (and its 
usual accompaniment, a poor mess) is an index of effi- 
ciency for which the captain is to be complimented. 
Others, athletically inclined, disburse a large proportion 
of their expenditures from the fund for athletic appliances, 
which-——athletics now being a military duty—I believe 
the Government should furnish, just as it provides targets 
and ammunition for rifle practice. The company. com- 
mander should remain the custodian of its fund, but I 
submit, even though in danger of the charge of radicalism, 
that the men of the company should have some voice in 
the expenditure of a fund derived from savings on part 
of their legal allowances and expenditures from their. pay. 

The Post Exchange Regulations (G.O. No. 176,.1909, 
W.D.) provide for a sub-committee of non-commissioned 
officers, who are officially authorized to submit to. the 
Exchange Council requests, etc., desired by the enlisted 
men, but not to criticize the management of the exchange. 
Why should not similar provision be made for a sub- 
committee to the company council? The Government has 
no more vested interest in the company fund than it has 
in the funds of an officers’ mess, as Congress has never, 
within my recollection, appropriated one cent toward 
sustaining either. Nevertheless, the War Department has 


placed the control and disbursement of the company 
fund exclusively in the hands of the company commander 
and his subalterns. .The company funds are not “public 
funds,” in the legal meaning of that term, and, save to 
prohibit expenditures which might be subversive of 
discipline and to prevent defalcations, the War Depart- 
ment should exercise no control, directly or indirectly, 
over this fund, which is a trust held by the company 
commander for the benefit of his men. 

Some company funds are so large and built up by such 
parsimony that there is too great a difference in the 
quality of messes run by organizations serving in the 
same post. Some company commanders are “good 
feeders”; others decidedly the reverse, the latter losing 
sight of the axiom that the basis of contentment in a 
company is a good mess. The War Department should 
place a limit on the amount of all company funds, which 
could be determined by consideration of the relative fre- 
auency of change of station in different branches of the 
Service. Thus. the Coast Artillery, which moves in- 
freauently, might have a limit of say $3 per capita of 
authorized maximrm strength; troops of the mobile Army 
a limit of $4 or $5 per capita. 

It should he officially required of the company com- 
mander that he post on the company bulletin board for 
the information of the men a certified copy of the 
cuarterly or monthly statement of the company fund. 
Such a course would prevent a great deal of often un- 
founded complaint and dissatisfaction among the men. 
The writer served for three years in one organization in 
which not an enlisted nian, even the first sergeant, knew 
the amornt of the company funds. As the mess was very 
poor and the exchange dividends large, this gave rise to 
much complaint, which was not conducive to efficiency 
and contentment. All of this might have been obviated 
had the men been provided with an officially recognized 
manner of resnectfully presenting the subject to their 
commander without incurring the charge of being 
“kickers.”

CRAMMING FOR EXAMINATIONS. 
To THE Eptror or TIE ARMY AND NAvY JOURNAL: 

Cramming for examinations, as we.all know, is not 
the best way to fill one’s mind with information that 
he can retain and which will be of any subsequent value 
to him. 

Cramming is the process of applying oneself assidu- 
ously just before a mental test, so as to obtain a certain 
required mark or grade. It seems to me that the reason 
the yearly physical test for field officers has not secured 
the desired result is hecause of this very idea of cram- 
ming, i.e., a sudden change in diet and habits immedi- 
ately prior to the test and a let up and slump afterward. 

As opposed to cramming‘in mental training we have 
persistent daily apnlication resulting in sure and bene- 
ficial mental growth and upkeep: so we would have a 
constant good physical condition in all the officers of our 
Army if they were required to undergo a walking test 
of, say, ten, fifteen or more miles a week. This test to 
be for all officers in the Service without exception and 
to be under the supervision of designated officers on each 
post, a part or all of the officers taking the test at one 
time and certifying to that effect. With a test of this 
kind in view each week there would eventually be no 
further talk about our officers not being in fit condition 
for ficld service at all times. This plan, I believe, is the 
only one that will secure the desired end, and while a 
trial of it would. no doubt, cause many and sundry 
knockings, it would also show beneficial results imme- 
diately in the physical condition of all our officers. 

AN OFFICER. 
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FOREIGN NAVAL NOTES. 


The plans of the Canadian government for establishing 
a navy, which have taken shape in the form of a bill 
now hefore the Dominion Parliament, contemplate four 
cruisers of the Bristol type of from 3,500 to 4,000 tons 
displacement, with a speed of twenty-five knots and two 
6-inch and ten 4.7-inch guns; one of the Boadicea type, 
of about the same displacement and speed, carrying six 
4-inch guns and torpedo tubes—such modern handy 
cruisers as England is now building—and six destroyers ; 
in addition, a naval college, at Halifax or Esquimault, 
Wwe suppnse. 

One of the most remarkahle incidents on record of the 
erratic action of a projectile has just taken place in 
connection with the battle practice of the Oceanic on the 
Mediterranean station. As told by the London Globe. 
firing had taken place with a 6-inch shell at a range. of 
8.000 yards, and when the umpires made an examination 
of the target they were surprised to find a shell resting 
en the wooden base. It is no uncommon occurrence for 
a shell to become embedded in the structure which car- 
ries the target, but in this instance the missile was quite 
free. 'The only plausible theory. of this is that the shell 
on being fired fell short, then ricochetted, and finally 
managed to reach the target before its energy was com- 
pletely exhausted. Naturally, the shell is looked upon 
as a curiosity. and as such it is proposed to send it to 
one of the gunnery schools. 

For the vear 1910-11 the Italian naval estimates are 
put down for ordinary expenditures at $30,500,000, in 
addition to which $78,000,000 extraordinary credits are 
asked for. The latter item is to be spread over a period of 
six years, and will be expended. on the enlargement, to 
a displacement of 21,500 tons: of the battleships A and 
B now building, the construction of four other ships of 
similar dimensions, and the provision of three fast 
cruisers of 3,500 tons, twelve destroyers of 600 tons, fifty 
torpedoboats, twelve submarines and four submarine dock- 
ing ships. 

The recent Kiel naval scandals cavse the Marine 
Rundschau to ruefully deplore that “All sorts of in- 
finences toward the end of the year caused the regrettable 
Kiel navy yard trial to be used as means to the end of 
spoiling the joy of the German people in its navy and of 
giving a general anplicatidn so as to discredit the navy 
itself and those who helong to it. to charges which can 
properly be made only against the defects of a small 
department in the great undertaking. In the coming 





“-vears the navy will take care to prove by deeds that 


injustice has been done to it in the charges which have 


cbeen made.” 


The. Hampshire Telegraph savs that Admiral Sir Fa- 
ward Seymour, who, as special representative of King 
Fdward was sent to New York in command of the 
British squadron invited to take part in the Hudson- 
Fulton centenary celebrations. comes of a family whose 
motto might he “Admirals All.” He is first cousin of 


Admiral Sir Michael Culme-Seymour, the head of the 
house. 


Their uncle, Sir Michael, G.C.B., was another 


‘naval base against England. 


admiral, and son of yet a third Sir Michael, the first 
baronet—and an admiral, too—who won fame by his 
capture, in 1808, of the French frigate Thetis, after a 
terrific -fight. : 

A British West Indian governor’s rebuff to the well 
meaning, though unsolicited, efforts of American ‘sailors 
to relieve distress in a time of great disaster by earth- 
quake and flood, and the governor’s subsequent recall to 
England, are brought to mind by the recent. “undue 
interference,” as the Greek papers put it, of British 
bluejackets, who saved a burning palace at Athens from 
destruction. The Greek Premier promptly acknowledged 
the sailors’ services by a letter of thanks. 

Consul Albert W. Pontius, of Swatow, furnishes the 
following local newspaper summary of funds now 
acknowledged by the sixteen provinces in China for the 
organization and maintenance of the pro d navy (tael 
now worth $0.567): For organization, 11,420,000 taels; 
annual expenses, 1,690, taels. 

The British Admiralty, it is understood, are to with- 
draw all the battleships now with the Mediterranean flect 
and replace them with vessels of the Majestic class, 
larger boats of 14,900 tons. 

The German naval program is briefed in the Army and 
Navy Gazette thus: “The law of 1900 provided that the 
German fieet should consist in the year 1920 of 38 battle- 
ships, 14 large cruisers, 38 small cruisers and a certain 
number of destroyers. A compromise had been made, and 
the Reichstag by consent had struck: out of the scheme 
six large and six small cruisers. The Novelle, or Supple- 
mentary Law of 1906. replaced in the program the six 
large cruisers, without making an addition to the number 
of small cruisers. It had always been known that it 
was the intention of the German government to add to 
the accepted program when the moment became propi- 
tious, and the intended cruisers were nominally for the 
foreign squadrons. By reducing the Lebensdauer, or 
‘life,’ of battleships from twenty-five to twenty years, 
which latter was, and remains, the period for cruisers, 
it became necessary to lay down additional battleships, 
in order that the establishment of 38 battleships and 20 
large and 38 small cruisers, as well as 144 destroyers, 
might be completed by the appointed, time. ‘This is the 
reason for three battleships having been laid down in 
recent years. According to the terms of the present law, 
only one battleship will be laid down from 1912 onward 
to 1917, but most people will be surprised if another 
Novelle is not introduced before the former year.” 

The speaking of foreign tongues is an accomplishment 
now being earnestly striven for in. the British navy, 
where, according to the United Service Gazette, it is 
no uncommon thing to find several warrant officers 
studying different languages in their messes, and under 
private tutors, during the silent hours, or while they are 
on leave. Many chief and other petty officers also pass 
their spare time in seagoing ships in acquiring a collo- 
quial, and even a correct grammatical, knowledge of alien 
tongues. ‘The officers who are appointed as interpreters, 
and who have already qualified, act. as instructors as far 
as possible, and are generally very keen to help their 
subordinates along. But what is needed, suggests the 
same paper, is a better arrangement for more systematic 
teaching, at fixed times, as part of the routine of the ship 
or establishment. Already, at the home ports, the re- 
spective commanders-in-chief keep a list of the petty 
officers and men in ships under their command who have 
a colloquial. or closer, knowledge of any foreign 
language. Naval schoolmasters are being asked for by 
men on the lower deck, and if they are provided it should 
be a part of the schoolmaster’s qualifications that he 
should be able to teach at least one foreign language. 
The German and Japanese sailors are much ahead of the 
British in this matter. 

A South American opossum is the mascot of the British 
battleship Superb. The animal runs. up the: halyards 
with extraordinary dexterity, and if hung on to a hori- 
zontal wire by the tip of its tail it will draw itself up on 
to the wire with the utmost ease. 


FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 

The strength of the German army during 1898-1909 is 
shown by the London Times to have increased by 35 
squadrons, 89 field batteries, 16 fortress batteries, 9 
engineer companies, 9 battalions, 5 transport companies, 
17 companies of communication troops and 396 machine 
guns. The increase in officers (military officials excluded ) 
was 4,657; in men (gendarmerie and one-year’s volun- 
teers excluded), 31,749; in horses (about. 26,000 officers 
and one-year’s volunteers’ horses excluded), 13,782. Ten 
additional squadrons are.to be formed this year. The 
German active army at the beginning of 1910 thus com- 
prises 500 squadrons, 583 field batteries, 165 fortress 
batteries, 106 engineer companies, 633 battalions, 68 
train companies and 47 communication companies, with 
an effective combatant strength of 27,833 officers, 589,185 
men and 111,820 horses. 

Objection is being made to the proposed badge. for 
Britisk Territorial troops, to be worn in plain clothes, 
the men looking upon the scheme as an effort to use them 
as walking “ads” for recruiting purposes. 

The British army maneuvers for 1910 will take place 
in the counties of Dorset, Hants and Wilts. the main 
operations being round Shaftesbury. This is the district 
which was selected in 1898, when the Duke of Connaught 
and the late Sir Redvers Buller commanded. It is ex- 
pected that four divisions of Regulars will be engaged, 
in addition to brigades of Yeomanry and Territorials. 





There is also a talk of the Special Reserve battalions of 


the Irish command being trained in the maneuver area, 
the first time for several years. The coast defense work 
of the Territorial force will be merely local operations, 
and independent of the army maneuvers proper. 

A writer in the France Militaire suggests that the 
Germans are making subtle démarches with the object of 
embodying Holland in the German confederation. Hol- 
land is neighbor to Westphalia and Hanover; ethno- 


graphically she is related to Germany: she holds the, 


countries and islands between the multiple arms and 
branches of the Maas.and the Rhine, and the estuary of 
the German river is in her territory. Still. more. she 
has valuable possessions in two hemispheres—Java, 
Sumatra, Curacao and others. German influence is 
strong in Holland. and not less strong is German interest. 
Moreover, says this writer, the Low Countries, including 
Antwerp, would make an excellent place. d’armes and 
Publie opinion in Holland 
apnears to he tronhled on this score,. and the strong 
natriotism of the Netherlariders is being raised by the 
iden of measures which might ultimately destroy or 
enfceble national independence. ‘The schemes of the pan- 
Germans are well-known, but there is considerable doubt 
as to the precise direction of the changes which the 
French writer thinks he can discern on the international] 
horizon.

ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL. 

















Brig. Gen. J. Allen, Chief Signal Officer, U.S.A., in 
a recent circular, describes the organization of the Signal 
Corps for service in war, and, for the information of 
the National Guard, the suitable equipment and cost of 
same is also given. General Allen also says: “In time 
of war it will be possible to secure telegraph operators 
and linemen and telephone experts for performing the 
duties of telegraph and base line companies with very 
little military instruction and drill. Experience has 
shown, however, that at least six months are required 
for the training of men and horses to produce an efficient 
field company, therefore it is of the utmost importance 
that field companies be equipped and thoroughly drilled 
in time of peace. ‘The few field companies in the Regu- 
iar Service are entirely inadequate for serving even the 
present strength of the Regular Army, and every en- 
couragement will be given to Signal Corps companies of 
the Orgafiized Militia along these lines. In the Regular 
Service in time of war a field company will have an 
enlisted strength of 100, but at present, due to the in- 
adequate number authorized by law, provisional com- 
panies are organized having seventy-five enlisted men. 
The Signal Corps is still experimenting with various 
patterns of wire wagons and developing the mechanical 
features to-secure increased efficiency. During this ex- 
perimental period it is not considered advisable to issue 
io the Organized Militia any experimental pintle types 
(four horse), therefore issue will be made only of the 
model 1909 wire carts (two wheel, double reel, drawn 
by two horses). ‘These carts are not carried in stock; 
orders are placed with manufacturers when requisitions 
from state organizations are received approved. Approxi- 
mately five months are required to manufacture and 
deliver new wire carts. The Signal Corps issues only 
new articles to the Organized Militia, and when not in 
stock this often involves considerable delay to have 
special instruments manufactured. It is therefore very 
important that requisitions should be submitted in 
January for any equipment needed during the next 
summer encampment or maneuvers. A vehicle of special 
constraction is now being designed for carrying field 
wireless equipment, which has to undergo trial before 
adoption, and it will be at least one year before these 
will be available for Militia organizations. It is urged 
that signal troops of the latter secure carts and equip- 
nent for field lines before applying for wireless sets.” 
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Secretarv Knox’s recent proposal that China, through 
an international syndicate, purchase the Manchurian 
railroads and neutralize them was discussed by Toyokichi 
Ivenage, Ph.D.. of the University of Chicago, a Japanese 
who has given much study to the international relations 
of his native country, in a recent address before the 
Brooklyn (N.Y.) Institute. “According to the plan of 
Mr. Knox,” he said, “the neutrality of Manchuria is 
guaranteed, so that on the face of it no hostile army 
can be massed at the doors of disputed territory. You 
will thus see that the Manchurian railway has connected 
with it many grave questions of political, economic and 
strategic nature. The road cannot be disposed of in such 
a summary way as a Harriman would buy up the Union 
Pacific stocks. Unless, therefore, Japan can have the 
absolute guarantee that her paramount political, 
economie and strategic interests in South Manchuria 
will be safeguarded she will not accept the American 
proposal. There is, further, the question of maintaining 
the safety of the roads after their purchase by China. 
Suppose the Chinese goverment cannot safeguard the 
roads, as during the Boxer outbreak. Then the inter- 
national syndicate would surely appeal to the interested 
Powers to send their troops to protect the roads. We 
should then see the soldiers of six Powers camping in 
Manchuria, instead of only two, as at present.” The 
lecturer said that the Knox proposal suggested too much 
the desire of the United States to extend the Monroe 
Doctrine over Asia. Beginning with South America, it 
had extended the doctrine over Hawaii, then the Philip- 
pines, and now it wants to take a hand in the adminis- 
tration of the Asian railways. He wondered where the 
limits of the doctrine would finally be placed. 





Col. James Parker, 11th U.S..Cav., wants to know 
why every scldier of a Cavalry regiment cannot be 
equipped with an automatic rifle firing sixty shots a min- 
ute. In the Cavalry the problem of supplying ammuni- 
tion (which for the Infantry would be almost insurmount- 
able) can be largely solved by filling the saddle-bags and 
nose-bags with cartridges when going into action. He 
gives as one of the reasons for the greater effectiveness 
of the Federal cavalry in the Civil War, after 1862, was 
the fact that a large part of them were armed with 
“repeating rifles,” which enabled the Cavalry to fire much 
more rapidly than Infantry. Colonel Parker suggests 
in the Cavalry Journal that our Cavalrymen be armed 
with automatic rifles or carbines. The present machine 
gun has but one barrel, and he says its capacity for 
fire is little more than one automatic rifle. In our ma- 
chine-gun platoons twenty-two men serve two machine 
guns. How much greater volume of fire could be thrown, 
Colonel Parker exclaims, by twenty-two “men serving 
seventeen automatic rifles, and how much better ad- 
vantage of cover they could take. Taking a leaf out of 
a famous comparison by a Volunteer officer in the Span- 
ish War in Cuba, he says that by making a machine-gun 
platoon a whole regiment, each man armed with an auto- 
matic rifle, and with all the ammunition he can carry, 
a regiment of Cavalry men, as at present constituted 
(three-battalion formation), would for certain purposes 
he worth a division of foot troops, “for fire is everything, 
mobility is everything, and opportunity is everything.” 
It is not likely that this sweeping claim for a Cavalry 
regiment will meet the approval of all Infantry experts. 
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Surgeons general for the Army and Navy and Public 
Health and Marine Hospital Service impress the New 
York Medical Journal as the best arrangement for doing 
the work of those departments, and therefore it is opposed 
to the proposal to place a Cabinet officer at the head of 
the public health department. It believes that Cabinet 
Officers that are wise do not attempt to force their in- 
dividual opinions on bureau officers. Civilian secretaries 
are charged with responsibilities so grave as to preclude 
their giving to the affairs that fall to a bureau that 
intimate study necessary to the arrangement of a multi- 
tude of details. Although under the authority of the 
Secretary of War ‘and the Secretary of the Navy, the 
surgeons general of the Services practically initiate and 
provide for carrying on the work of their several bureaus, 
as the Medical Journal views the field of Service medical 





work. The contention made by those who argue for a 
Cabinet officer as head of a national health department, 
that “a good doctor is a poor business man,” the Medical 
Journal flatly challenges, and points to the fact that 
over and over in the Civil War in the manegement of 
great military hospitals Army surgeons displayed excel- 
lent administrative ability. Much longer ago than that 
Baron Larrey created the modern ambulance system, but 
it has never been intimated that his labors in that direc- 
tion interfered with his distinguished surgical work. 





The devastating floods in Paris and the surrounding 
country, due to the rise of the river Seine, have brought 
into strong relief the valuable work of the military. On 
Jan. 25 fifty thousand soldiers, comprising the garrison 
of Paris, were placed at the disposition of the municipal 
authorities to fight the flood. These men, trained to act 
in emergencies, were of incalculable assistance in con- 
trolling the vicious element and calming the fears of the 
people, as they watched the river sweep over old land- 
marks and spread destruction far and wide. Never before 
has Paris seen such distress by water. Heavy rains and 
snow for days swelled the tributaries of the Seine, which 
has passed all previous high water marks. Water mains 
and sewers burst in many parts of the city and thousands 
of cellars were flooded. Much of the industrial life of 
the city was paralyzed. The telephone, telegraph and 
railroad service was demoralized. Much of the damage 
is caused by the honeycombing of the city with 
labyrinths and huge sewers, which have been the admira- 
tion of sanitary engineers for years, and of which Victor 
Hugo wrote so vividly in “Les Miserables.” Through 
this network of underground tubes the water has rushed 
at will, undermining great buildings and the foundations 
of some of the most famous bridges.

The decision of the committee of the Society of Medi- 
eal Jurisprudence of New York that John Early, the 
discharged soldier, was a victim of leprosy follows the 
line of a demonstration made by the discoverer of the 
lepra bacillus, Dr. Armauer Hansen, of Bergen, Nor- 
way. At one of the sessions of the International Scien- 
tific Congress on Leprosy in Bergen in August last, Dr. 
Hansen demonstrated leprosy baeilli in a section of tis- 
sue removed from the skin of John Early, which had 
been sent to him by Early’s wife. The question of diag- 
nosis in this somewhat famous case is thus definitely 
settled, so far as it can be, by high authority. Noting 
this demonstration of Dr. Hansen, a correspondent of 
the New York Medical Journal, writing from Bergen, 
says that Early is certainly a leper of the macu- 
loanesthetic tvpe. In spite of the decisions of the 
committee of the New York society, Dr. Bulkley, Early’s 
champion, continues unconvinced and has asked for a 
reopening of the inquiry. Norway is particularly noted 
for its studies in leprosy, and it was there that Daniels- 
sen and Boeck’s clasical observations were made. 
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The Royal Geographic Society of London, at a meet- 
ing on Jan. 24, decided to award a special gold medal 
to Robert E. Peary for discovering the North Pole, and 
to give a replica of the medal in silver to Captain 
Bartlett, commanding the steamship Roosevelt, in recog- 


nition of his accompanying Peary to within two degrees 
of the pole. Cn Jan. 26 the Helen Culver medal was 
presented to the explorer by the Chicago Geographical 
Society, the inscription reading, “Awarded Jan. 26, 
1910, to Comdr. Robert E. Peary, U.S.N., for distin- 
guished service in Arctic exploration and the first 
achievement of the North Pole, April 6, 1909.” Prof. L. 
C. Chamberlain, of the University of Chicago, who was 
among the first American scientists to express doubt 
openly of Dr. Cook’s fraudulent story, received a medal 
for geographical discoveries. In an interview in Chicago, 
Peary is quoted as saving: “I don’t mean to say I am 
contemplating a trip there, but I hope to live to see an 
American discover the southern end of the earth. I am 
in favor of the United States equipping an expedition 
for that purpose.”

Rear Admiral Uriel Sebree, commander of the Pacific 
Fleet, in a report to the Navy Department on the dock- 
ing of the fleet preparatory to departure for the United 
States, shows how valuable the floating deck Dewey is 
to our Navy in the Orient. He states that the eight 
armored cruisers of his fleet were docked in less than 
six working days, and that by working overtime he could 
have docked them all within three days. The first ship 
went in at 6:20 a.m. Nov. 28, and the last one came 
out at noon Dec. 3. Each ship was painted three coats 
while in ‘he dock. Some idea of the rapidity with which 
this work may be done is to be had from this report. 
There is on the average ship of the fleet about one square 
acre of superficial area. 'To paint this over three times 
in less than eight hours may, in the language of the 
road, be said to be “going some.” Admiral Sebree sneaks 
in the highest terms of the zeal and efficiency of Naval 
Constr Lawrence S. Adams, who is in charge of the 
dock Dewey.

A rupture that has been impending for a considerable 
time has split the Medal of Honor Legion, and a new 
order of Medal of Honor men has been established. Gen. 
Horatio C. King, of Brooklyn; Gen. Daniel B. Sickles, 
U.S.A. and Gen. James M. Schoonmaker, of Phila- 
delphia, among others, have withdrawn from the Medal 
of Honor Legion, and, with the co-operation of other 
veterans, have formed the Military Order of the. Medal 
of Honor, with General Sickles president, General 
Schoonmaker vice president and General King secretary. 
The division is due to a difference of opinion as to who 
should be eligible to membership in the Medal of Honor 
Legion General King and his friends hold that those 
only should be members who received the medal of honor 
voted by Congress for distinguished service in action, 
whereas the other faction wishes the inclusion of men 
who have received the Congressional medal of honor for 
other reasons—for example, saving a person from drown- 
ing. 
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The decision of the President as to the selection of a 
Surgeon General of the Navy has been made and will 
he announced Jan. 31. The four years’ detail of Surgeon 
General Rixey expires Feb. 5, and there has been much 
speculation in regard to his successor. In common with 
other chiefs of Navy bureaus that might be named, the 
present Surgeon General has within the past two or three 
strennoug years been placed by the fortuitous force of 
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events in opposition to line officers in the Navy, notably 
in the controversy over the command of hospital ships, 
and this has made many believe that he would not be 
continued as Surgéon General. Several other candidates 
have been named, all of whom are eminently qualified 
by their ability and their long service to have the honor 
conferred on them. One officers who is mentioned as a 
probable appointee as Surgeon General is Med. Inspr. 
Phillips A. Lovering, U.S.N., now in command of the 
Medical Supply Depot in New York city.

Clem, now stationed at San Antonio, Tex., to the rank 
of brigadier general, wili shortly be placed before Presi- 
dent ‘Taft. Senators Burton and Dick, of Ohio, head 
the list of signers, and the petition is being circulat 
Representative Ashbrook, a Democrat, of Ohio. ted 
only every member of the Ohid delegation, but, it is 
stated, also the entire Texas delegation, are taking an 
interest in the effort to secure a promotion for Colonel 
Clem, known as the “drummer boy of Chickamauga,” and 
was the youngest enlisted man in the Civil War. He was 
eleven years of age on the day of the battle of Chicka- 
mauga, yet he served throughout the war. If Colonel 
Clem stays in the Service until 1912 he will be the only 
veteran of the Civil War on the active list. 





The U.S. Civil Service Commission announces an ex- 
amination March 8 to fill a vacancy in the position of 
assistant clothing examiner, $3.07 per diem, Quarter- 
master’s Department at Large, New York city, and 
vacancies requiring similar qualifications as they occur. 
Also an examination March 3 for the position of technical 
assistant in pharmacology (male), Division of Phar- 
macology, Hygienic Laboratory, Public Health and 
Marine Hospital Service, at $1,800 per annum, and 
vacancies requiring similar qualifications as they occur.

officers. ‘The average rate of these bonding companies is 
fixed in pursuance of legislation last session by Congress 
at $1.50 per $1,000. 





The deplorable state of the American merchant marine 
was shown in a Jetter from Rear Admiral Charles S. 
Sperry, U.S.N., commander-in-chief of the American 
Battleship Fleet on its cruise around the world, read on 
Jan. 26, 1910, at the session of the National Board of 
Trade, in Washington, D.C. The Admiral said that on 
the entire cruise, extending over a year and covering 
practically all the important ports outside of northern 
Europe, he did not remember once having seen the Amer- 
ican flag at sea. 





The new regulation in regard to paying the discharged 
convict when he leaves a*naval prison a gratuity and 
giving him a suit of clothes has been put in effect. The 
transportation of the man to his home will be paid out 
of any moneys to his credit and he will be given $10 in 
cash. This sum will be sent to his address at his home 
town in the registered mail, and the money will be in the 
form of a check. The suit of clothes to be given him 
will be a plain civilian suit.

By the retirement, Jan. 28, of Col. Charles B. Byrne, 
Med. Corps, Lieut. Col. Aaron H. Appell is promoted to 
colonel, Major Alfred E. Bradley to lieutenant colonel, 
and Capt. Koger Brook to major. By the confirmation 
of pending nominations in the grades of first and second 
lieutenants of Infantry. 1st Lieut. J. M. Kimbrough, 27th 
Inf., who is No. 8 on the January monthly register, be- 
comes the ranking officer of his grade, and 2d Lieut. W. 
Cc. Russell, 8th Inf., who is No. 11 this month, becomes 
the ranking officer in his grade. 

Brig. Gen. John G. D. Knight, U.S.A., was retired 
for age on Jan. 24, 1910, and an account of his services 
appeared in our issue of Dec. 11 last, page 410. He was 
succeeded by Lieut. Col. Hiram M. Chittenden, Corps of 
Fners., U.8.A., on Jan. 24, who, as we announced last 
week, immediately retires for disability incident to the 
Service. Col. Frederick K. Ward, 7th Cav., No. 5 on the 
list of Cavalry colonels, succeeds Chittenden as brigadier 
general. When Brig. Gen. Charles Morton retires for 
age, on March 18. 1910, he will be succeeded by Ool. 
Ralph W. Hoyt, 25th U.S. Inf., who is No. 6 on the list 
of Infantry colonels. Col. Montgomery M. Macomb, 
Corps of Engrs., who is No. 4 on the list of colonels in 
his arm of the Service, will be appointed brigadier gen- 
era) on Noy. 14 next, to succeed Gen. Albert L. Myer, 
who retires for age’ on that date. 

Brig. Gen. Hiram M. Chittenden, C.E., appointed 
from lieutenant colonel Jan. 24, 1910, and to retire Feb. 
1, 1910, for disability incident to the Service, is a graduate 
from the U.S.M.A., class of 1884. It was largely the 
excessive work of the years 1896 to 1905, during which 
his district and duties extended from St. Louis to the 
Pacific Ocean, and during which he produced his his- 
torical works, that led to his nervous breakdown. Gen- 
eral Chittenden’s military record in brief is as follows: 
1884-7, at Engineer School of Application, Willets Point; 
admitted to New York State Bar. 1888-90, as Engineer 
Officer, Department of the Platte, prepared a complete 
topographical map, so far as existing data permitted, of 
the states of Colorado, Wyoming, Utah and portions of 
Nebraska, Kansas. Montana and Idaho; the map was 
published by the War Department. 1891-2, assistant in 
charge of work in Yellowstone Park. 1893-4, assistant in 
charge of Louisville and Portland Canal. 1895-6, ex- 
ecutive officer of Board of Engineers to investigate canal 
routes between Lake Erie and Ohio River; report dis- 
cussed exhaustively question of water supply for canals. 
1896-8, secretary of Missouri River Commission. During 
this period he conducted extensive investigations in arid 
regions to determine advisability of Government taking 
up reservoir construction and other work of similar char- 
acter in that section. The report was published in the 
fall of 1897, and had a large influence in directing pub- 
lic sentiment to that subject. It was one of the first 
American publications to discuss critically the advantages 
and disadvantages of reservoirs in controlling floods. 
1898-9, Chief Engineer, 4th Army Corps. In connection 
with this work General Chittenden had charge of pro- 
viding the water supply for about 18,000 men from city 
water system at Huntsville, Ala. He prepared plans by 
which the water system of the city and park around the 
great spring which furnished the supply was enlarged 
and developed, and these improvements are now a perma- 
nent part of the park and water supply system of Hunts- 
ville. 1899 to 1906 he was in charge of the improvement 
of Missouri River and tributaries, and of work in Yel- 
lowstone Park. He was mainly instrumental in securing 
large appropriations by which the latter work was carried 
to completion, and built or rebuilt the greater portion 
of road system of about 350 miles. 1903, member of 
Board of Engineers to report on floods of the Kansas 
River at Kansas City and measures for their controi. 
1905, member of Board of Engineers to investigate gov- 
ernment reservoir system at headwaters of the Missis- 
sippi. 1906-8, in charge of Engineer district of state 
of Washington, including fortifications of Puget Sound. 
He is the inventor of the type of movable dam known as 
the “Chittenden Drum Weir.” His professional work 
not under Secretary of War was: 1904, chairman of a 
commission appointed by Secretary of the Interior to 
investigate and report on the Yosemite National Park. 
In the same year he was a member of a commission ap- 
pointed by the Governor of California to devise a system 
for control of the floods of the Sacramento River. 1906, 
laid ovt road (since built), four miles long, to summit 
of Rubidoux Mountain and near Riverside, Cal., over- 
looking orange belt of that section; extensively utilized 
by tourist travel. 1907, chairman of Board of Engi- 
neers to devise plans for controlling the floods of rivers 
emptying into Puget Sound, between the cities of Seattle 
and Tacoma, Wash. His professional papers outside of 
official work were: 1898, paper on “Reservoir System of 
Great Lakes,” analyzing conditions governing fluctua- 
tions of levels in the lakes and suggesting measures for 
their more effectual control. 1908, “Forests and Reser- 
voirs in Their Relation to Stream-flow,” a critical exami 
nation of popular theories upon this subject. This and 
the preceding paper were published in the “Transactions” 
of the American Society of Civil Engineers. Publica- 
tions on Northwest history, non-official work: 1895, “The 
Yellowstone Nationa] Park, 1 vol., revised 1903; 1902, 
“The American Fur Trade of the Far West,” 3 vols.: 
1903, “History of Navigation on the Missouri River,” 
2 vols.; 1905, “Life and Letters of Father De Smet,” 
4 vols., edited jointly with A. T. Richardson. 

Col. Frederick K. Ward, 7th U.S. Cav., to be 
brigadier general Feb. 1, 1910, vice Chittenden, re- 
tired for disability, was born in Ohio, March 19, 1847, 
and was graduated from the U.S. Military Academy in 
1870 and promoted to the Army a second lieutenant, 1st 
Cav. He saw considerable experience on the frontier 
against the Indians, and commanded a detachment operat- 
ing against the Modocs from December, 1872, to January, 
1873. Among other services he was also aide-de-camp to 
Major Genera] Davis, commanding the Department of 
the Columbia, from Jan. 26 to 1, 1874. He took 





part in the Nez Percés expedition in 1877, and was sub- 
sequently on other frontier duty. He was promoted 


major of the 10th Cavalry, July 11, 1899, and was trans- 
ferred to the 1st Cavalry on Aug. 2, 1899. He was made 
lieutenant colonel, 14th Cav., Jan. 24, 1903; transferred 
to the Ist Cavalry in April, 1903; detailed inspector gen- 
eral Nov. 30, 1904, and was promoted colonel, 2d Cav., 
June 23, 1905. He was detailed as an inspector general 
ai 1906, and was assigned to the 7th Cavalry May 

Col. Charles B. Byrne, M.C., who was retired for age 
Jan. 28, 1910, was born in Maryland Jan. 28, 1846. He 
is the third senior colonel, and was appointed an as- 
sistant surgeon in 1868. His first assignment was to 
the Department of the Columbia, and he became post 
surgeon at Camp Lyon, Idaho, in 1869. He served in 
the West until the fall of 1873, when he was assigned 
to Willet’s Point, N.Y. From that place he went to 
Texas, and he has served at all the principal posts in the 
United States. His last assignment was as chief surgeon 
of the Department of the East. 

Mach. August Anscheutz, U.S.N., who was placed on 
the retired list on Jan. 10, 1910, had a service of five 
years in the Army and had served for over eight years 
as an enlisted man in the Navy when he was appointed 
a machinist on Aug. 23, 1899. He has been under treat- 
ment at the Naval Hospital, Mare Island, Cal.

COURT-MARTIAL AT THE BOSTON YARD. 

A court-martial will convene at the Boston Navy Yard 
on Jan. 31 for the trial of two officers of the Navy on 
charges of unbecoming conduct at a dance given by Med. 
Dir. Howard E. Ames, U.S.N., at his home at the Boston 
Yard. The officers to appear befcre the court are Paymr. 
George P. Auld, U.S.N., formerly stationed on the re- 
ceiving ship Wabash, and Passed Asst. Surg. Ausey H. 
Robnett, U.S.N. They are charged with insulting Dr. 
Edward Spencer Cowles, of Boston, who, accompanied 
by Mrs. Cowles, was a guest at the dance. Paymaster 
Auld is charged in addition with striking Dr. Cowles 


Dr. Cowles is a cousin of Rear Admiral William S 
Cowles, U.S.N.. retired, former Chief of the Bureau of 
Equipment and brother-in-law of former President Theo 
dore Roosevelt. . 

The members of the court will be Capt. James M. 
Helm, Comdr. John F. Luby, Surg. Eugene P. Stone, 
Surg. George B. Wilson, Lieut. Comdr. Julian L. 
Latimer, Paymr. ‘Victor S. Jackson, Paymr. Herbert E. 
Stevens, P.A. Surg. Frederick A. Asserson and Paymr. 
Edward E. Goodhue. Major A. W. Catlin, U.S.M.C., 
will be judge advocate of the court. The sessions of the 
court will be public. 

More than customary interest attaches to this trial, 
because the central figure in it is not the accused officers, 
but a voung lady of nineteen years, over whose photo- 
graph the trouble is said to have arisen. The young lady 
is Miss Dorothy Hesler, of Evanston, Ill., a Chicago 
suburb. Her father was Surg. Frederick A. Hesler, 
U.S.N., who died while on duty in the Philippines. Her 
story of the incidents leading up to the quarrel is to the 
effect that she went to visit her uncle in Boston last 
November. and rezularly attended the dances arranged 
by Paymaster Auld. At one of these dances she met 
Dr. Cowles and his wife. She asserts that Dr. Cowles 
was very attentive and very nice at first, but afterward, 
she alleges, his persistence annoyed her. One evening, 
after a visit to her uncle’s house by the doctor and his 
wife, she missed her photograph. The next day she 
wrote to Dr. Cowles to return it, and when, after a few 
days, he did not she telephoned him. He said he had 
mislaid it. but would forward it as soon as found. The 
picture was not sent, she says. and one night some time 
after he called at her uncle’s house with three men and 
wanted her to go driving. She was not at home. Then 
Miss Hesler is quoted as follows: “Then came the dance 
on the night of Nov. 11. when he made a remark about 
the picture. I don’t know what he said. I don’t care 
to know. But I do know that two of my father’s friends 
were there and they would not let anyone talk about me. 
Paymaster Auld and Dr. Robnett both knew my father 
well before he went to the Philippines, and when Dr. 
Cowles appeared at the next dance, on Dec. 11, he was 
taken to task hy my father’s friends. I don’t know what 
they did to him, and I don’t care. But I know they 
taught him his place.” 

The personal differences were brought to a head by the 
formal complaint of Medical Director Ames in the form 
of the following letter to Rear Admiral Swift, as com- 
mandant of the navy yard: 

‘‘Sir: It is with regret that I am compelled to report Paymr. 
George Percival Auld, U.S.N., attached to the U.S.S. Wabash, 
for most disgraceful conduct and behavior toward two of my 
friends as invited guests on the evening of Dec. 11 at the 
navy yard. I also report P.A. Surg. Ausey Hamilton Rob- 
nett, U.S.N., as an accomplice in said disgraceful episode. 
I respectfully invite attention to the leading happenings on 
that occasion. Dr. and Mrs. Cowles were invited for the 
series of hops this year, as they had been the years before. 
While on the floor of the ballroom and on his way to his 
wife after the first dance Dr. Cowles was accosted by Pay- 
master Auld. After the question, ‘Are you Dr. Cowles?’ and 
receiving an affirmative answer Auld said, ‘Dr. Cowles, you 
will please leave this place and never come here again.’ 

‘*Dr. Cowles asked for an explanation, as he was sur- 
prised and felt that some mistake had been made, and was 
informed that ‘no explanation was necessary; that he was 
neither desired nor desirable.’ 

‘‘He then wanted to know if Miss Ames was cognizart of 
or agreed to their action. 

‘*Paymaster Auld said, ‘Yes, she was.’ 

‘Dr. Cowles again asked for an explanation, but was re- 
fused. Whereupon he informed his wife and they withdrew 
et once to the dressing room to await Miss Ames’s arrival. 
She soon appeared and learning of the situation from Mrs. 
Cowles immediately sent for Dr. Robnett and demanded an 
explanation. Dr. Robnett denied that he had made any re- 
marks or addressed any words to Dr. Cowles, but said that 
Pavmester Auld had spoken to him. 

‘‘When Paymaster Auld was confrouted by my daughter 
[Miss Ames] with the question. ‘If he had stated to Dr. 
Cowles that he approved of his [Dr. Cowles’s] expulsion,’ he 
answered, ‘He had.’ Miss Ames charged him with a false 
statement and demanded that he retract it to Dr. Cowles, 
which he did. 

‘‘My daughter requested Mrs. Cowles to return with her 
husband to the ballroom, but Mrs. Cowles was so agitated and 
mortified that she declined. Again Dr. Cowles asked Auld 
for an explanation, which was denied. 

‘On their way out, with Mrs. Cowles leading, and about 
to pass the door, when neither was aware of the proximity of 
any one, Paymaster Auld from behind struck Dr. Cowles a 
blow on the head, knocking his head against the door and 
inflicting a severe bruise. Dr. Cowles grappled his aggressor 
and both fell. 

‘*A guest witnessed the assault and the orderly was sum- 
moned to sevarate them. This guest assisted Dr. Cowles to 
his cab. Paymaster Auld immediately disappeared. Dr. 
Cowles and wife reported the matter at once to you. My 
daughter was ignorant of the assault until she reached home, 
where she found Dr. and Mrs. Cowles. ~ 

‘*‘Late yesterday afternoon Dr. Robnett called Dr. Cowles 
over the hospital telephone, and Mrs. Cowles, who an- 
swered the telephone, was told her husband was wanted, 











Dr. Robnett’s communication when Dr. Cowles came to the 
telephone consisted of threats to do him bodily injury, fol- 
lowed by a stream of profanity. Dr. Cowles refused further 
communication and hung up the telephone.’’ 

The Navy Department determined merely to reprimand 
and transfer the officers. Medical Director Ames, how- 
ever, protested against the proposed punishment as too 
lenient because of the flagrancy of the cases, and insisted 
on the court-martial of the two officers. 

In a second letter to the Navy Department, dated 
Jan. 16, Dr. Ames repeated the request for a court- 
martial. This letter was as follows: 

“T respectfully declined to accept this as a final dis- 
position of the report. The decision appears to me in- 
adequate to the gravity of the case, and I the 
tribunal should have heen of broader jurisdiction and a 
closer investigation made in justice to all concerned. 

“T could not conscientiously offer such to my friends 
for the humiliation to which they were publicly sub- 
jected ; neither can I accept it as sufficient for the morti- 
fication J still fee]. It seems impossible to harmonize 
such outragecus and premeditated conduct by such pallia- 
tive as the word ‘incident’ would imply or a private 
— of reprimand and ‘detachment would convey to 
them. 

“I respectfully and earnestly appeal to you for redress, 
and ask that these officers be brought to trial to clear 
themselves of the accusations made to you against them. 
I reiterate my charges against Paymaster Auld, dis- 
respect to his superior officer, assumption of authority, 
falsehood, insult, assault and conduct unbecoming an 
officer and a gentleman.” 

The charges will include “maltreating. an inhabitant 
while on shore” and “conduct unbecoming an officer and 
a gentleman.” The charge of maltreatment falls under 
Article 8 (16), A.G.N., N.R. 

Majcr Henry Leonard, U.S.M.C., who was judge 
advocate in the Sutton case at Annapolis, and Capt.

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RECENT DEATHS. 


Major John Hartwell Butler, U.S.A., retired, a gal- 
lant veteran of the Civil War, died'at his home in Hart- 
ford, Conn., Jan. 23, 1910, in his seventy-second year: 
Major Butler, who was born in Massachusetts, Oct. 15, 
1838, was appointed second lieutenant, 2d U.S. Art., 
May 22, 1861. He was promoted first lieutenant in 
June of the same year, and was awarded the brevet 
rank of captain June 30, 1862, for gallant and meritori- 
ous service in the battle of Glendale. Va., and he re- 
ceived the brevet of major Noy. 8, 1863, for gallant and 
meritorious service in action near Culpeper, Va. Major 
Butler lost his left foot in the engagement near Culpep- 
er. He was acting as chief of Artillery with a Regular 
brigade of Cavalry. under General Merritt. A_ shell 
burst over his head and pieces of it carried away his 
left foot and his horse’s ear. Major Butler was retired 
on Feb. 7, 1865: was made captain of the 42d U.S. In- 
fantry Jan. 22, 1867; was retired, with the rank of cap-

tain, mounted, May 14, 1870, and was advanced to major 
on the retired list for Civil War service April 23, 1904. 
He had been an invalid for fifteen years and for a num- 
ber of years confined to the house.

Capt. Charles Laird, U.S.N., retired, died at his home 
in Washington, D.C., on Jan. 23, 1910, at eleven p.m. 
Captain Laird was born in Canton, Ohio, on Feb. 4, 1854, 
and entered the naval service as a cadet midshipman on 
Sept. 25, 1869. He was promoted to ensign July 18, 
1876; to lieutenant (junior grade) Feb. 1, 1882; to 
lieutenant Sept. 28, 1888. From Jan. 25, 1894, to July 
13, 1896, he was on duty in the Bureau of Equipment, 
Navy Dept., Washington, D.C.; from July 15, 1896, to 
July 1, 1897, he was attached to U.S.S. New York; from 
July 7, 1897, to May 13, 1899, he was attached to the 
U.S.S. Helena, serving as executive officer of that vessel 
during the Spanish-American War, 1898, and until 
the date cf his detachment, May 13, 1899. He was pro- 
moted to lieutenant commander on March 3, 1899. From 
May 13, 1899, to Nov. 8, 1899, he was attached to US.S. 
Olympia. He was on duty in the Hydrographic Office, 
Washington, D.C., from March 19, 1900, to May 30, 
1901; on duty at Naval War College, Newport, R.I., 
June 1 to Sept. 27, 1901; executive officer, U.S.S. Phila- 
delphia, May 27, 1902, to Sept. 22, 1902; executive offi- 
cer, U.S.S. Boston, Sept. 23, 1902, to Sept. 27, 1903; 
in command of U.S.S. Michigan from Feb. 3, 1904, to 
Feb. 1, 1905;*was promoted to commander on Feb. 4, 
1904. On June 30, 1905, he was transferred to the 
retired list, with the rank of captain, in accordance 
with provisions of Act of Congress approved March 3, 
1899. Subsequent to retirement he was on duty as equip- 
ment officer, navy yard, Norfolk, Va., Feb. 8, 1905, to 
Feb. 12, 1908; duty navy yard, Washington, D.C., July 
27, 1908, to June 3, 1909, since which date he has per- 
formed no active service. 

Rear Admiral N. Mayo Dyer, U.S.N., retired, a Civil 
‘War veteran, and who commanded the Baltimore at the 
battle of Manila Bay, died at his home, in Melrose, Mass., 
Jan. 27, 1910. “Early in the day, after returning from 
Washington, D.C., he was stricken with severe pains in 
the stomach, which the physicians were unable to alle- 
viate. His death was the result of cancer. Rear Admiral 
Dyer was born in Provincetown, Mass., Feb. 19, 2839. 
He lived with a sister, Mrs. Eunice P. Phinney, and a 
niece, Miss Mary I. Hersey. He was never married. 
He was advanced during the war with Spain for 
eminent and conspicuous conduct in battle. Rear Admiral 
Dyer wos born in Provincetown, Mass., Feb. 19, 1839. 
Tle was promoted acting master Jan. 12, 1 ; acting 
Volunteer lieutenant, April 22, 1865; lieutenant, March 
12, 1868; lieutenant commander, Dec. 18, 1863; com- 
mander, April 23, 1883; captain, July 13, 1897; rear 
admiral, Feb. 19, 1901, and was retired the same date 
for age. 

Mrs. Harriet M. Ludington, wife of Major Gen. M. I. 
Ludington, U.S.A., retired, died suddenly in her room 
at the De Soto Hotel, Savannah, Ga., Jan. 22, 1910. 
The body was taken to Washington for burial at Arling- 
ton Cemetery. Mrs. Ludington was a daughter of for- 
mer Provisional Gov. William Marion, of Florida. Her 
home was at Skaneateles, 

Mrs. Rhoda Nixon Sheppard died at her home in 
Springfield, Mo., on Jan. 20, 1910, in her eighty-sixth 
year. She was the widow of the late Col. Henry Shep- 
pard, who served in the Civil War as colonel of the 8th 
Regiment, M.S.M. One of her brothers was the late 
Judge John T. Nixon, of the U.S. District Court for 
New Jersey. Another brother was the late James O. 
Nixon, who was colonel of the Scott Legion of the Con- 
federate Army from New Orleans, and was before that 
war editor on the New Orleans Crescent. Her surviving 
son is Lieut. Comdr. Francis H. Sheppard, retired. 

First Sergt. Alexander J. Foley, U.S.M.C., an excel- 
lent soldier and a medal of honor man, died at the Naval 
Station, Culebra, Porto Rico, Jan. 14, 1910, death being 
the result of heart trouble and coming very suddenly after 
a short illness of six days. First Sergeant Foley had a 
record of continuous service in the U.S. Marine Corps 
since Oct. 29, 1888. This long period of service, with 
the double-time service during the China and Philippine 
campaigns, would have permitted his retirement at the 
completion of his current enlistment in December, 1911. 
As a soldier, the Marine Corps has known few better 
men than Ist Sergeant Foley, and his death came as a 
shock to his comrades and friends which he possessed 
throughout the Corps. At the time of his death he was 
about forty-four years of age, and was No. 5 in the order 
of first sergeants in the Corps. He was a member of 
the Legion of Honor, having been presented with a medal 
of honor for bravery in the face of the enemy during 
the Boxer Rebellion at Tientsin, China. The remains 
were interred with appropriate ceremony at the Naval 
Station, Culebra, Porto Rico, on the afternoon of Jan. 
15, 1910. The band of the U.S.S. Alliance led the 
funeral procession, and every person on the station 
turned out to do the last honors to the deceased. Quar- 
termaster Sergeant Weidmann, Corporals King, Koberna, 
Ranft and Sherlock and Private Cannon acted as pall- 
bearers. Sergeant Sullivan was in charge of the escort 
and Drummer Brunner sounded “taps.” 


In announcing the recent death at Washington, D.C., 
of Col. Worthie H. Patton, Wisconsin National Guard, 
retired, and a Civil War veteran, Adjutant General 
Boardman says: “Serving continuously for twenty-five 
years in the Wisconsin National Guard, he was one of the 
best known and most respected officers of the state. His 
sterling qualities and uniform kindness and courtesy en- 
deared him to officers and men alike.” 
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Hon. Beekman Winthrop, Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy, and Capt. C. C. Marsh, U.S.N., Chief of the Naval 
Militia Bureau, were the guests of Capt. F. H. Wagner 
and the other officers of the 1st Naval Brigade, of Balti- 
more, Md., Jan. 22, at a dinner given in the University 
Club.

Winthrop and' Captain Marsh made addresses, in which 
they commended the work of the Naval Militia organiza- 
tions. An address was also made by Col. H. M, Hutton, 
A.A.G. of Maryland.

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ARMY ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


Cant. Stanley D. Fmbick. C.A.C., has been appointed 
recorder of the board of officers selected to go to the 
Isthmus of Panama in February and decide on fortifica- 
tions for the protection of the Panama Canal. Captain 
Embick succeeds Major William G. Haan, C.A.C., as 
recorder, the latter officer having been appointed a mem- 
ber of the board. Captain Embick is one of the best 
informed officers in his corps and in the Army on the 
subjects that must come into consideration in planning 
defenses for the Canal Zone, and his service with the 
board is a fortunate circumstance for all concerned. 
Major Haan, with Brigadier General Wotherspoon, has 
made a special study of the many problems involved. in 
the land defense of fortified positions both at Panama 
and generallv on the Atlantic and Pacific coasts. The 
work done by these two officers is of the first importance 
in the deliberations of the board at Panama. 

With the appointment of Rev. James Houlihan, of 
Scranton, Pa.. a clergyman of the Mount Carmel 
Catholic Church, as a chaplain in the Army, the last 
vacaney in the list of chaplains is filled. The new 
chaplain has been assigned to duty with the squadron of 
the 5th Cavalry stationed at Honolulu. 

The court-martial for the trial of 1st Lieut. Carlos 
J. Stolbrand. Corps of Engrs., U.S.A., charged with 
disobedience of orders and failure to turn over money 
collected by him. to the proper authorities, began at 
Washington, D.C., Jan. 21. Col. Joseph Garrard, 15th 
Cav., is president of the court, and Major Robert R. 
Raymond, Corps of Engrs., is judge advocate. 

Lieut. Adolnh Langhorst, Coast Art. Corps, U.S.A., 
before the G.C.M. at Fort McHenry, Baltimore, Md., 
on Jan. 25, through his counsel, pleaded “guilty, but 
without criminal intent,” to most of the charges and 
specifications against him and with temporary insanity 
as a probable plea in extenuation. The charges in brief 
are: Neglect of duty, breach of arrest, disobedience of 
orders and conduct to the prejudice of good order and 
Mr. William H. Lawrence, counsel 
for the Lieutenant, announced that Dr. Charles G. Hill. 
the alienist, would be called as a witness, and that it 
would be proved that the offenses were committed while 
the accused officer was insane, though not in that condi- 
tion now. A great part of the testimony bore on the 
habits of drinking of Lievtenant Langhorst, while the 
defense made efforts to bring out that liquor was not 
entirely responsible for the accused officer’s mental condi- 
tion. Major Georee F. Landers, commanding officer of 
Fort McHenrv. said that when he had noticed that Lieu- 
tenant Langhorst had failed to properly inspect his guard 
he had ordered -him in arrest the next morning. The use 
of linvor seemed to have dulled the Lieutenant’s. facnities, 
the Major said. . Lievt. John T. Rowe. Capt. John P. 
Sourr, Capt. J. E. Wyke, Cant. Craig R. Snyder, Capt. 
Henry 8. Merriam also testified to Lieutenant Lang- 
horst’s unusual conduct, which some of them attributed 
to liquor and others to worry. Col. Albert Todd, Coast 
Arf,, is president of the sourt, and Major Blanton Win- 








ship judge advocate. The case was ended on Jan. 27, 
and in summing up Major Winship, the judge advocate, 
declared that Langhorst was not only sane, but had made 
the plea of insanity in want of a better excuse. He said 
that Dr. Hill knew nothing more about the lieutenant’s 
sanity than what he drew from the testimony. He said 
that the fact that Lieutenant Langhorst had gone to New 
po ea when he left showed that he knew what he was 
oing. 

Capt. William W. Hamilton, 12th Co., C.A.C., who, 
pending change of station from Fort Hancock to Fort 
H. G. Wright, was recently ordered before a court- 
martial at the Army Building, in New York city, has 
been ordered to report to the commandant of the Army 
and Navy General Hospital, at Hot Springs, for observa- 
tion and treatment. Before the court Captain Hamilton 
pleaded that he was not well, and medical examination 
resulted in the conclusion that he was suffering from 
neurasthenia, with the further result that his trial was 
suspended. Captain Hamilton was an honor graduate of 
the Artillery Schoo] in 1907, and has, until within a 
few months past, rendered excellent service. 

The record in the trial by court-martial of 1st Lieut. 
George S. Thompson, Philippine Scouts, has been re- 
ceived at the War Department. The charges against the 
officer are conduct unbecoming an officer and a gentle- 
man, and he was found guilty and sentenced to dismissal. 
Lieutenant Thompson is a native of Iowa, and entered 
the Regular Service as a private and musician in the 
25th Infantry in 1884, and saw service continuously since 
receiving his appointment to the Scouts in 1 

In removing the bodies from the cemetery on the 
reservation at Madison Barracks this week what are 
supposed to he the remains of Lieut. Col. Timothy Dix, 
jr., 14th Inf., were found. This officer lost his life in 
the disastrous expedition under General Wilkinson, when 
the attempt was made in the War of 1812 to capture 
Montreal. He was wounded at the fight at Christler’s 
farm Nov. 11, 1813, and died three days later. He was 
the father of Major Gen. John A. Dix, the author of the 
famous order which did so much to squelch copperheads 
during the Civil War: “If any man attempts to haul 
down the Stars and Stripes shoot him on the spot.” 
John A. Dix, whe was born in May of the year that his 
father died, was the father of the late Rev. Dr. Morgan 


Dix. The body was found in a cast iron casket, and the. 


grave was not ‘marked by a headstone. The work of 
removing the hodies from this cemetery is being done 
under the direction of the Q.M.D. The site has been 
rendered unfit for a cemetery by frequent floods, and it 
has been decided to improve the ground after the ceme- 
tery has been moved to higher ground. 

Exceptionally fine quarters for a military command are 
those of Co. F, Signal Corps, U.S.A., situated on Calle 
Arroceros, next to the Insular Ice Plant, at Manila, P.I. 
The library is carpeted throughout. and is furnished 
with armchairs and rockers and a beautiful mahogany 
table. The walls are decorated with crossed flags and 
fencing foils and fancy Oriental plaques of East Indian 
manufacture. Just outside of the library, and facing the 
courtvard, has been built a large porch, and this is 
furnished with a number of comfortable steamer chairs, 
and adequately lighted at night with electric lights. The 
halls of the building are carpeted throughout, and all 
kinds of signal flags used in the international code of 
signals are tastefully arranged and draped upon the 
walls. The dormitory, or squad room, is carpeted from 
one end to the other in the center of the room, and each 
man has been supplied with a good Japanese mat to 
place between his and the adjoining man’s bunk. The 
bunks are of the latest model, of white enameled iron, 
and are furnished with new cotton mattresses and pil- 
lows and new sheets and pillow cases. 

An Army officer writes, saying: “I enclose a post-card 
sent by a former sergeant to his company commander— 
that is, his company commander before the man was dis- 
charged and started a saloon outside of the Fort Crook 
reservation. It is so typical of the real facts, as to what 
happened on the closing of the beer feature of post ex- 
changes, that I enclose it for yvovr information.” The 
postal card in question is labeled “Scene at Fort Crook.” 
It represents a groggery, into which a crowd is pouring, 
many of them heing soldiers in uniform. Our corre- 
spondent says: “This card was sent out in 1907, but the 
conditions now are unchanged.” 
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DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


The Auditor disallowed the claim of Rear Admiral 
Richard Wainwright for ten per cent. additional pay for 
sea duty during certain dates on the ground that he was 
not on sea duty when during his service on the U.S.S. 
Georgia in October and November, 1909, he was in Wash- 
ington, on special temporary duty in connection with the 
General Board. The Comptroller says: “I am of the opin- 
ion that the appellant is entitled to pay for sea service 
during the periods for which he makes the claim. This 
conclusion is’ not in conflict with the decisions to which 
the Auditor refers, as the facts in those cases are quite 
different from the facts in this. The Auditor’s settle- 
ment is disaffirmed, and the appellant is now allowed 
ten per centum additional pay to his regular pay of 
$8,000 per annum, for the periods—March 24 to June 
13, 1909; June 30 to July 5, 1909; and Oct. 9 to Nov. 
27, 1909, being four months and fifteen days at $800 
per annum, amounting to $300. A difference is there- 
fore found from the Auditor’s settlement in favor of 
the appellant of $300. A certificate will be issued ac- 
cordingly.” 

In the case of Q.M. Sergt. Charles W. Henkle, U.S. 
M.C., the Comptroller decides that enlisted men of the 
Navy, since the passage of the Act of May 13, 1908, are 
entitled to eighty-two and one-half cents a month for 
each good conduct emblem held by them, the allowance 
being the same for the men of the Marine Corps. Such 
reward is “pay permanent in its character” as distin- 
guished from “temporary pay for special service.” 

Sergt. Jacob Jacobowitz, U.S.M.C., appealed for extra 
duty pay as clerk in the office of the C.O., marine bar- 
racks, navy yard, Boston. The disallowance by the 
Auditor was made on the ground that sufficient au- 
thority had not been given, the order having been given 
orally by the C.O. Such duty should have received 
the sanction of the commandant of the Marine Corps, 
which was not obtained, and the Assistant Comptroller 
affirms the disallowance. 

In the case of Chief Yeoman B. J. Ellert, U.S.N., 
Assistant Comptroller Mitchell holds that the taking of 
the oath when he entered upon the duties of assistant 
mail clerk, by order of the C.O., having been recom- 
mended by the latter for designation from that date, 
and the designation having been made by the P.M.G., 
was a sufficient compliance with the law, and the de- 
cision of the Auditor disallowing his claim is disaffirmed, 
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A difference in favor of Ellert to the amount of $88 
is found. 

The appeal of former Col. Q. O’M. Gillmore, 4th 
New Jersey Vols. (captain, U.S.A., retired), in the war 
with Spain for pay as captain of the Army on the re- 
tired list, in addition to the pay he received as Volun- 
teer officer, has been decided against him by Comptroller 
Mitchell. He was made a captain in the U.S. Cavalry 
in 1891, when he was placed on the retired list, enroll- 
ing in the New Jersey command June 30, 1898. He 
simply reverted to the pay and rank of a retired offi- 
cer, and was not entitled, the Auditor held, to the extra 
pay and travel pay he received as colonel of the 4th 
New Jersey. This amount ($812.50) is deemed a stop- 
page against pay as captain on the retired list. The 
Auditor is directed to take action looking to the refund- 
ment to the United States of the amount erroneously 

aid. 

- The.action of the Auditor is affirmed in the disallow- 
ance of the claim of 2d Lieut. W. F. Pearson, U.S.A., 
9th U.S. Inf., for mileage from San Francisco to Seattle, 
on the ground that mileage is not payable nor actual 
expense to an officer for travel on return to his station 
from leave of absence. Lieutenant Pearson reached the 
United States on leave from the Philippines on Feb. 4, 
1906. He at once applied for and obtained transporta- 
tion back to the Philippines on the transport sailing 
from San Francisco on March 5. He was married in 
Milwaukee on Feb. 22, and left there that day for 
San Francisco to take the March 5 transport. A tele- 
gram from the Department directing him to proceed to 
Manila via Seattle was mailed to him and did not reach 
Milwaukee till he had departed from San Francisco. 
There he reported for duty and thence proceeded to 
Seattle. 

When smallpox developed in the force employed on 
the Ouachita River, La., the board, nursing and medical 
attention of the men were turned over to a civilian on 
account of the exigency of the case. His bill was for 
$95.60, but on a presentation of the facts by Capt. 
Clarke S. Smith, C.E., U.S.A., the Assistant Comptroller 
decided that payment of the voucher is not authorized. 

The Assistant Comptroller sustains the decision of 
the Auditor that the claim of the state of New York for 
pay alleged to be due certain New York Volunteers, 
Spanish War, was received outside of the date of limita- 
tion, fixed as Jan. 1, 1910, by the Act of March 11, 1908. 
The registered letter containing the state’s claim was 
received at the Treasury Building on Jan. 3, but even 
if, as claimed, the letter was presented to the watchman 
of the building on Jan. 1, New Year’s being a holiday, 
such reception would not constitute a legal presentation. 

A decision of interest to all gunnery prize-winners is 
that of Assistant Comptroller Mitchell in the case of F. C. 
Zastrow, boatswain’s mate, first class, U.S.N. Zastrow 
recently became eligible to receive a gunnery prize 
amounting to $11.46. Lieut. A. Bronson, 0.0. of the 
U.S.S. Montana, stated that the amount of the prize had 
been credited to the man. The pay officer of the vessel 
decided he could not properly pay this prize money be- 
cause the man was in debt to the Government owing to 
a checkage of his pay by sentence of a summary court- 
martial. ‘The sentence as to pay read, “And to lose pay 
amounting to $147.47.” Mr. Mitchell rules that the 
prize shorld he paid, as the pay authorized to be for- 
feited is “pay” in its strict sense and this cannot include 
prizes. While pay in a very broad sense, he says, may 
be held to be all that is included in the terms ‘‘compensa- 
tion.” “emoluments,” and even “perquisites,” still in 
naval and military affairs the word usually has a more 
limited sense and has generally been held to mean salary 
or wages for services and distinguished from allowances, 
the other form of compensation.

Declaring that the present unprotected condition of

now is the time to fortify, and that a delay might develop 
the most serious consequences. He showed that the 
Norfolk Navy Yard should have protection while its 
vessels are taking on supplies and repairing for another 
battle, and this protection, he said, should not be of that 
kind which carries along with it the continual fear of 
another attack. In Chesapeake Bay, if it is defended 
properly, our fleet can refit, can obtain supplies in prob- 
ably the best location along the Atlantic coast from 
which it can sally forth to meet an enemy. So much very 
briefly as to some of the reasons why these waters and 
their adequate protection are important from the stand- 
point of the use which we may make of them. Major 
Patrick’s remarks were reinforced by speeches from Ad- 
miral Stirling, General Leary, Colonel Townsley and 
others. 





A Congressional delegation from the Pacific coast, 
including, among others, Senators Piles and Jones, of 
Washington; Senator Flint, of California; Representa- 
tive Rays, of California, and Representative Humphrey, 
of. Washington, had a conference with President Taft at 
Washington, D.C., Jan. 24, regarding the construction 
of submarine boats on the Pacific coast. Secretary Meyer 
was called into the conference. Senator Piles called 
attention to the fact that the Pacific coast is without any 
battleships. He argued that the lack should be made up 
in part at least by a formidable force of submarines. 
Senator Piles believed the little under-water craft could 
be constructed at Pacific shipyards within a reasonable 
percentage of the cost in the East. The President 
promised to take the matter up further with the Secre- 
tary of the Navy. 
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GENERAL BELL AND THE SIGNAL CORPS. 


In a hearing before the House Committee on Military 
Affairs, on Jan. 20, General Bell, Chief of Staff, ex- 
pressed his doubts as to the bill providing for an in- 
crease in the Signal Corps. Incidentally, in response to 
some questions by Representative Anthony, of Kansas, 
General Bell imparted the information to the committee 
that the bill for an increase in the Signal. Corps has 
never been submitted to the General Staff for its ap- 
proval. This fact appeared to have great weight with 
the committee, as attention was called in this connection 
by Mr. Anthony to the law which requires all such legis- 
lation to he referred to the General Staff. Before General 
Bell raised objections to the measure there was very 
little, if any, opposition to a favorable report upon it, 
but now Chairman Hull, who introduced it, will experi- 
ence considerable difficulty in getting it out of the 
committee. 'The present bill is identical with the one 
favorably reported by the committee last session. General 
Bell declared that some legislation providing for 
an increase in the Infantry and more officers was the 
most urgent need of the Army. Testifying as to the addi- 
tional officers’ bill, also before the committee, he discussed 
at considerable length the greater need of an increase in 
officers elsewhere than in the Signal Corps. What he said 
is summed up in the following extract from the report 
of the hearing: 

“The Chairman: General, I gather from the tenor of 
your testimony two facts, one being that it is desirable 
to increase ‘the Signal Cerps and generally to readjust 
it, but not absolutely necessary to do it at this time? 

“General Bell: That is my judgment.” 

General Bell further said: “We are shorter of Infantry 
than any other branch of the Army. It takes 207 men 
of the Signal Corps to serve adequately a division of 
troops. Roughly speaking, we could organize, with the 
aid of a few Militiamen, three divisions of troops, and it 
would take 621 Signal Corps men to serve them. We 
have 1,212, but all of them would not be available. How- 
ever, when it comes to officering that number of signal 
men, we count that the brigadier general, the colonel, 
the two lieutenant colonels and probably some of the 
majors would not be available for service with troops, 
inasmuch as other requirements would probably demand 
their services on staff duty. So we would have left 
possibly only 621. Without deducting any sick or not 
available for other causes, that number would be insuffi- 
cient by a minimum of, say, about twelve officers, and 
a maximum of, say, twenty to twenty-five. The officers 
needed would have to be detailed from the line, of 
course, and at a time when the line needs all of its own 
officers most.’’ 

The bill was submitted Jan. 25, 1909, by Secretary 
Wright, having been previously reported upon by Mr. 
Taft, Jan. 22, 1908. General Bell said: “I did not know, 
until the chairman mentioned receiving the letter dated 
Dec. 7, 1909, that the present Secretary of War had 
expressed his views upon this bill.” 

To show that he recognized the need of increasing the 
Signal Corps, General Bell read from a _ stenographic 
record of remarks he made Dec. 23, 1908, to a committee 
of Infantry officers, who solicited an interview on the 
subject of the proposed increase of the Infantry; also 
from his annual report for 1907. He further said: “I 
have persistently advocated an increase in the Signal 
Corps during peace, in order to enable the corps to train 
its men sufficiently to be able to do their duties efficiently 
upon the outbreak of war, inasmuch as it is my convic- 
tion that those duties are so technical they will have no 
prospect of learning them after war begins. I have not 
felt at liberty to either promote or advocate any legisla- 
tion which would increase the expenditures in support 
of the Army except such as have been specially advo- 
cated by the Secretary of War since the retrenchment 
orders were received; but knowing that the Secretary, in 
his testimony before this committee, had advocated pas- 
sage of the Extra Officers’ bill, I felt at liberty to 
advocate that, and now that I know he has written in 
favor of the Signal Corps bill I feel at liberty to advocate 
that also. I think there can be no possible doubt that 
extra officers would promote the present interests of ‘the 
Service far more than would any present increase of the 
Signal Corps. I think the evidence to this effect is con- 
clusive. ‘The Secretary of War apparently thinks so. 
When testifying before this committee, he put the Extra 
Officers’ bill first when asked which he considered most 
important for the interests of the Service of the bills 
then before the committee. He did not. mention the 
Signal. Corps bill. The Signal Corps has some of the 
brighest officers and the ablest officers in the Army. At 
the same time, it has some who have not been considered 
entirely efficient. Inasmuch as:the»Army has furnished, 
by detail on detached ‘sérvice, officers sufficient to do the 
work required of the Signal Corps, it is the Army which 
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has suffered from a shortage of officers, not the Signal 
Corps, thus far.” 

We fear that General Bell’s testimony will make it 
more difficult to pass this session either the Signal Corps 
bill or the bill for additional officers which he favored in 
his testimony. A well informed Washington correspon- 
dent says: “The House Military Committee wanted to 
kill the Signal Corps bill, although they would have re- 
ported it favorably, as they believe there is need of the 
reorganization; but.they are so anxious to retrench that 
they would rather not act on the matter this session. 
‘They were only too glad to have General Bell give them 
a reason for throwing the Signal Corps bill overboard 
for this session. General Bell, in killing the Signal 
Corps bill, pulled down the whole temple, and killed the 
Additional Officers’ bill also. There is no hope for either 
of them this session.” This incident illustrates the im- 
portance of determining upon some general line of policy 
with reference to the legislation to be asked of Congress. 
The result of apparent antagonism between different 
Army interests is to prevent Congress from doing any- 
thing in behalf of the Service. 

The principle the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL pursues 
is that of favoring all bills designed to improve or in- 
crease any arm of the military or naval Service, on the 
theory that our equipment for war is in all departments 
ridiculously small. If every officer would pursue this 
policy more might be accomplished. Suggestions of doubt 
or hostility toward a Service bill on the part of even a 
single officer count for more with Congress than the 
approval of a whole corps. To oppose a bill, the merits 
of which are acknowledged, because something else is 
preferred, results in the killing of all bills, for each one 
can be damned in its turn by such criticism coming from 
those having no objection to it except’ that they are 
anxious for the adoption of some other measure. The 
passage of the pay bill in 1908 shows what can be accom- 
plished by united action. That bill would surely have 
been defeated if the policy which we here criticise had 
been followed. ‘The adoption of any measure on the 
ground that Service necessities are inadequately provided 
for opens the way for the passage of other measures for 
the same reason. Argument from an officer, and es- 
pecially from an official of the War Department, that 
some one branch of the Service can get along with less 
than it asks for, leads the cautious and economical Con- 
gressman to conclude that, if this is true of one, it is 
true of all. The principle involved is illustrated by the 
story of the conscientious mother who felt impelled to 
tell her child that there was no such person as Santa 
Claus, whereupon the child responded, “Are those stories 
you have been telling me about Jesus Christ lies, too?” 
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PROSPECTS FOR NAVY LEGISLATION. 


Unless there is a radical change in the attitude of a 
majority of its members, the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs will insist upon more details as to the plans of 
Secretary Meyer for the management of the navy yards 
before it takes further steps in the reorganization of the 
Navy. The majority of the members, it is learned, do 
not believe that they have heard both sides of the ques- 
tion. 'They believe that there is much to be said in favor 
of former Secretary Newberry’s plan for the administra- 
tion of the affairs of the navy yards, and will insist upon 
hearing from those in the Navy Department who are 
known to be favorable to the Newberry scheme. 

It is difficult to overcome the impression in the com- 
mittee that there is a leakage in the yards which is 
unnecessarily increasing the cost of the Navy. Secretary 
Meyer -has not yet convinced the committee that his plan 
will result in any great economy. ‘They recognize the 
Secretary’s ability and integrity, but doubt the practi- 
cability of his plans. The recalling of Chief Constructor 
Capps, of the Bureau of Construction and Repair, is 
only the beginning of an extended hearing which a 
majority of the committee have in mind. It is proposed 
by a number of the members of the committee to call 
upon the commandants, and even officials of a lower rank, 
of the navy yards for suggestions and opinions as to how 
the yards should be managed. Civilian shipbuilders may 
also be called before the committee before the hearings 
are concluded. “Our hearings,” said a member of the 
committee, “will not be conducted in an unfriendly spirit 
to Secretary Meyer, but we intend to go to the bottom 
of a pumber of troublesome questions which are con- 
tinuelly cropping out in the Navy Department. Secretary 
Meyer has expressed a willingness to allow any officer or 
employee in the Navy to come before the committee, and 
if I have any voice in the matter we will avail ourselves 
of the Secretary’s offer.” 

Chief Constructor Capps got up from a sickbed to go 
to the Capitol and appear before the Naval Committee 
of the House. He took with him a large number of 
documents from the Bureau of Construction and Repair, 
and from the Bureau of Steam Engineering, of which, 
for four months, while the Newberry regulations were 
in force, he was acting chief. He took up, under the 
lead of questions from members of the committee, every 
statement of fact made by Secretary Meyer in his hear- 
ing of Jan. 8 in regard to instances of excessive cost 
of work under the Newberry plan, and evidently to the 
satisfaction of the committee showed that the Secretary 
had either been misinformed or had not been able to 
state the whole case. What produced the greatest sur- 
prise’ in the ,.committee. was the disclosure of the fact 
that the Secretary had given his statements from a 
letter prepared in the Bureau of Steam. Engineering and 
signed by Engineer-in-Chief. Hutch I. Cone, of that 





bureau, and Chief Constructor Capps quoted from rec- 
ords, letters and reports, also from the files of the Bu- 
reau of Steam Engineering, to show that the conclusions 
and statements of the Secretary were erroneous. It was 
the general inference that someone had prepared the 
Secretary’s information imperfectly from a part of the 
records in the Bureau without including all. The Chief 
Constructor was before the committee from 11 a.m. 
Wednesday to a quarter of three o’clock, and Thursday 
from 11 a.m. to 3 p.m., and in that time presented a 
most complete view of the workings of the two plans 
which ‘are now in such sharp controversy. Constructor 
Capps was guarded in his testimony, saying nothing 
that could be taken as a serious reflection upon the Sec- 
retary. He insisted upon revising the report of his 
remarks before it was made public and declined to make 
specific recommendations to the committee..“He said 
nothing except in response to direct questions from the 
members of the committee, and while admitting that 
there is much merit in the recommendations of Secretary 
Meyer it was apparent from the answers which he gave 
to the members of the committee that it was his opinion 
that former Secretary Newberry’s scheme for the re- 
organization of the Navy is along lines better suited to 
carry out the policy of economy of Congress than that 
of the present head of the Navy Department. 

The House Naval Committee has under consideration 
the idea of calling Rear Admiral Goodrich, retired, to 
give his views on the general subject of reorganization. 
As Admiral Goodrich was detailed two years ago to 
inspect all the various navy yards on the Atlantic coast, 
wth a view to working out a plan of consolidation, and 
later became a most valued adviser to Secretary New- 
berry when he undertook to put in force his plan of 
reorganization, the members of the committee believe the 
Admiral’s knowledge and opinions would have a very 
distinct value to them in this, their hour of perplexity 
and doubt. 

The most formidable opposition to the authorization of 
the construction of two’ battleships by this session’s bill 
will develop in the Senate. Chairman Foss, in his recent 
interview with President Taft, expressed his belief that 
the House Committee will report a bill containing appro- 
priations for two 26,000-ton battleships, but Senator 
Hale, chairman of the Senate Naval Committee, has not 
yet given his approval to such a program. TEarly in the 
session Senator Hale is said to have expressed his 
opinion that no new battleships should be provided for at 
this session. He and a group of influential leaders are 
attempting to carry out a policy of general reduction in 
the appropriations for this session. They are not only 
opposed to appropriations for battleships, but insist that 
the condition of the Treasury will not admit of a River 
and Harbor bill of anything like the proportions which 
have been formulated by the House Committee. Senator 
Hale and a number of other Republican Senators have 
also struck a public building bill from the proposed 
budget of this session. The more conservative Senators 
on both sides of the Senate fear that if there is not a 
material reduction in the larger appropriation bills they 
will be unable to prevent a bond issue at this session. 
President Taft, in his Western speeches, declared for a 
liberal river and harbor policy. He said, in effect, that 
if an extensive improvement of the waterways could not 
be provided for out of the current revenues of the Govern- 
ment bonds should be issued to take care of this 
expenditure. The Senators are fully cognizant that this 
policy has the backing of a strong and widespread senti- 
ment in the country, and unless a large river and harbor 
appropriation, is passed there will be a general demand 
for a bond issue. They think that it will be easier to 
eut the Navy appropriations, and thus avoid the issuance 
of bonds. But under the leadership of Chairman Foss 
it is thought that the House Committee will proceed to 
formulate a bill carrying two battleships. It will have 
the support of President Taft and the Roosevelt influence 
in the House. 'The members of Congress who will shortly 
go before the country for renomination and re-election 
will not be inclined to abandon this one of former 
President Roosevelt’s pet policies so soon after his retire- 
ment from the White House. Mr. Roosevelt impressed 
indelibly upon the country the importance of a larger 
Navy, and this will be an important factor in shaping the 
policy of Congress when the naval appropriation is under 
consideration. 

The Maritime Association of the Port of New York 
endorses S.J. Res. 67, introduced in the Senate Jan. 18, 
providing for a more efficient prosecution of the work of 
the Coast and Geodetic Survey. The resolution provides 
for a joint board of officers and civilians to examine the 
Coast Survey Service. and advise upon a system that 
will enable the Superintendent of the Coast Survey to 
co-operate with the hydrographer of the Navy in the 
collection of foreign surveys, publication and supply of 
charts, sailing directions and nautical works, and the 
dissemination of nautical and hydrographic information 
to the Navy and mercantile marine. Likewise in what 
degree the Coast Survey can assist the General Board of 
the Navy in defense of the coast and harbors; and ad- 
vice as to a co-operation with the Army, and all the 
elements of naval defense, such as the naval militia, Coast 
Survey, Light-House Service, Revenue Cutter Service 
and merchant vessels.” The joint board to be composed 
of not less than eleven members, of which three are to 
be officers of the Navy with experience in the Coast 
Survey; two officers of the Army. (one from the Corps 
of Engineers and one from the Coast Artillery) ; one offi- 
cer of the U.S. Marine Corps not below the grade of 
captain, with experience on the Atlantic, Gulf and Pa- 


cific coasts. The officers of the Army, Navy or Revenue 
Cutter Service may be selected either from the active 
or retired lists. 





CONGRESSIONAL NOTES. 


Senator Dick, member of the Senate Committee on 
Military Affairs, has taken an active interest in the 
proposed legislation for an increase in the Engineer 
Corps for river and harbor work. After conferring with 
the Chief of Engineers the Senator will introduce a 
bill with this end in view. “It is apparent that the 
Government must have more engineers,” said Senator 
Dick, “to take care of the increased river and harbor 
improvement resulting from the new policy which has 
been adopted by Congress. I am opposed to a civil 
board of engineers, and consequently we must have 
more Army engineers.” 

The proposed visit to the West Point Military Acad- 
emy of a joint board, consisting of members of the 
Senate and House Committees on Military Affairs and 
civilians, has been postponed for the present. The orig- 
inal plan was for the board to visit the Academy before 
the Appropriation bill for the institution was formu- 
lated, and conduct formal hearings there to ascertain 
what are the needs of the school and shape the bill ac- 
cordingly. "With this end in view the House Commit- 
tee some time ago appointed its members of the joint 
board, but the Senate Committee has not taken such 
action, and it is understood will not'do so for some time 
The Senators, it is stated, do not think that they can 
afford to leave Washington until all of the large ap- 
propriation bills are passed and the general legislative 
program is well under way. Although no agreement has 
yet been reached between the Senate and House. Com- 
mittees, it is thought that.the joint board. of visitors 
will not go to West Point until some time in June. It 
is possible that the official visitors will attend ‘the com- 
mencement exercises of the Academy. To obtain in- 
formation as to the needs of the Academy, Col. Hugh 
L. Scott, Superintendent, : and Major John M. Carsons 
jJr., quartermaster of the school, have been asked by the 
House Committee to appear before it some day next 
week. While Colonel Scott is before the committee he 
will be asked to make recommendations upon the proposed 
changes in the regulations of the Military. Academy. 
given in full on another page. No action will be taken 
by the House Committee on the joint resolution passed 
by the Senate until Colonel Scott’s views are heard. 

Chairman Steenerson has issued a call for a meeting 
of the House Committee on Militia to take up the bills 
affecting the National Guard, pending in the House 
The committee will hold its first meeting Monday Jaa. 
31. Representative Wiley, of New Jersey, ‘is wales 
the passage of his bill (H.R. 12332), creating. a Bureau 
of Militia Affairs, which? will be under the supervision 
of the Chief of Staff of the Army, but a canvass of the 
Committee on Militia does not indicate that there is 
much prospect of its being reported at this session. 
Even the officers of the National Guard, it is said, are 
not enthusiastic in their support of the measure. ‘There 
is, however, more prospect of a favorable report on the 
bill. (H.R. 16346) introduced by Representative Parker, 
of New Jersey, whicli will be before the committee for 
consideration. Mr. Parker’s bill authorizes a state to 
create a veteran militia corps which, it is thought, will 
encourage young men to enlist in the National Guard. 
It is provided in Mr. Parker's bill that soldiers who 
have served three years in the Militia shall be eligible 
to the Veteran Corps, and be exempted from active duty, 
though subject to call in time of war. 

Representative Bates, of Pennsylvania, was on Jan. 28 
appointed chairman of the sub-committee of the House 
Naval Committee on Navy Yards and Arsenals.

Secretary Meyer last week sent to the various chiefs 
of the bureaus of the Navy a copy of the Personnel bill 
which has been drafted under the supervision of the 
General Board, and asked for the opinions of the bureau 
chiefs. These have all been received this week. Most 
of them are brief and to the point. It is not unlikely 
that the House Naval Committee, when it takes up the 
matter of Navy personnel, will ask Secretary Meyer to 
submit to the committee copies of these views of the 
bureau chiefs. It is expected that the bill will be intro- 
duced in Congress within the next few days. The bill 
as it now stands has been submitted to President Taft, 
and has his approval. It is not believed that any 
material changes will be made in it as a result of the 


‘observations of the chiefs of the bureaus.

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PROVIDING FOR EXTRA ARMY OFFICERS 

Before the House Committee on Military Affairs Gen- 
eral Bell, on Jan. 20, gave his earnest support to the 
bill, H.R. 17408, authorizing extra officers for the Army, 
saying: “At present the detachment of officers has be- 
come so great that it is impossible to have on duty with 
troops an average of two officers to a company or troop. 
Tt is also impossible to keep the details so equalized 
among the different regiments as not to leave some regi- 
ments where there is not an average of one and one-half 
officers for duty with a company. The committee should 
understand that the 709 officers carried in that table are 
those who are on detached duty which is more or less 
permanent; that is to say, lasting for a year or more; 
but it should also understand that in addition to the 709 
officers there is always a large number absent on tem- 
porary duty or on leave, on sick leave, in hospitals sick, 
at target competitions, instructing the Militia in 
maneuvers, in schools preliminary to maneuvers, in 
Militia camps, lecturing to National Guard associations 
and conventions, and on various and sundry kinds of 
temporary detached service of a military character, which 
runs the total number of officers absent from organiza- 
tions to an aggregate largely exceeding 709. The average 
total was about 1,371. f the permanent details, the 
General Staff, Porto Rico Regiment, Philippine Scouts, 
Acting Judge Advocate and Acting Inspector General 
take altogether 54; military education, 282; interior 
administration, 236; details away from the Army, 127, 
besides Engineer officers on river and harbor work. The 
work on a sectional military map of the United States 
requiring the temporary detachment of officers - is 
for work such as is recognized as part of the military 
duties of officers the world over. There are only seventy- 
six officers out of the 709 on detached service by execu- 
tive order. the rest being on duty in pursuance of acts 
of Congress. 

One of these officers is studying at Saumur, to 
assist in adopting a system of equitation for the Army. 
Another is a Lieutenant Miller. who, while a Volunteer 
officer, commanded some troops in the island of Palawan, 
which is very isolated in the Philippine Islands, far away 
from the balance, and backward in civilization. While 
in command of troops there as a Volunteer officer he 
acquired such an infinence with the people and gained 
their confidence to such an extent that they simply left 
him there as governor. He is practically alone, and he 
controls the people simply through the force of his per- 
sonality and through personal regard for him. He was 
subsequently appointed an officer in the Regular Army. 
He has never joined his regiment; has never seen it. 
It is insisted that he could not be replaced, certainly not 
by a company, probably not by a battalion, and possibly 
not by a regiment of troops. His duty there is practi- 
cally essential. There are a few other officers doing civil 
duty in the Philippine Islands of a similar nature, none 
of whom are probably quite as indispensable as this one; 
but it is insisted that they could not be replaced because 
of their knowledge and their personal attributes. which 
are valuable in the positions they occupy. 

The law allows 746 to be detached. The 709 includes 
146 student officers. General Bell said: “I do not need 
to recal] to the mind of anyone on this committee the 
complaint and the criticism, amounting almost to scandal, 
that has accompanied the administration of the staff 
bureaus in every war that we have thus far had. But I 
wish to assure the committee, after most careful con- 
sideration of my words, that T do not think it was ever 
just to hold those staff departments responsible for those 
deficiencies, and this opinion has been formed after I 
have had four years of staff service in Washington 
myseif, hecanuse there has been a time when I have 
thought differently. Since I have been Chief of Staff I 
have been able to realize, as I never realized before. how 
utterly and absolutely impossible it is for any staff de- 
partment in the Army. organized merely to look after 
current work that exists in time of peace, to handle the 
enormous increase in volume of work which devolves 
upon them the moment war breaks out. It is utterly 
impossible. The laws of Congress, as interpreted by 
auditors and comptrollers, are of such character that a 
man has to be an expert in order to do the work in such 
a way that the anditor will pass his accounts, and I 
assure you right now that I could not make out those 
accounts to save my life, without time to learn how, be- 
eause my work has been in other lines. I could not 
learn it well in a month or several months. That Volun- 
teer staff officers are expected to learn, who never had 
my experience and who have never had any military 
training whatever. ‘That is expecting the impossible, 
consequently it is perfectly natural that conflict of pur- 
pose, inefficiency and confusion, if not chaos, should 
ensue. If these 709 were all extra officers, over and 
additional to the number we have already. we would have 
nearly 709 officers to detail for such duties as organizing 
Volunteers, instructing them and assisting the Militia, 
mustering both into the Service, and doing the various 
and sundry staff services for hastily organized Militia 
and Volunteers, such as quartermasters and commissaries 
and all that sort of thing. This duty would be done by 
properly trained men. The defects and the confusion 
which have heretofore characterized the preliminary steps 
taken by cur, Government when war breaks out would be 
absent, because there would be present officers competent 
to systematize the work. Therefore I say that the im- 
portance of having extra officers for war is infinitely 
greater than the importance of having them for peace.” 

The General stated that he and Cantain Hagood 
figured that the extra annual cost of the Extra Officers’ 
hill would amount to $1,783.000, and the extra cost of 
the Signal Corps bill to $942,792 a year. being about 
one-half. These figures do not include the additional 
cost because of barracks, quarters, heat, light, medical 
attention. ete., which would be about the same for both 
bills, and not very great for either. 

General Bell explained that the question about the 
intentions of the War Department to equalize promotion 
was due to an interested misinterpretation of what was 
said in a report written by an Infantry officer and sub- 
mitted by the General. He said: “Certain officers. who 
are inclined to complain anyway. took advantage of that 
statement, and. because I had been a Cavalry officer, 
asserted that I intended to use the bill to equalize pro- 
motions between the Cavalry and Infantry. That is 
the unvarnished truth, though they didn’t put it that 
wav.’ 

The increased number of officers would be apportioned 
among the different branches of the Service absolutely 
according to their total commissioned strength. What he 
meant by equalizing promotion was that the bill would 
equalize promotion between the line and the staff. ITe 
presented a colored diagram showing that the line of the 
Army have three-fourths of one per cent. generals, less 
than any other branch except the Medical Corps, which 
has one-third of one per cent. It has two per cent. 
colonels, as against three per cent in the Medical Corps, 


four per cent. in the Signal Corps, five and three-quarters 
per cent. in the Engineer Corps, and a greater per cent. 
in all other branches. It has two and a half per cent. 
lieutenant colonels, as against five per cent. in the 
Medical Corps, seven and a half per cent. in the Signal 
Corps, eight per cent. in the Engineers, and a greater 
per cent. in all other branches. It has six and a quarter 
per cent. majors, as against seventeen per cent. in the 
Engineers, twenty-two per cent. in the Medical Corps, 
twenty-three per cent. in the Signal Corps, and a greater 
proportion in ail other branches. It has eighty-nine per 
cent. below the grade of major, as against sixty-nine and 
a half per cent. in the Medical Corps, sixty-eight and a 
half per cent. in the Emgineers, sixty-two per cent. in 
the Signal Corps, and a less per cent. in afl other 
branches. 

“That,” the General said, “is significant enough, but 
the Army is far worse off than the Navy in its proportion 
of high ranking officers.” The following table was pre- 
sented, showing distribution .of officers of the several 
grades of the line of the Army and the line of the Navy,

If the Army should get these additional officers, and 
they were assigned as indicated, the Navy would still 
have more than twice as many officers in the grades 
corresponding to that of major and above, General Bell 
said, adding: 

“IT believe that if this committee would take the 
trouble to look into the relative compensation, emolu- 
ments, etc., of naval officers and Army officers, it would 
conclude one of two things, either that Congress had 
been too generous to the Navy or not generous enough 
to the Army. No good reason on earth can be cited why 
the two co-ordinate branches of the military Service 
should fare so differently at the hands of Congress. The 
enlisted personne] of the Army is about double that of 
the Navy. There are 3,232 officers in the line of the 
Army and 1,306 in the line of the Navy. We have six 
major generals and sixteen brigadier generals in the line 
of the Army, making a total of twenty-two all told. 
There are twenty-seven rear admirals (major generals) 
in the line of the Navy. but only twelve of them get 
major general’s pay, the rest receiving the pay of 
brigadier generals. As promotion in the Navy is lineal, 
from the bottom to the top, an officer only needs to live 
long enough to retire as a rear admiral (corresponding 
to the grade of major general) unless he be eliminated 
sooner.” , 

In response to a question, General Bell said: “Your 
question was evidently intended to solicit my opinion as 
to whether the Staff Corps ought not to have higher rank 
than the line of the Army. I will frankly confess, with 
hesitation, that in my judgment it ought. I have never 
made a statement, and never made a recommendation, 
based on any other idea. In my judgment we have, in 
most respects, the best staff corps of any army in the 
world. I believe that is largely due to the fact that our 
Staff Corps are larger and better paid in proportion to 
our line than in any other army. Our Staff Corps must 
necessarily be larger in proportion than the staff corps 
of other armies, and because they afford higher rank and 
greater comforts they attract officers of ability from the 
line of the Army. I wish I were able to say that every 
officer in the Staff Corps of the Army possesses excep- 
tional merit and ability. Unfortunately, I can’t say this, 
but I can say that among our officers in our Staff Corps 
are found some of the ablest officers in our Army. Now, 
in my judgment, for the good of the entire Service, they 
ought to have greater rank than exists in the line of the 
Army, but the disparity in rank should not be as 
great. Poor staff officers make a poor army, and the 
better the staff the better the army, but there is no neces- 
sity for such disparity in rank in order to get good staff 
corps.” 

The following incident. to which we have before 
alluded, occurred at the close of the hearing: 

“Mr. Prince. In behalf of the committee, I make the 
motion that we unanimously thank General Bell for his 
frank and manly way of giving the committee informa- 
tion in regard to the Army, and also wish him well in 
his future service. ins 

“(This motion was unanimously agreed to by a rising 
vote. 

General Bell: Mr. Chairman, I assure the committee 
that I appreciate this great consideration very much 
indeed, particularly because it indicates that I have been 
successful in accomplishing before this committee what 
I started out to do, that is, to state the facts and to 
deserve the confidence of the committee in whatever I 
might say. It is gratifying to me to have achieved even 
this much success, for the reason that I have been un- 
successful in many other undertakings since I have been 
Chief of Staff.”

INCREASE OF ENGINEER CORPS EXPECTED. 


Members of Congress are beginning to hear from home 
upon the proposal to make an increase in the US. 
Engineer Corps. ‘Trade organizations and commercia) 
bodies are passing resolutions asking for more Engineers 
to do river and harbor work under the bill which it is 
expected will pass at this session. There seems to be a 
sentiment against the proposed creation of a civil board 
to take charge of the river and harbor work, and a gen- 
eral demand that this important function in carrying out 
the new waterways policy of the Government shall re- 
main in the hands of the U.S. Engineer Corps. 

As the result. the bill now pending before the House 
Interstate and Foreign Commerce Committee providing 
for the establishment of a civil board of engineers will 
not be reported to the House. On the other hand. there 
seems to be no longer any doubt that some sort of legis- 
lation will pass at this session providing for an addition 
to the force of the U.S. Engineers. It is expected that 
the Committee on Military Affairs will take this subject 
up ere long, and attempt to work out some plan by which 
eight or ten Engineers can be added to the corps annually 
for ten or twelve years, until it is large enough to take 
eare of the work in a manner acceptable tothe river 
and harbor advocates, which at present appear to be 
swinging a dominating influence in the House. 4 

“Yes, I expect to see some legislation passed at this 





session,” said Representative Stevens, of Minnesota, 
member of the Military Affairs Committee and the Com- 
mittee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce, “which will 
provide for an addition to the Engineer Corps. Even 
under the old policy of passing a bill every two or three 
years there has not been a sufficient force of Engineers 
to keep up the work authorized by Congress. Under the 
new plan of making the River and Harbor bill an annual 
appropriation, an actual loss to the Government, aside 
from the general delay in the progress of river and harbor 
improvements, will result, unless more Engineers are 
assigned to the corps. 

“T do not think that a bill creating a civil board for 
river and harbor work would pass the House. I know 
that the Committee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce» 
to which such a measure has been referred. is overwhelm- 
ingly opposed to it. 

“The country and Congress have the utmost confidence 
in the ability and integrity of the government Engineers. 
It is feared that politics and local influences might creep 
into a civil board, and thus discredit river and harbor 
work. The progress of waterway improvement has been 
hindered too much by the impression in the country that 
river and harbor bills were ‘pork’ barrels, and I, for one, 
am opposed’ to exposing it to any irregularities.”

PROPOSED NAVY PERSONNEL BILL. 


In drawing up this measure a necessity that was kept 
constantly in view was that there was to be no immediate 
increase in expense, nor, number for number, any even- 
tual increase. 

This measure bases the personnel on the ships. With 
a given number of ships of all classes it is found that 
for purposes of manning and training in time of peace 
there will be required a certain minimum number of 
officers and men. ‘The ratio is to be 100 men for every 
2,000 tons of ships of ali classes, and five line officers 
and midshipmen for every 2,000 tons. 

A limit is set for the enlisted force, which, however, 
is not to be reached except as Congress approves the 
estimate year by year, and the estimates for the next 
fiscal year are not to be changed. The expense in future 
years will increase only as the Navy increases, and with 
the approval each year by Congress. 

In the line, on the active list, the numbers can only 
be increased through the Naval Academy, and the present 
size of the classes at that institution are not to be in- 
creased. Number for number in the line, the active list 
by this measure will cost no more than by existing law. 
The cost of the active list of the Staff Corps is slightly 
increased by increasing somewhat the percentage of 
officers in the higher grades and by a slight increase in 
the size of these corns. Both of these increases are ex- 
tremely moderate, but the claims of these corps for more 
officers and more in the higher grades are just, and 
should not be disregarded. 

The chief object of the measure is to provide fleet 
commanders who will have time enough to serve on the 
active list to become proficient in their duties, to prevent 
the formation of so-called “humps” in the line of promo- 
tion, to provide sufficient officers and men to man the 
peace fleet, and number for number to avoid increasing 
the cost of the Navy beyond the present figures. 

The bill provides one admiral and three vice admirals, 

in addition to present rear admirals. 
_ The lengths of service that have been recommended for 
line officers in the various grades will bring promotion at 
ages as set forth below. The age of entry at Annapolis 
has varied from time to time, but all the officers now on 
the list averaged over eighteen years at date of entry. 
They will average about seventeen under the present 
plan. which is also the average for the officers now in 
the higher grades. The two figures given are based on 
these two ages of entry:

The age of the youngest rear admirals in certain 
foreign services is as follows: Japanese, 42 years; Eng- 
lish, 46 years; German, 49 years; French, 54 years. 

The present total tonnage is about 1,200,000 tons, in- 
cluding all serviceable ships, excluding those not fit for 
war purpeses, and including those building and author- 
ized, on the principle that it takes as long to enlist and 
train the men and train the midshipmen as it does to 
build the ships. 

The ratio as above would eventually give 60,000 men 
and 3,000 line officers and midshipmen. These figures 
cannot be reached for some time. The bill does not 
authorize these numbers, but sets them as the upper 
limit. For the men, the estimates submitted by the 
Secretary of the Navy and approved by Congress cannot 

exceeded. For the next fiscal year the estimated 
number is 47,5) In succeeding years, if approved by 
Congress, the numbers can be gradually brought up to 
the required ratio. 

The line officers and midshipmen will number about 
2.400 on July 1 next, instead of 3,000 as required. The 
shortage can be made up only through the Naval 
Academy. The normal percentage of the entering fourth 
class to the total is about seven and a half per cent. 
When the numbers are short this can be increased by a 
provision of the bill to ten per cent. of the authorized 
number, or at present 300 for the entering class. This 
is no larger than classes that have entered under the 
existing law. The normal class for a total of 3,000 would 
be 225. Under this system of entries it is estimated that 
the shortage would not be overcome until 1918. These 
facts are of material bearing when considering. the ques- 
tion of cost. 

With regard to the Staff Corps, all of them have to 
do with the ships, or with the personnel. or with both, 
or with neither. All that ‘have to do with the ships or 
the personnel may be based logically on the ships or the 
personnel. Those that have to do with neither may be 
considered apart. Thus the Medical Corps, the Pay 
Corps and the chaplains are made to bear a fixed pro- 
portion to the line of the Navy. The constructors are 
based directly on the tonnage of ships. The professors 
of mathematics and the civil engineers do not deal 
directly with either the ships. or the personnel, .ad hence 
are regulated by other considerations. 

The Marines are intended to serve on hoard ship and 
co-operate with the Navy. The enlisted force of the 
Marine Corps is fixed at twenty per cent. of the actual 
enlisted force of the Navy, and the commissioned line 
officers of the Marine Corps are fixed at twenty per cent. 
of the commissioned line officers of the Navy. 

Taking up the Staff Corps in succession, the Medica] 
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Corps is fixed at fourteen per cent. of the actual line of 
ihe Navy, including midshipmen. That would give about 
236 next July, but as the present number is 345, such 
number is. retained. . ‘ 

The Pay QGorps.is fixed at ten per cent. of the line of 
the Navy, including midshipmen, or about 240 next 
July. ‘The present strength is 200, and there is a proviso 
that the increase shall not exceed twenty in ay year; 
hence the number for the first year would be x 

The chaplains are fixed at. two per cent. of the line, 
which would make forty-eight, but the increase cannot 
exceed four annually, and the present number is twenty- 
four... The professors of mathematics remain the same. 

The: nayal constructors are fixed at one for every 
15,000 tens of the ships of the Navy, which would give 
eighty next July. The present number is seventy-five. 

The civil engineers are fixed at.a total of fifty. Their 
present number is forty, which has been the same for 
seven years. Their dutiey have materially increased in 
this time.» Only half the increase can be made in the 
same year. . : 

The line officers of the Marine Corps would be in- 
creased from 300 to 325 approximately. 

The numbers in the line and Staff Corps of the Navy 
thus varying from year to year with the re the dis- 
tribution in grades in the line and in each 
js made in percentages of the whole, instead of in fixed 
numbers as at present. The proportion of the officers 
are made th® same in the line and all Staff Corps. For 
the early years of service all go up together. After 
reaching the rank of lieutenant commander there begin 
to be more officers than are required to fill the remaining 
erades About ten per cent. of each grade can thence- 
forth be set aside each year, still leaving enough to fill 
the higher grades. ‘The method of doing this follows 
existing law without modification. Hach July 1 there 
may be an excess in the upper grades due to promotion 
for length of service. A board of high ranking officers 
then recommends the retirement of enough officers in 
these grades to reduce the excess. The rate of pay of 
such retired officers depends on the length of service. 
After eighteen years they get about one-quarter pay; 
ifter twenty years about one-third; after twenty-four 
years about one-half: after twenty-eight years about 
two-thirds, and after thirty years three-quarters, which 
ast accords with existing law. As a matter of fact, 
owing to the existing shortage of officers, there will be 
no foreed retirements below the rank of captain for ten 
or fifteen years. 

This method of retirement bears a very important part 
in the plan. At present nearly all officers reach the 
highest grade and retire with the rank of senior rear 
admiral. The more from each class that go out early on 
reduced pay, the fewer there are left to go out at the end 
at the highest rate of pay. The total number may be 
somewhat greater, but the total cost need be no greater. 

The cost of the active list of the line has been worked 
out for the new plan, and, number for number, it costs 
no more than the present plan. As the ages of the 
officers are reduced in each grade, there will be fewer 
“fogies” (longevity increases), and hence a reduced total, 
with the same distribution in the grades. 

The great saving in this measure is in the retired list 
of the line. A fair comparison will be to take the work- 
ing of the present personnel law during the eleven years 
of its operation and contrast it with the working of the 
personne] law for the next éleven years. During the 
past eleven years there have been 304 retirements for age’ 
or length of service, or war service, or by voluntary and 
involuntary retirements. In the next eleven years it is 
estimated that, under the proposed measure, there will 
be 138 retirements for the same causes, or for such of 
them as will be operative. Finally, the cost of the 304 
retirements will have been at least double the cost of 
the estimated 138 retirements. 

It will be a number of years before there will be any 
retirements of officers of the line below admiral or cap- 
tain. Eventually there will be retirements as low as 
lieutenant commanders, but the pay of these officers will 
be so small, not more than one-fourth pay in some cases, 
that the relative expense, as compared with the present 
plan, will be in no way increased. Every officer thus 
dropping out with comparatively low rank and low pay 
means one less officer of his own class and date to be re- 
tired eventually at high rank and high pay. ; 

The retirement of captains and junior rear admirals 
for the next few years means an actual saving to the 
Government in each case of several thousand dollars; 
for, under existing law, the greater number of such cap- 
tains and admirals would reach the senior grade of rear 
admirals and retire with the highest rank and pay. 
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SENATE PASSES FORTIFICATIONS BILL. 


The Fortifications Appropriation bill, H.R. 17500, 
which was passed by the House on Jan. 138, as noted on 
page 566 of our issue of Jan. 15, on Jan. 25 was passed 
hy the Senate, the only change in the bill being an in- 
crease to $500,000 of the item of ammunition for seacoast 
guns, for which the House had allowed $300,000. The 
total appropriation, as the bill passed the Senate, is 
$5,817,200. The bill now goes to conference committee 
of hoth Houses for consideration of the amended item. 

In discussion of the appropriations for Philippine 
fortifications, Mr. Warren said: “If at some future time 
the Philippine Islands should cease to be connected with 
the United States as at present, and we should retain a 
naval station there, our action so far in making appro- 
priations does not prevent using Subic Bay as the great 
naval station of the United States. We have already 
allotted the money to fortify it at the entrance. We 
have not, however, made the great appropriations that 
would be necessary, first, to dredge a mile square or more 
of that harbor, and, second. to build a navy yard, with 
all the aecompanying buildings, and in that case there 
would have to be houses or structures of some kind for 
the workmen, because it is a wild and unsettled country. 
But this appropriation for the mouth of Manila Bay is 
highly necessary, no matter what we may do with Subic 
Bay or what we may do as to our great naval head- 
quarters in the future. We have proceeded so far in a 
manner that does not prevent the consideration of Olon- 
gapo, if the Navy should consider that we should make 
that great expenditure, because what we have already 
expended will be entirely in line and useful. On the other 
hand, no matter what we shall do at Subic Bay, it is 
necessary to go into this complete fortification of the 
mouth of Manila Bay.” 

Mr. Bacon said there are two points in connection 
with the Philippines on which everybody agrees: First, 
that at some time there is to be a change; second, that 





when .that change comes there must be some point re-- 


tained as a great naval base for the U.S. Navy. As to 
the military value of Corregidor, Mr. Bacon called atten- 
tion to the “difference of opinion among doctors,” saying: 
“T have within the past few months had a conversation 





with an Army officer who has been spending some time 
there, who is in the Engineer Department, and who is 
most strongly of the opinion that Corregidor can be made 
a Gibraltar, and that, with certain sea walls built for 
the anchorage of ships, under the protection of the guns 
of Corregidor, Corregidor is the place upon which we 


Should make these large expenditures; with a view to its 


permanent retention. On the contrary, I have had a 
conversation with a very high naval officer, one of the 
highest in the American Navy, who, after personal ob- 
servation, is of directly the contrary opinion; who thinks 
that Corregidor Island cannot be made a Gibraltar; that 
Corregidor Island cannot be made a point at which a 
permanent naval station should be located, but that Subic 
Bay is the place; and he takes into consideration the 
land situation and the number of men who will be re- 
quired to protect the land.’ 

This bill makes no provision for the fortification of the 
Panama Canal,. which, it is understood, will come up for 
consideration in the Sundry Civil Appropriation bill. 
This, at least, is the expectation voiced by Senator War- 
ren in the discussion of the Fortifications bill. 

Mr. Newlands, of Nevada, urged the greater importance 
of Hawaiian over Philippine fortification work, ‘for 
whatever may be the ultimate disposition of the Philip- 
pine Islands, whether they remain in our possession or 
not, there is one assured fact, the Hawaiian Islands will 
always remain in our possession. They constitute a 
military outpost in the Pacific, commanding our defensive 
line from Alaska down to San Diego, thus immensely 
diminishing expenditures in case of war.” Continuing, 
he said: 

“One of the chief arguments for the increase of our 
Navy is that in the future we will be menaced on the 
Pacific; that Japan’s growing power there must some 
time be met. The Hawaiian islands constitute about the 
only stopping place between the Asiatic coast and our 
Pacific coast: if they are not in our possession fleets sail- 
ing from the Asiatic coast to our own coast could hardly 
reach our shore without exhausting their coal supply. We 
are expending $135.000,000 annually for our Navy. That 
expenditure is mainly for the protection of our. coast, for 
we have no merchant marine afloat to protect. England’s 
large expenditur. is due to the fact that almost all of 
England is afloat, and she has to protect a vast merchant 
marine in every part of the globe. Obviously, the 
cheapest way of protecting our shores is through coast 
fortifications: and the expenditures required to properly 
protect the Hawaiian Islands and to prevent them from 
falling into the possession of a foreign Power ought to 
greatly minimize our naval expenditure. Instead of ex- 
pending !arge sums of money upon warships, as yet 
unaided by the auxiliary Navy, absolutely essential to 
support them in case of war, we should first perfect our 
coast fortifications; and among our coast fortifications 
there is none more important than those of the Hawaiian 
Islands, and certainly none so important on the Pacific 
coast as the fortification of Pearl Harbor. I regret to 
see that this work is not being pursued with the energy 
and the persistency which its importance demands.” 

Mr. Warren: “I agree with the Senator as to the im- 
portance of fortifying the Hawaiian Islands. However, 
last year we appropriated $406,000 for that purpose, and 
while we allowed nothing this year for emplacements, 
because the Department reports no need for appropria- 
tion for that purpose at present. we appropriate in this 
bill $141,099 for fire control, which is in completion of 
the werk now going on, so that in the estimates of the 
Department adequate protection to Pearl Harbor and 
to Honolulu is contemplated.” 





MILITARY ACADEMY HAZING. 

Secretary Dickinson has shown rare sagacity in dis- 
posing of the pending hazing cases at West Point. 
Calling Colonel Scott to Washington this week, after a 
careful examination of the law and the facts, he decided 
that there was no necessity for further legislation by 
Congress and determined to amend the present Military 
Academy Regulations and ask Congress to authorize him 
to act on the three cases now pending when the new 
regulations had been put into effect. This action was 
taken because the Secretary did not regard the offenses 
charged against the three cadets as sufficiently serious 
to justify their dismissal. At the same time he did 


not desire to run counter to the convictions of many 
officers and many senators and representatives who 
think the existing law against hazing none too severe. 

The pending cases at West Point are cases of “brac- 
ing,” and the cadets involved are Robert Nall Bodine, 
2d Missouri District; Edward C. V. Boykin, of Virginia, 
senatorial appointment, and Harold Marvin Rayner, of 
the 7th New Jersey District, all of the third class. 
A fourth classman reported at the hospital badly pound- 
ed up, and it was discovered that he had been ‘‘braced” 
in the mess hall by a third classman, Cadet Bodine, and 
when he resisted and threatened to fight he was told to 
go to a certain third classman’s room, which he. did. 
There the third classman proceeded again to brace the 
other, and when he did not perform the order to suit 
him, holding his chin out too far, Bodine hit him a 
thump in the chin, whereupon a fight ensued. After a 
time, neither getting the better, they stopped and took 
their coats off and went on to a finish, in which the 
fourth classman got the worst of it. 

In getting at the facts a large number of cadets were 
asked about the occurrence, and to the surprise of the 
officers in charge it was found that there were two other 
cases. The three third classmen when asked in regard 
to the matter owned up fairly and squarely that they 
had done what was charged against them. As the law 
stands there was no alternative but dismissal. To the 
Secretary of War, however, it seemed a hard matter 
that these cadets should be essentially ruined for life 
for what he did not regard as an act of the gravest dis- 
obedience, and he promptly undertook to readjust the 
regulations so that there: might be some gradation of 
offenses, with the result stated above. The new regula- 
tions against hazing, which will be promulgated the 
coming week, are as follows: 

148. Sec. 1. Any cadet who shall invite, order, or compel 
a candidate, new cadet, or fourth classman to engage in any 
form of physical exercise (except at drill), eat or drink any- 
thing or take into the mouth anything whatever, or shall 
strike, treat with violence, or offer bodily harm to a candi- 
date, new cadet, or fourth classman, or shall invite, order, 
compel, or permit a candidate, new cadet, or fourth class- 
man to sweep his (the cadet’s) room or tent, make his bed, 
clean his- arms, equipments, or accouterments, bring water, 
or perform for him any other menial service, or to do for 
him anything incompatible with’ the position of a cadet and 
gentleman, shall, when no intent has been shown to injure, 
punish, or humiliate such candidate, new cadet, or fourth 
classman, -be. summarily suspended and turned back to join 
the next class. 

Sec. 2. Any cadet who, with intent to injure, punish, or 
humiliate, shall do any of the above-enumerated things shall 
be deemed guilty of hazing and ‘‘shall be summarily ex- 
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pelled from the Academy, and shall not thereafter be reap- 
pointed to the corps of cadets or be eligible for appointment

1, 2, 3, and 4 was 
being done, and who failed to take prompt steps to stop the 
ogee vale gent the facts to oie proper authorities, shall

*Act of Congress, Mareh 8, 1901. 

In the Senate on Jan. 25 a resolution, S.J. Res. 70, 
was passed, as follows: 

Resolved, ete., That the regulations of the U.S. Military 
Academy upon the subject of hazing having been modified, 
the Secretary of War is hereby authorized to dispose of any 
cases which are now pending, and in which final action has 
not yet been taken, under the provisions of the said regula- 
tions as modified. 

In explanation of this action, Mr. Warren stated that: 
“Under the present law hazing can receive only one 
punishment, which is dismissal, and certain language 
that has been used in the regulations is considered to 
merit a change. The regulations have been changed, and 
the Secretary seeks to have some assistance from Con- 
gress, so that the new regulations may be applicable to 
cases now pending, where persons at West Point have 
been found guilty of hazing under old regulations—cases 
which will yet come into the Secretary’s hands to be 
finally settled.” 

Mr. Stone: “I think that is proper, but I understand 
that under the new regulations which have been adopted 
the punishment is lighter than dismissal, as it is now.” 

Mr. Warren: “The joint resolution perhaps does not 
"gO so far as that, but it provides for a different construc- 
tion of ‘hazing.’ Another measure has been prepared 
covering the whole matter of hazing, and it specifies more 
particularly what shall be the procedure hereafter. But 
the joint resolution of to-day is more of a stop-gap to 
cover the intermediate period. That bill has not. been 
reported. It is now before the War Department for con- 
sideration and suggestion.” 

The joint resolution as passed by the Senate was sub- 

mitted by the Secretary of War in a letter to Senator 
Warren, Chairman of the Committee on Military Af- 
fairs, dated Jan. 18 in which he enclosed a draft of 
the modified regulations as given above. Secretary 
Dickinson said, in part, in his letter: 
- After a correspondence with Senator du Pont on the sub- 
ject of changing the law governing hazing at West Point and 
a careful consideration of the matter in consultation with the 
Chief of Staff upon recommendations made by the Superin- 
tendent of the Military Academy, I have concluded that it is 
not necessary to change the wording of the law in order to 
grade the offenses and the punishment, and that this can be 
done by changing the regulations heretofore made in pur- 
suance of authority contained in the law. I find myself, 
however, unable to meet my views of justice in the cases of 
several cadets now pending. If I act now they must be dis- 
missed, as the record justifies the findings. It would there- 
fore relieve an embarrassing situation if it were possible to 
get a resolution or provision through Congress. 

The bill, S. 5576, to increase the efficiency of the 
Military Academy, introduced in the Senate Jan. 20 by 
Mr. du Pont, provides: 

That the Superintendent of the U.S. Military Academy, 
subject to the approval of, the Secretary of War, shall make 
appropriate regulations for putting a stop to the practice of 
hazing, such regulations to prescribe dismissal, suspension, 
and other adequate punishments for infractions of the same, 
and to embody @ clear definition of hazing. 

Sec. 2. That any cadet who shall be charged with offenses 
under such regulations which would involve his dismissal 
from the Academy shall be granted, upon his written request, 
a trial by a general court-martial, and any cadet dismissed 
from the Academy for hazing shall not thereafter be reap- 
pointed to the corps of cadets nor be eligible for appointment 
as a commissioned officer in the Army or Navy or. Marine 
Corps until two years after the graduation of the class of 
which he was a member.

INCREASE CORPS AT WEST POINT. 


In the Senate, on Jan. 25, S. 2325, to increase the 
efficiency of the U.S. Military Academy, was reported, 
amended to read: “That whenever any cadet shall have 
finished three years of his course at the U.S. Military 
Academy, his successor may be admitted to the Academy ; 
and the corps of cadets is hereby increased to meet the 
provisions of this Act.” ; 

The Act of March 1, 1843, provided that there should 
be one cadet at the Military Academy from each Con- 
gressional district, one from each territory and ten 
appointments at large by the President. This act was 
amended on June 6, 1900, by giving two additional cadets 
to each state and thirty appointments at large to the 
President. Under the. law as amended the authorized 
number of cadets is’ 533. while the actual number at 
West Point is but 411, due to the fact. that there are 
always a number of vacancies caused by candidates fail- 
ing to report or to pass the entrance examinations, or by 
the elimination of cadets who are found deficient in their 
studies or in conduct. 

The object of this bill is to increase the number of 
cadets at the Military Academy by a slight modification 
in the method of making appointments.. It is proposed 
that members of Congress and the President who recom- 
mend .or make the appointments shall have the right to 
a second appointment as soon as their appointee shall 
have become a member of the graduating class after three 
years’ service at. the Academy. In other words, those 
recommending or making cadet appointments will each 
have one cadet at the Military Academy during three 
years, and two cadets during every fourth year. 

The effect of this bill, if passed, would be to increase 
the authorized number of cadets from 533 to 710, while 
the actual number, judging from the experience of many 
years, would be about 550 cadets, or an increase of about 

135. which would give an annual average of about 140 

graduates. This increase, however, would be progressive 

—eighty-eight additional cadets would enter the Academy 

in March, 1911, who ‘would not graduate until 1915, and 

the corps of cadets would be gradually enlarged until 

1915, at which time the whole number of the additional 
, eadets would be at the Academy. 
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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The battleship Florida will be ready to be launched 
the latter part of April or the beginning of May. It is 
a matter of special pride in the Navy that the Florida, 


which is the first of the Dreadnought class to be built 
at a government yard, the Connecticut being the only 
other battleship built at a navy yard, has been built at 
an even faster rate than was the Connecticut. It was 
a little over ten months ago that the Florida’s keel was 
laid, and she is now over fifty per cent. done. The 
Florida and her sister ship, the Utah. are to be the first 
to carry the complement of twelve 12-inch guns in turrets 
on the median line of the ship and all available in broad- 
side fire—-something not matched in any ship now afloat 
or building. The design of the two ships was selected 
by President Roosevelt, who went to the drafting rooms 
of the Bureau of Construction and Repair and examined 
every feature of the designs before the final decision 
was made. 

With a view to introducing new standards of und r- 
wear the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts has directed 
pay officers on the different fleets to reduce ail stocks of 
underwear to a minimum. Vessels near the United 
States will draw on the New York depot for needed su- 
plies, but will not require over four months’ supply in 
order that the new stocks may be issued at no far dis- 
tane date, and as far as may be simultaneously through- 
out the Navy. Navy pay officers were this we°k ord>red 
to observe the ruling made by the Comptroller 
of the Treasury, to the effect that nurses in the Navy 
are not entitled to commutation of quarters, and here- 
after are not to be allowed payments on this account. 

Complaint has been made that since the ships’ stores 
were placed on an official basis there has been an in- 
crease of the traffic of the bumboatman, and this is 
not regarded as a thing to be desired. Pay officers have 
therefore been advised to so increase their stocks as to 
supply all articles that the men now would like to buy 
of the bumbcatman. It is believed that by the exercise 
of ingenuity and enterprise it is possible to provide suf- 
ficiently for all the wants of the men so that the bum- 
boat trade may be driven out entirely. The particular 
trade that the latter has is in pies, cakes, sweetmeats, 
fresh fruit, milk, and similar things. In order to com- 
plete the ships’ stores in these lines pay officers will buy 
such articles as cheaply as they can and charge only ten 
per cent. profit on them, and this not so much for the 
sake of the profit. as to insure the Government against 
loss. ‘The evil of the bumboatman is that he does a 
money lending business at usually usurious rates, gives 
credit, and charges a steep price if he can, and more- 
over when he sees the chance smuggles on board ship 
the grog that the sailorman doth so fondly now and then 
crave. 

Rear Admiral Seaton Schroeder, U.S.N., commander- 
in-chief of the Atlantic Fleet, in a wireless despatch 
received at the Navy Department from Guantanamo, 
Cuba, Jan. 23, said: “During the past week the fleet 
completed standardization and held four hours full 
power trials. In trials yesterday the Connecticut exceeded 
designed speed by more than one knot, the Minnesota, 
Kansas and New Hampshire exceeding designed speed 
by more than three-quarters of a knot. In full power 
trials to-day the Idaho and Mississippi exceeded de- 
signed speed, but all official reports have not been re- 
ceived. The personnel is in good spirits over results of 
full power trials. One regiment of seamen and a 
battalion of marines encamped ashore for a fortnight for 
small-arms target practice and Infantry and Artillery 
drills and camp life. Boat drills under both oars and 
sails are held daily. More than 4,000 men who cannot 
swim are being instructed in swimming daily. I have 
prepared the rifie butts and athletic grounds for use. 
One battleship is engaged in torpedo practice, and a boat 
gun target range has been laid out. The health of the 
personnel is excellent.” : 

The U.S.S. Marietta, now at Bluefields, Nicaragua, 
has been ordered to Mobile, Ala., to arrive on Feb. 5, for 
the Mardi Gras celebration. Upon the compietion of this 
duty the vessel will proceed to Tampa, K'la., to arrive 
on Feb. 11, for the Panama Canai celebration. ‘rhe 
vessel will remain at ‘Tampa until Feb. 27, when she will 
proceed to Portsmouth, N.H., touching at Hampton 
Koads en route. ‘the Paducah, now en route from New 
York to Key West, has been ordered to proceed to New 
Orleans, La., to arrive on Feb. 6, for the Mardi Gras 
celebration. Upon the completion of this duty, about 
Feb. 13, the vessel will resume duty in West Indian 
waters. ‘the Dubuque, now en route from New York to 
Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, has been ordered to Pensacola, 
Fla., to arrive on Feb. 6, for the Mardi Gras celebration. 
Upon the completion of this duty the vessel will proceed 
to ‘Lampa, Ila., to arrive on Feb. 11, for the Panama 
Canal celebration. The Dubuque will leave Tampa about 
Feb. 27 to resume duty in West Indian waters. 

The findings in the G.C.M. at the navy yard, New 
York, for the trial of Capt. Franklin S. Wiltse, U.S.M.C., 
have been forwarded to the Secretary of the Navy. ‘the 
court found Captain Wiltse guilty, and sentenced him 
to be reduced nine files. 

President 'Caft on Jan. 24 approved the recommenda- 
tions of the Superintendent of the Naval Academy, at 
Annapolis, for the dismissal of Midshipmen James M. 
Whitehead, of New Jersey; Scott Lynn, of Utah, and 
Grover C. Clevenger, of Missouri. The midshipmen were 
charged with intoxication during the Chrisumas houudays. 

Fire Commissioner Rhinelander Waldo, of New York 
city, has set avout reorganizing the fleet of tireboats with 
a view of increasing the ethciency of the crews. Lands- 
men, be believes, are not the best possible material for 
fire fighters whose work is upon the water, and he wants 
real sailors for clews. He announced that any young 
men who had served in the U.S. Navy and had been 
honorably discharged would receive every consideration 
if they would appiy to bire Headquarters for jobs on 
the fireboais. ‘Lhe pay is $8UU a year at the start, with 
a rise to $1,400. 

An entertainment and reception of the Society of Ship 
and Marine Kngine Builders (navy yard employees, 
Brooklyn, N.Y.) will be hela on the evening of ‘Lhursday, 
Feb. 3, 1910, at eight o’ciock, at Prospect Hall, Prospect 
avenue, near Fifth avenue, Brooklyn Borough. Mr. 
James Houston is president, and Mr. J. W. Wells secre- 
tary. 

James K. Hall, a U.S. marine serving a naval sentence 
on the prison ship Southery, at Portsmouth, N.H., was 
dishonoravly discharged from the Navy Jan. 24 and 
turned over to the authorities of Monroe county, N.Y., 
to answer to the charge of murdering Anna Schumacher 
in a cemetery at Kochester last August. He confessed to 
the murder, but on Jan. 26 it deveioped that Hail simply 
lied himself out of a Navy prison, obtained his release 
from a twelve-month sentence, tooled the oificers of the 
Navy, from the commandant of the Portsmouth Yard to 
the Assistant Secretary of the Navy in Washington, and 


also fooled District Attorney H. Widener and Sheriff 
Gillette, of Monroe county. He established an alibi, it 
is said, so complete that all he had to do was to show 
his hand to clear himself. 

Otto, H. Foste, second class fireman on the U.S.S. 
Rirmingham, has fallen heir, it is said, to a fortune of 


$71,000, ieft him in the will of his uncle, John Buyer, 


who died in Hamburg, Germany, a few days ago. He 
says he will remain in the Navy. 

Of German torpedoboat destroyer speeds, the London 
Engineer says: “Several very high speeds have recently 
been published by the respective claimants for records, 
and, though the figures are genuine, the conditions have 
been special, and the speeds are really of little value for 
comparative purpeses. V 161, the last of the 1907 batch 
ef destroyers, and which was the first twin-screw de- 
s‘rover with A.E.G. turbines, made 32.5 knots; G 137 
rade 33.1. Both these trials. run at about 600 tons 
d'srlacement, were in relatively deep water. The speeds 
of 34.02 and 34.6 quoted for the later vessels of the 1908 
prevram are for the highest pair of runs in the shallow 
water of the measured mile near Swinemund. On the 
four hovrs’ official trial. G 171, which has attained the 
ras‘est sreed up to date, made 33.86 in relatively shallow 
wa‘er. This is really equivalent to about 32.75 in deeper 
water, wherein G 169 made 32.5 knots on the full power 
trial. The German Torpedo Department insists on a 
twelve hours’ tric! the vessel starting loaded with all 
fuel and provisions for one month. Under these circum- 
stances G 171 only attained 29.4 knots and V 164 288, 
the displacement being about 740 tons, compared with 
the 640 on the sneed trials, during which period no less 
than 14.500 S.H.P. was developed. It is interesting to 
not+ that the two later batches of German destroyers 
have all heen fitted with four boilers, three of which are 
fitted for coal only and one for oil. This system is 
tending to become very popular for small powers that do 
not eare to risk the high cost of an ‘all-oil’ boat, but yet 
wish tc obtain some of its advantages for high had 


NAVY RELIEF SOCIETY. 


Admiral George Dewey, U.S.N., president of the Navy 
Relief Society, in his annual report to the Board of 
Managers, says: 

“In submitting this annual report I wish to thank the 
officers and members of the society and its auxiliaries for 
their interest and assistance in carrying on our g 
work. Could I repeat to you all the expressions of 
thanks received from the poor people we have been able 
to help, I am sure you would feel as I do, that we are 
working in the right direction, and must renew our efforts 
this coming year. 

“As you all know, we have received yearly a large 
part of our funds from the University of Pennsylvania, 
being half of their net earnings from sale of their tickets 
to the Army and Navy football game, but owing to the 
canceling of the game in November last we lost this help, 
which would probably have amounted to about $7,000. 
We see from the report of the assistant treasurer cash on 
hand Dec. 31, 1909, $2,514.37, which will not be suffi- 
cient for next year, without drawing on our invested 
securities of $25,000, the emergency fund. . 

“I appeal to all members not only to renew their sub- 
scriptions in as liberal. a manner as possible, but to 
gather in new members by telling them of our work. If 
we do not do this it will be necessary to stop allotments 
in many worthy cases, leaving families stranded whom 
we should assist. Remember they are our people— 
widows and orphans of our late ship and mess mates. 

“Last summer we received about $2,000 from the fleet, 
and I earnestly appeal to the commanding and other 
officers to renew their interest and efforts to bring this 
society to the attention of all the men. . 

“It has been proven many times that when the objects 
and workings of the society are explained to the men 
the contributions are very liberal.” ss 

Lieut. Comdr. H. V. Butler, chairman Relief Com- 
mittee, reports that during the past year assistance has 
been rendered the families of forty-three enlisted men and 
marines, of six warrant and nine commissioned officers, 
and seventeen widows were assisted in presenting their 
pension claims. 

Several typical cases are cited in the report to show 
the methods of relief by the allotment of $10 a month to 
the widows or children of enlisted men in distress, and 
aid has also been given in securing pensions. Extracts are 
given from several letters thanking the board for their 
kindness. The officers of_the society, besides Admiral 
Dewey. are: Mrs. R. B. Bradford, first vice president ;

NEW ARGENTINE BATTLESHIPS. 


We announced some time ago that our information 
from the Argentine Republic: was to the effect that the 
contract for its new battleships would be given to this 
country, and we are now happy to be able to announce 
that it has been secured by the Fore River 
Shipbuilding Company, of Quincy, Mass., the cost 
to be about $22,000,000. The armor plate, guns and 
ammunition will be supplied by the Bethlehem Steel 
Company, while a contract approximating $1,000,000 has 
been given Bethlehem for guns and equipment of twelve 
destroyers ordered abroad. 

According to a New York Times despatch of Jan. 27 
it was announced in Philadelphia that the New York 
Shipbuilding Company would take a sub-contract to build 
one of the battleships for the Fore River Company. 

It is now twelve months since the Argentine government 
asked for tenders from no less than twenty-five firms for 
two designs of battleship, each of about 20,000 tons dis- 
placement, and in nearly all cases several alternatives 
of each design were submitted. The result was that 
enormous numbers of designs were received. In the case 
of the destroyers, which began at 450 and 650-ton boats 
of 30 and 28 knots, respectively, the same policy has been 
followed. Twelve vessels of 32 knots speed and about 
950 to 1,000 tons displacement have at last been provi- 
sionally placed in England, France and Germany, four 
with Messrs. Cammell, Laird and Company, four with 
Messrs. Brosse and Fouché, two with Krupp’s and two 
with Schichau. 

“Phese twelve vessels,” says the London Engineer, 
“will certainly materialize as a blended design of extraor- 
dinary compromise unless the Argentine Naval Commis- 
sion will accept relatively wide differences of type. With 
four firms in three different countries, standardization, 
even with the drastic specification required, will be no 
easy matter. Turbine-driven twin-screw vessels are re- 
quired, the armament being 4.4-inch guns and 3.21-inch 


tubes. A radius of action of 3,000 miles at 15 knots is 
je res and the vessels are to have both coal and 
oil fuel.” 

As to the battleship contract, the Boston Transcript 
says: “Building warships for other nations has not been 
in the United States the business it has become in Great 
Britain, but nevertheless there have been in several navies 
vessels that represented the skill ef our shipwrights and 
designers. In the days of the early broadside ironclads 
Italy ordered several of these from American’ builders, 
The Dunderberg, which the termination of the Civil War 
left on the hands of her builders, was purchased by 
France, and with a French name long displayed the 
tricolor. Since the days of steel construction warships 
for Russia, Japan, Mexico and Turkey have been 
launched from American yards. There were American- 
built vessels in both fleets in the Russo-Japanese war. 
One at least of these, captured from the Russians, now 
is under the Japanese flag. Considering the success of 
the Fore River Company in obtaining the contract for 
two Argentine battleships, it is not going too far to hope 
that what has been an occasional experience of our 
builders may yet become an American business.” 

It is understood that in obtaining these contracts the 
American firms received substantial aid from the State 
Department, acting through the lately established Latin- 
American Bureau. From a commercial standpoint, the 
success of the department is of the highest consequence.

The following are movements of vessels of the Navy later 
than those given in the complete table published elsewhere in 
this issue:

Prescribes duties of inspector at navy yards: 

“Officers performing inspection duty at navy yards are 
representatives of commandant only. 

“The inspection officer shall make such inspection as he 
deems necessary of work in progress and completed. When 
engaged in inspection duty, officers shall have such access to 
all departments and divisions of the yard as may be neces- 
sary. To the end that officers engaged on inspection duty 
may follow the progress of drawings and have knowledge of 
the plans for work before it reaches the shops, they shall 
have free access to the drafting rooms and to all papers and 
records bearing upon the plans. 

“The inspection officer shall keep the commandant closely 
in touch with the character and progress of work, and shall 
bring to the attention of the commandant all cases of ex- 
oe cost and time of manufacture that may come to his 
notice.”

A derelict schooner was picked up off the North Carolina 
coast by the revenue cutter Androscoggin, while cruising in 
search of the missing steam lighter Columbia. A _ wireless 
message via Elizabeth City, N.C., Jan. 22, to the Department 
from Captain Broadbent, commanding the Androscoggin, 
states that he succeeded in making a towline fast to the 
floating hulk and was proceeding toward Cape Henry at a 
speed of about two knots an hour.

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THE SIXTY-FIRST CONGRESS. 


SECOND (FIRST REGULAR) SESSION. 

The sub-committee on appropriations of the Senate 
Committee on Military Affairs spent most of the week 
going over the Military Appropriation bill, which has 
been passed by the House. It is stated by a member of 
the committee that no large increases in the House bill 
have been made. The only changes were in items, where 
the cost of material has advanced since the War De- 
partment formulated its estimates. The sub-committee 
completed its work on Thursday, Jan. 27. An effort will 
be made by Chairman Warren to secure a quorum of 
the whole committee Saturday evening so that the bill 
can be reported to the Senate on Monday. 

The Secretary of War has submitted supplemental 
estimates of appropriations for the fiscal year 1911, as 
follows: For the construction and equipment of a target 
range for the field firing of the Artillery, Cavalry and 
Infantry branches of the U.S. Army, and for machine 
guns, including the construction of a concrete storehouse, 
portable railroad and improvements on camp sites for 
water and sanitation, on land authorized to be acquired 
near Sparta, Monroe county, Wis., as a site for a target 
range, $40,000. For national trophy and medals for rifle 
contests an additional $1,000 is asked, making the total 
for this item $10,000. 

The War Department has reported adversely on the 
bills, some ten or twelve in number, which have been 
introduced in this session of Congress, extending the 
benefits of the retired list of the Army to those who 
served as officers in the Volunteer force in the Civil War. 
The report, which has been made on one of these 
measures, applies to the other propositions, which are of 
varying provisions, but amount to the same in the end. 
‘The military authorities are not, of course, opposed to 
increasing pensions, which is what they regard as the 
effect of these measures. They insist, however, that the 
retired list shall be protected and limited to officers of 
the Regular Army who are retired from active service 
by operation of existing law. 

The Senate on Jan. 24 passed S. 1025: “That officers 
of the Army on the retired list whose rank has been, or 
shall hereafter be, advanced by operation of or in accord- 
ance with law shall be entitled to and shall receive com- 
missions in accordance with such advanced rank.” This 
bill, as Mr. Warren explained, merely gives a piece of 
paper that will serve as a memento of Civil War service 
that these officers’ families may preserve. Such a bill 
was asked for by a former President; it was asked for 
by the Secretary of War, Mr. Taft, now President; it 
passed the Senate, went over to the House, and was 
there amended by making it apply to officers of the Navy, 
the Marine Corps, and, later on, in the Senate, to the 
Revenue Cutter Service. When the President, in the 
harry of the last days of the session, referred the bill 
to a member of the Cabinet, as is quite usual in the 
examination of bills, it went to the Navy Department 
instead of the War Department, and, through a mis- 
understanding, it was reported back to the President with 
a recommendation that it be vetoed. 

The Senate on Jan. 24 passed bills awarding pensions 
as follows: To the widow of Brig. Gen. H. H. Adams, 
U.S.A., $30 per month; widow of Col. W. H. Jordan, 
U.S.A., $30; daughter of Capt. J. R. Kemble, U.S.A., 
$12; widow of Paymr. Clk. M. D. Darnall, U.S.N., $20; 
father of Adison Wichter, U.S.A., $20; John’ L. Dick, 
late U.S. Engineers, $12: Oliver Hand, late U.S.A., $24; 
J. D. Capps, late U.S.N., $24; Daniel Fallen, late 
U.S.A., $10. 

The Senate on Jan. 24 passed S. 290, to provide a 
revenue cutter to take the place of the Dexter at New- 
port, R.I., to cost $225,000. 

In the Senate, on Jan. 24, Mr. Taliaferro offered the 
following amendment, intended to be proposed by him 
to the Army bill, HR. 15384: “Provided, That the 
President may, in his discretion, extend the proviso con- 
tained in the first paragraph, under the heading of ‘Re- 
tired officers.’ of the Act making appropriation for the 
support of the Army for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1908, so as te include any officer or veteran of the Civil 
War now serving as a brigadier general on the active 
list of the Army who has been a brigadier general for a 
period of not Jess than one year, and who has, in the 
opinion of the President, rendered to the Government 
distinguished service of a civil character.” 

Favorable report was made Jan. 20 in the Senate on 
S.J. Res. 12: “That the period of service entitling an 
Army officer to retirement on his own application, as 
required by Act of Congress approved June 30, 1882, 
shall include all service rendered by such officers as 
eadets at the U.S. Naval Academy, Annapolis, Md., or 
subsequent to graduation therefrom, or to service as 
commissioned officers of the Navy, or to both.” 

In the Senate on Jan. 26; Mr. Dixon submitted an 
amendment proposing to appropriate $85,000 for the 
erection of a hospital at Fort Missoula, Mont., intended 
to be proposed by him to the Army Appropriation bill. 

Roosevelt Camp No. 9, Department of California 
Spanish War Vetcrans, has memorialized Congress in 
behalf of S. 4033, providing travel pay and commutation 
of subsistence to those officers and soldiers in the Volun- 
teer Service of the United States who were serving in 
the Philippines at the time they were entitled under the 
law to muster out of service, and who continued in the 
Service in said islands after said period, and were there- 
after transported at the expense of the United States to 
this country and here mustered out. 


The House Committee on Naval Affairs, in favorably 
reporting H.R. 18817, abolishing the Bureau of Equip- 
ment in the Navy Department, says: “The bureau sys- 
tem in the Navy Department was established in 1842, 
and the Bureau of Equipment, which was formerly a 
part of the ‘Bureau of Construction, Equipment, and 


Repair,’ became a separate bureau in 1862. With the 
growth of the business of the Navy the various bureaus 
have from time to time assumed jurisdiction of mu¢h 
work which is found to be of the same or similar nature 
in several bureaus. This is particularly true of the Bu- 
reau of Equipment, and yet there are no duties peculiar 
to that bureau that cannot be performed by other bu- 
reaus of the Navy Department. The abolition and con- 
solidation of the Bureau of Equipment has been under 
consideration by the Navy Department for some years.” 
The report quotes recommendations in favor of. the 
change urged by Secretaries Long, Moody, Bonaparte, 
Metcalf, Newberry and Meyer. The committee is of the 
unanimous opinion that the abolition of this bureau 
tends to consolidation, better co-ordination of work, and 
economy in administration of the Navy Department and 
navy yards. 

The House on Jan. 26 passed H.R. 13410, modifying 
Articles of War 122 and 124 to read: 

“Art. 122. If, upon marches, guards, or in quarters, dif- 
ferent corps of the Army happen to join or do duty together, 
the officer highest in rank of the line of the Army, Marine Corps, 
Organized Militia, or Volunteers, by commission, there on duty 
or in quarters, shall command the whole, and give orders for 
what is needful in the Service, unless otherwise specially di- 
rected by the President, according to the nature of the case.” 

“Art. 124. Officers of the Organized Militia of the several 
states, when called into the service of the United States, shall 
on all detachments, courts-martial, and other duty, wherein 
they may be employed in conjunction with the Regular or Vol- 
unteer forces of the United States, take rank next after all 
officers of the like grade in said Regular forces, and shall 
take precedence of all officers of Volunteers of equal or in- 
ferior rank, notwithstanding the commissions of such Militia 
officers may be older than the commissions of the said officers 
of the Regular forces of the United States.’ 

This is the same as S. 5656, introduced in the Senate 
this week. 

The House on Jan. 24 passed the Urgent Deficiency 
bill, H.R. 18282. There were no amendments to the 
Service items of appropriation, the only Service change 
in the bill being the regulation as to the prison ration, 
noted in last week’s report on the bill. 

The House on Jan. 21 passed H.R. 3037, to correct 
the lineal and relative rank of Capts. Granville Sevier, 
Robert F. Woods, Theodore H. Koch, James L. Long, 
ist Lieut. Richard Furnival, C.A.C., and of Capts. 
Clarence N. Jones and Augustine McIntyre, Field Art. 
“Sec. 2. That hereafter officers suspended from promotion 
under the provisions of Section 3 of the Act approved 
Oct. 1, 1890, entitled ‘An Act to provide for the exami- 
nation of certain officers of the Army and to regulate 
promotion therein,’ shall not, as a result of such suspen- 
sion, suffer a loss of numbers on the lineal list of their 
arm, corps or department in excess of the number of 
easualties and retirements occurring in such arm or 
corps during the period of suspension among the officers 
senior to the officer suspended.” The Senate, on Jan. 18, 
as noted in our last issue, passed a bill, S. 579, for the 
same purpose, but did not adopt Sec. 2, as quoted above, 
because it was deemed unwise to combine both private 
and general legislation in the same measure. 

In H.R. 11930, introduced by Mr. Cox, of Indiana, 
it is sought to pension all persons who served ninety 
days or more in the Army or Navy during the Civil War 
or sixty days in the Mexican War, at a rate of $30 a 
month. The same measure seeks the abolishment of the 
various pension agencies in the country, a result which 
it was attempted to achieve in the Pension Appropriation 
bills of the last two years. In statistics quoted by Mr. 
Cox it was shown that the average value of each pension 
paid in 1904 was $134.85, or $11.23 per month; the 
average value in 1905 was $136.96, or $11.41 per month; 
the average value in 1906 was $138.18, or $11.57 per 
month: the average in 1907 was $145.60, or $12.13 per 
month, and the average value of each pension paid in 
1908 was $167.59, or $14.28 per month.

EFFICIENCY OF THE ARMY NURSE CORPS. 


S. 5655, Mr. Warren.—That hereafter the Army Nurse 
Corps shall consist of one superintendent and of as many 
nurses and reserve nurses as may be needed; that the super- 
intendent, who shall be a graduate of a hospital training school 
for women nurses having a course of training of not less than 
two years, shall be appointed by the Secretary of War and 
shall be removable at his discretion; that the nurses and 
reserve nurses, who shall be graduates of hospital training 
schools for women nurses having, respectively, courses of 
training of not less than two years, shall be appointed and may 
be removed at discretion by the Surgeon General of the Army, 
with the approval of the Secretary of War. 

Sec. 2. That hereafter the pay of the superintendent shall 
be $2,000 per annum; that the pay of nurses on service in 
the United States shall be $50 per month during their first three 
years of active service, $55 per month during their second three 
years, $60 per month during their third three years, and $65 
per month after nine years; that $10 per month additional to 
the rates hereinabove established shall be paid all nurses on 
service without the limits of the United States; that nurses 
may be assigned as ef nurses under regulations prescribed 


by the Secretary of War: Provided, That if the leave be taken 
assignment may be increased by his authority by an addi- 
tional amount not exceeding $30 per month. 

Sec. 3. That hereafter the superintendent and nurses shall 
receive transportation and necessary expenses. when traveling 
under orders; and shall receive such allowances of quarters, 
fuel, lights, laundry service, subsistence and medical care 
and treatment as may be authorized by regulations prescribed 
by the Secretary of War. 

Sec. 4. That hereafter leave of absence, with pay, at the 
rate of thirty days for each calendar year may be granted to 
the superintendent and nurses, under regulations prescribed 
by the Secretary of War: Provided, That if the leave be taken 
but once in two years, sixty days may be authorized, and that 
if it be taken but once in three years, ninety days may be au- 
thorized. 

Sec. 5. That hereafter reserve nurses on active service shall 
receive the same pay and allowances, including leaves of ab- 
sence, as nurses under similar assignments, and shall re- 
ceive no pay or allowance except when on active service. 

Sec. 6. That all laws and parts of laws inconsistent with 
the foregoing provisions of this Act relating to the nurse 
corps are hereby repealed. 


S. 5656, Mr. Warren.—To modify the 122d and 124th 
Articles of War. This is the same as H.R. 13410, passed by 
the House on Jan. 26. See adjoining column. 

S. 5677.—Provides for a retired list in the 
Service. 

S. 5699, Mr. Depew.—That there shall be erected, without 
expense to the Government, by Mr. Rodman Wanamaker and 
others, on government land in the harbor of New York, in the 
state of New York, a suitable memorial to the memory of the 
North American Indian.

8TH NEW YORK.—OOL. E. F. AUSTIN. 


Col. Albert Todd, Coast Art., U.S.A., commanding the 
Eastern District of New York, with headquarters at Fort 
Totten, reviewed the 8th N.Y., in its armory on the night 
of Jan. 26, making a special trip from Baltimore, where he is 
on G.C.M. duty to do so.

9TH NEW YORK.—COL. W. F. MORRIS. 

In a review, regimental drill and evening parade before 
Brig. Gen. David E. Austen, Chief of Coast Artillery, N.Y., 
the 9th Regiment of Coast Artillery, under command of Col. 
William F. Morris, in its armory on the night of Jan. 26, 
made an elegant display. 

For some time past the command has held an envious repu- 
tation for its regimental drills, and officers from other com- 
mands who have witnessed them, and who may have been 
previously somewhat skeptical as to the merit of praise ac- 
corded the regiment, went home with new ideas, and a pro- 
found impression. 

All three events were full of life and snap, and were exe- 
cuted with the utmost smoothness. The regimental drill, in 
which a lengthy program was gone through with, held the 
attention of the large audience to the last, and Colonel Morris. 
without any hesitation, went from one movement to another 
in rapid succession, and kept his command on the jump in 
a manner that was refreshing to witness. The order arms 
all through the evening was executed without any shock to 
the piece, and was noiseless.

Nearly all of the officers of the Ist and 2d Infantry, Pield. 
Coast Artillery, Signal Corps, Cavalryeand Light Battery, of 
Connecticut, were present at the armory, Jan, 22, when 
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Capt. R. F. Walton, U.S.A., retired, spoke on ‘‘Instruction 
of National Guard Officers.’’ Captain Walton outlined the 
system of study necessary for. National Guardsmen, .in which 
he recommended the use of regimental correspondence schools 
as a splendid preparation for entrance into the volunteer 
army. The talk was highly instructive. Lieutenant Townsend 
Whelen, U.S.A., 29th U.S. Inf., stationed at Governors Island, 
gave a short talk in # similar vein. 

Goyernor Fort has disbanded Co. A, 3d Regt., of Burling- 
ton, for being below the required standard, due largely to 
discord in its ranks, it is said. Members of the company 
were placed in an embarrassing position, having left by train 
for the annual inspection at the Camden armory before orders 
disbanding the command were received by their officers. The 
company was in charge of 1st Lieut. Clayton Sharp, as Capt. 
J. Edward Blair, who is recovering from a critical illness, 
was on sick leave. 

The reports of small-arms practice for 1909, of the New 
York National Guard show a‘constant and marked improve- 
ment, and the greatest interest on the part of the Service. 
Total number of marksmen qualifications during the past 
vear was 11,101, of which number 1,527 further qualified as 
sharpshooters, 587 as experts, and 1,044 as distinguished 
experts. In 1908 the qualifications were: Total 12,544. Of 
this number, 535 were distinguished experts, 939 experts, 
1.538 sharpshooters and 9,532 were marksmen. The falling 
off in the total number of qualifications during the past year, 
as compared with the previous year, is accounted for from 
the fact of the unavailability of the Creedmoor rifle range to 
organizations of New York and Brooklyn necessitating prac- 
tice at the Sea Girt rifle range, New Jersey, granted through 
ihe courtesy of the Governor of that state. ‘‘With the be- 
ginning of small-arms practice the ensuing year,’’ says Gen- 
eral Henry, ‘‘it is expected that the new rifle range at Blau- 
velt will be completed and made available to organizations in 
the southern portion of the state, and with this assurance of 
increased opportunity for practice, the return for 1910 will 
show greater number of qualifications. In the above cir- 
cumstances the highest credit is due the organizations of 
this state in responding to the call under the authority grant- 
ed the commanding officer, Division National Guard, by the 
Governor of this state, to organize a team to represent this 
state in the national match at Camp Perry, Ohio, and the 
sueeess achieved by Lieut. Col. N. B. Thurston, chief ord- 
nance officer, Division National Guard, captain, New York 
state team, and the members.’’ 

Major Louis M. Rawlins was unanimously elected lieuten- 
ant colonel of the 5th Regiment, Maryland N.G., on Jan. 21, 
vice Leut. Col. R. Dorsey Coale, placed on the retired list at 
his own request. After the election Lieutenant Colonel-elect 
Rawlins entertained the officers of the regiment at a luncheon 
served at the armory... Brig. Gen. Charles F. Macklin and 
Col. H. M. Hutton, A.A.G., were present. 

Adjutant General Boardman, of Wisconsin, announces that 
during the season of armory drill work, thorough and sys- 
tematic attention be paid to the school of the soldier and 
squad, school of the company in both close and extended 
order, guard duty and indoor rifle practice. Company com- 
manders, it is also pointed out, should vary the weekly drills 
from the monotony of close order work and devote a part of 
the time each evening to practical schools for all members 
of the company. ‘‘At these schools,’’ says General Board- 
man, ‘‘such subjects as guard duty, hygiene, military courtesy, 
tent pitching, marching, camping, patrols, outposts, advance 
and rear guards, can be taken up to advantage. Instruction 
ean be briefly given on the important points and informal 
discussions had. Non-commissioned officers’ schools should 
also be held and the same subjects considered in advance 
of taking them up before the company. At these schools 
non-commissioned officers should also be practiced in giving 
commands and the duties of guides, file closers, squad leaders 
and scouts considered. As soon as the weather will permit 
outdoor work should be taken up. Practice marches from the 
home station are of the greatest value, as not only can in- 
struction in marching and the bivouac be given, but practice 
can be had in almost every phase of field training. This 
work with firing on the open range will best fit a company 
for participation in the annual state and the maneuver camps. 
The advent of the new firing regulations makes close study of 
the book imperative and faithful adherence to the new rules 
prescribed necessary.’ 

Col. Lewis D. Greene, A.G., Division of Illinois National 
Guard, has issued an order of thirteen pages, governing in- 
struction in armory marksmanship, in which are several il- 
lustrations showing how to sight the piece. z 

Major Gen. P. Farmer Wanser, commanding the Division 
of New Jersey National Guard, reviewed the 4th Regiment 
of Jersey City, under command of Oolonel Brinckerhoff, in 
its armory ‘an the night of Jan. 24, before a very large audi- 
ence.

Out of a total strength of 
12,832 officers and men in the National Guard, 163 qualified 
as expert riflemen, 35 as sharpshooters and 794 as marks- 
men. The figure of merit for the force was 48.47. 

Major D. H. Boughton, 5th U.S. Cav., who was detailed to 
observe the 1st Regiment, Penn. N.G., at Mt. Gretna last sum- 
mer, in an official report says, in part: ‘‘This regiment is 
commanded by Col. J. Lewis Good. It is organized practi- 
cally the same as a Regular regiment, but is without a ma- 
chine-gun platoon and mounted orderlies. My opportunities 
for observing this regiment included its camp, the ‘annual 
state inspection in the field,’ and the review, parades and 
tactical exercises held during the maneuvers. I inspected the 
camp of the regiment on several occasions (particularly as to 
the ‘care of the troops,’ shown in the sanitary features con- 
nected with the kitchens and sinks), and observed the final 
entrainment.

22D NEW YORK.—OOL. W. B. HOTCHKIN. 


An interesting innovation at the review of the 22d N.Y., 
by ex-Alderman Reginald Doull, president of the regimental 
veterans, on the night of Jan. 24, and one which served to 
show the practical engineering work, which forms the chief 
studies of the command, was a competitive pontoon drill, 
between Co. C, Oapt. James W. Brady, and Co. H, Capt. Wi!- 
liam 8S. Conrow. 

The engineering detail from each company wore brown 
canvas working suits, and each had to construct a pontoon 
bridge of forty-four feet, consisting of one ramp and one 
bay with two pontoons. The referee was Lieut. Col. J. G. R. 
Lilliendahl, and the judges were Oapts. H. Garrison and Ed- 
ward F. MacGrotty. 

At the word of command the men of both companies, in the 
most systematic and lively manner, began the work. The 
canvas for the frame of the hull of the pontoons was 
quickly laid flat on the floor, the framework for the 
pontoon hulls was quickly put together, and the canvas 
wrappings properly fastened in place. The timbers for the 
ramp or incline leading to the pontoons were soon laid, as 
was the planking for the bridge. Each man had his allotted 
place and work, which was executed without any confusion, 
and in exactly elevent minutes ten and four-fifths seconds 
Company C completed the bridge and won the contest, Com- 
pany H being less than one second behind. The construc- 
tion work of Company C, the winner, however, in the opinion 
of the judges, was more complete and thorough than that 
of H. 

The regiment had a good turn out for the review, which 
preceded the pontoon competition, parading twelve companies 
of sixteen solid files under Colonel Hotchkin. Mr. Doull, the 
reviewing officer, was accompanied by a staff of ex-members 
of the regiment. enrolled in the Defendam Association, which 
consisted of Major J. A. Bell, Captains Freeman, Dressel, Mc- 
Grotty, Lowenbeim, E. Burnton, George W. Abbot and 
Lieutenant Miller and Lawrence and F. Rohrig.

We do not answer 
questions by mail. 

D. B.—None of the C.A.C. companies from the Eastern 
District are going to the islands this spring. 

G. W. C. asks: What will he the first regiment of Infantry 
to sail for the Philippines after May 20, 1910, and about 
the probable time? Answer: The 19th Infantry goes Feb. 5, 
and the 9th Infantry April 5. The 16th Infantry goes to 
Alaska in June. _ No other Infantry regiment is scheduled 
to go to the Philippines this year. Probably the 13th In- 
fantry will go to the Philippines early in 1911. . 

G. V. asks: According to Par. 345, Small-Arms Firing Regu- 
lations, 1909, you are required to make 300 points in rifle 
firing in the marksman’s course to attain the grade of marks- 
man; and to attain the grade of sharpshooter, you are re- 
quired to make 90 points in sharpshooter’s course, and the 
points made in marksman’s course and sharpshooter’s course 
must aggregate 415. If you have attained the grade of 
marksman in the year of 1909, to attain the grade of sharp- 








‘shooter in the year of 1910 (same enlistment), does it re- 


quire the total points made in the marksman’s course, shot 
in the year of 1909, and the sharpshooter’s course to be shot 
in the year of 1910, to aggregate 4152 Answer: Yes. 

W. G. S. asks: Is it contemplated under Par. 87, Provision- 
al Small-Arms Firing Manual, 1909, that Infantry regimental 
and battalion non-commissioned staff officers are required to 
take the prescribed course of target practice, or is it optional 
as under the Small-Arms Firing Regulations, 1906% Answer: 
They are required to take the prescribed course. There is 
no option about it. 

J. J. A—As you enlisted March 21, 1908, after the pas- 
sage of the new pay law, if the enlistment from which you 
were discharged six years previously was a complete one, you 
should be in your second period without bonus. If the previ- 
ous enlistment was not a full. period of three years, you are 
rightly carried in your first period, at the end of- which, if 
honorably discharged and you re-enlist at any time within 
three months, you will receive the bonus and enter your 
second period. The Hancock left Manila Feb. 1, 1902, and 
arrived San Francisco Feb. 25, 1902. 

A MEMBER asks: When is the 27th Infantry due for for- 
eign service? Answer: Not decided—probably not until 1912. 

J. W. B. asks: (1) When will more regimental bands be 
added to the Coast Artillery Corps? (2) If added, where 
will they be stationed, and how many? -Answer: (1) Not de- 
cided. (2) Not likely to be any soon. 

INQUIRER asks:.Is there any chance of my being de- 
tailed for Hospital Corps duty in P.I.? If so what time will 
1 be likely to receive detail? Answer: On Jan. 15 there were 
eleven in excess of the allowance of non-commissioned offi- 
cers of the Hospital Corps in the Philippines. 

STENOGRAPHER asks: (1) Do the Chief Surgeon's 
Office and the Medical Supply Department employ stenogra- 
phers recruited from the ranks of the Hospital Corps? (2) 


Are there any vacancies at present? (3) Are there many 
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vacancies in the grade of sergeant, Hospital Corps? (4) Are 
there many candidates for the above position in the coming 
February examination? (5) When, after the February ex- 
amination, will the next examination take place for ser- 
geants, Hospital Corps? Answer: (1) They are all civilians, 
from Civil Service eligible list. (2) No. (3) Yes. (4) The 
chief surgeon in each military department has charge of 
these examinations, and can give all desired information in 
regard to them. (5) Ask chief surgeon of your department. 

L. G. VAN asks: Now that the National Guard has been re- 
organized and is a United States Reserve Army, will an in- 
signia be worn to show that it is such? Answer: No in- 
signia other than that required by the present regulations 
for each state has been authorized, nor is it deemed neces- 
sary. 

ANTI-RUST.—A compound of six parts lard and one part 
rosin is given by the Brass World as an efficient protection 
for polished steelwork from rust. The two ingredients are 
melted together and stirred until cold. The rosin prevents 
the mass from becoming rancid, and also acts as an air-tight 
film. If rubbed upon a polished steel surface it effectually 
preserves and protects the polish. 

A. H. W.—If you are not now in the Service you cannot se- 
cure a Philippine badge. The time of service in Manila calcu- 
lated as campaign service for such badge was between Feb. 
4, 1899, and July 4, 1902. 

J. E. S.—Retired enlisted man of the Navy desiring to go 
abroad should make application to the Bureau of Navigation, 
who will give full information. 

B. P. S. M.—As you were out of the Service over three 
months before enlisting Sept. 14, 1905, you were in your 
first period until discharge Sept. 13, 1908. By re-enlistment 
of Sept. 14, 1908, you were entitled to bonus and entered 
second period. 8 

J. H. F.—Under your enlistment of Oct. 8, 1907, having 
been out of the Service since April, 1906, you are in the 
first period. If you re-enlist within three months after hon- 
orable discharge you will receive bonus and enter second 
period. 

F. F. M.—Address your query to the Civil Service Com- 
mission, Washington, D.C., and receive pamphlets as to quali- 
fications, etc. 

M. W.—Alaskan service counts double toward retirement. 
See A.R. 133, which does not require that such ‘‘actual serv- 
ice in Alaska’’ shall be before or after any particular date. 
In the case of Porto Rican service it is required that such 
service, to count double, shall have been prior to April 23, 
1904. 

BOER and RUSS.—A British Parliamentary report gives the 
following casualties during the late South African War: Killed 
in action, 5,744; wounded, 22,829; died of wounds or disease 
in South Africa, 16,168; invalided to England, about 75,430. 
The casualties during the Russo-Japanese War are stated as: 
Russia, 388,500; Japan, 167,400. 

H. B. G. asks: When will the 94th Co., O.A.C., be sent to 
the Philippines? Answer: Probably in four or five years. 

B. W. ©. asks: What are the chances of the 6th Field Ar- 
tillery, now stationed at Fort Riley, Kas., going to the Phil- 
ippines during the next fifteen months? Answer: It is im- 
possible even to guess as to movements of Field Artillery. 
If it should be decided to send an increase of Artillery to 
the Philippines the regiment you name would, in turn, be 
liable to go and might go as a regiment. 

J. 8. J. asks: Having served a full enlistment or more in 
the Army, and desiring to re-enlist, if unable to pass the ex- 
amination, would I lose out altogether and get no pension? 
Or simply not be able to re-enlist? I tried to enlist four 
and three years ago, and could not pass the examination on 
account of my eyes. I could not see the letters which I was 
required to read, and two years ago I passed the examina- 
tion, and I’m serving now on my third year in the Infantry. 
That is the reason why I’m afraid I would get turned down 
after my first or few enlistments. My eyes are not quite as 
strong as they ought to be. Answer: If the disability was 
incurred in the line of duty the case might be pensionable, 
but it is doubtful if that would appear? Why not report to 
your medical officer and get treatment? 

READER asks: When will the 5th Cavalry be relieved 
from the Hawaiian Islands, and by what regiment? Answer: 
This is wholly a matter of guesswork. The two squadrons 
(1st and 3d) of the 5th Cavalry, now in Hawaii, went there 
Jan. 5, 1909. They will probably stay there until some time 
in 1912. 

J. S. asks: Suppose a man leaves the National Guard with- 
out a written discharge and enlists in the Regular Army 
could he be tried for fraudulent enlistment? (2) How long 
must a man be in a company before he can transfer? (3) 
Can a man in the C.A.C. transfer to the Signal Corps and 
must he pass an examination for a transfer to the same? 
Answer: (1) Yes. (2) No specified time is required. (3) 
He can ordinarily if his C.O. and the C.0. of the company to 
which he wants transfer both approve. 

H. asks: (1) Is a soldier who has served in Indian cam- 
paigns, for which badges are authorized, but who left the 
Service about twelve years ago, entitled to one? (2) Or is 
there any likelihood that such badges will ever be furnished 
those who are not now in the Service? Answer: (1) The 
badges are a part of the uniform and are authorized to be 
issued only to those who are entitled to wear the uniform. 
You are on the retired list and so are not ‘‘out of the Serv- 
ice.’’ Send your application to the Adjutant General. (2) 
Bills have been introduced in Congress, but no action taken. 

A. R. T.—Apply to the Adjutant General of the Army for 
a copy of the general order governing the applications for 
commissions in Volunteer forces. If you are now a member 
of the National Guard a copy of this order should be on file 
at the headquarters of your command. 

D. T.—The armories of the New York regiments you in- 
quire about are located as follows: 7th, at Sixty-sixth street 
and Park avenue, N.Y. city; 8th, at Ninety-fourth street and 
Park avenue, N.Y. city; 14th, -at Eighth avenue and Fifteenth 
street, Brooklyn; 47th, at Marcy avenue and Heyward street, 
Brooklyn; 69th, at 68 Lexington avenue, N.Y. city, and 71st, 
at Thirty-fourth street and Park avenue, N.Y. city. As 
soon as a date is settled for a review the fact is noted in

MACHINE GUN AND INFANTRY FIRE. 


° CIR. 2, JAN. 14, 1910, WAR DEPT. 

The following extracts from the report of the commandant 
of the School of Musketry on experiments made to determine 
the relative efficacy of machine-gun fire and infantry fire, 
and. summary of the general principles relating to machine 
guns based upon experience in actual war, are published for 
the information of all concerned: 

Extracts from report. 

Efficacy of fire being dependent upon the number of hits, 
the number of targets hit, and the time of delivery of fire, 
the advantages of a formula containing these factors for ex- 


pressing efficacy of fire are obvious. For the purpose of 
these experiments the formula— 











E=”% has been employed, in which 

E = Efficacy. 

H= Number of hits. 

D= Number of target hits. : 


T=Time required expressed in minutes and decimals. 

In seeking a means of comparison it was determined to 
conduct a series of firings at a variety of targets at differ- 
ent ranges, 25 rifi being opposed in each case to 1 
machine gun, each detachment firing 250 rounds, as against 
a full belt of 250 rounds for the machine gun. 

The targets used in the first series of experiments con- 
sisted of 16 prone figures at one yard interval, range 200 
yards; 16 kneeling figures at one yard interval, range 400. 
600 and 800 yards. 

The conditions for these experiments were as follows: 

The machine-gun section or infantry detachment being in 

position and the general front having been indicated, the 
most distant row of figures was made to appear. It was re- 
quired that effective fire be opened as soon as possible, and 
time was taken from the appearance of the target until the 
last shot of each series of 250 shots was fired. 
_ The targets were made to appear and disappear in succes- 
sion with intervals of about one minute between the disap- 
pearance of the more distant target and the appearance of the 
target next in order, the exercise simulating fire upon an 
advancing enemy. The ranges were not known in advance 
and had to be estimated. 

In the second exercise the target consisted of 24 kneeling 
figures placed irregularly and obliquely along a front of about 
50 yards. The firing parties advanced to a crest where the 
targets came within the range of vision. The range was 600 
yards and had to be estimated. 

In the third exercise the ranges were known approximately 
and the targets were pointed out in advance. Time was taken 
in each case from the command ‘‘Commence firing’’ to the 
last shot of the series. 

e targets consisted of 25 prone figures at two paces 
interval, placed at 300 and 400 yards from firing point; a 
section in line of squads, 25 prone, and a section of the same 
size in line of squads in column of files, at 600 yards; a line of 
25 prone figures, 25 yards front, at 600 yards; a section of 25 
prone figures in column of squads, at 770 yards; 50 kneeling 
figures in line, 50 yards front, at 800 yards; 1 row prone and 
2 kneeling (48 figures), at 1,000 yards; 64 figures in 4 rows, 
5 yards between rows, at 1,250 and 1,550 yards; 96 figures in 
6 rows, at 1,900 and 2,250 yards. 

To summarize the results given in the exercises the fol- 
lowing shows the deduced value of 1 machine gun expressed 
in terms of riflemen for the various ranges, all firings at any 
one range being combined: 

300 





1,250 yards....38 


yards.... 9 men. men. 

400 yards.... 9 men. 1,550 yards....28 men. 

600 yards....17 men. 1,900 yards....32 men. 

800 yards....19 men. 2,250 yards....58 men. 
1,000 yards....17 men. 


If all the results be combined in due proportion, the aver- 
ages being taken, and comparisons be presented for the zones 
of fire defined in paragraph 271, Field Service Regulations, 
the following is obtained: 

For all ranges less than 600 yards, 1 machine gun—16 men; 
for ranges from 600 to 1,200 yards, 1 machine gun=22 men; 
for ranges above 1,200 yards, serious and distant, 1 machine 
gun=39 men. 

At targets and ranges when the lateral dispersion of the 
machine gun is less than the width of the intervals between 
the elements composing the targets, as would be the case in 
firing at a skirmish line with intervals, machine-gun fire is 
much less profitable than infantry fire. 

At targets and ranges when the dispersion of the machine 
gun covers a number of the elements composing the target, 
the fire of one machine gun is superior to the fire of the num- 
ber of rifles it displaces. 

In firing at ranges where it is a question of covering cer- 
tain points or defined areas with a beaten zone, as in fire of 
position, machine-gun fire is greatly superior to infantry fire. 

The above are commonly accepted views with respect to the 
effect of machine-gun fire which these tests appear to sub- 
stantiate and confirm. 

Two experiments to determine the practicability of using the 
machine gun to fire over the heads of friendly troops were 
tried. In the first experiment the target was placed at about 
950 yards, with three intermediate rows of kneeling figures at 
250, 500 and 700 yards from the firing point. After the nec- 
essary ranging shots had been fired, 500 shots were fired as 
rapidly as possible. There were no hits in the intervening 
rows of figures and no indications that any shots struck near 
them. In the next experiment the target was placed at 800 
yards, with one intervening row of prone figures at 300 yards 
from the target. No hits were made in the figures over which 
the firing was held. 


SUMMARY OF THE GENERAL PRINCIPLES RELATING 
TO MACHINE GUNS BASED UPON EXPERIENCE 
IN ACTUAL WAR. 


1. Fire. 

a. Machine-gun fire is mechanical infantry fire, of the same 
range as ordinary infantry fire, but capable, in battle, of sup- 
plying a greater power of resistance and producing a greater 
ultimate effect. 

b. It enables a commander to concentrate, in the shortest 
possible time, from a comparatively narrow front, under 
cover, a strong mass fire upon a wide and deep target. 

ce. It has greater moral effect than ordinary infantry fire, 
because of its nerve-racking rattle and quick action upon 
exposed targets. 

d. It does not require a larger target than the rifleman 
under the same conditions, but its full capacity to annihilate 
is best utilized upon wide and deep targets. 

e. It is useful in the offensive as well as the defensive, 
though particularly adapted to the latter. 

2. Limitations. 


a. Machine guns are untrustworthy and comparatively in- 
effective weapons in the hands of untrained men. 

b. Their use singly should be avoided. 

" ce. They are unsuitable for use against well covered skirmish 
ines. 

d. Their use against the enemy’s machine guns should be 
avoided. 

e. Their ammunition supply is inadequate to stand the drain 
of protracted combats; therefore, it is best to hold machine 
guns in reserve until the decisive moments. 

f. Their use in large masses should be avoided, as this 
would draw effective artillery fire to which small, easily con- 
cealed groups are not so liable. 

g. Machine guns do not constitute a fourth arm, but are 
merely auxiliary weapons, and as such are useful and even 
necessary adjuncts to the fire action of both infantry and 
cavalry. 


8. Organization. 
a. Machine-gun troops may be most advantageously em- 
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ployed tactically when organized as integral parts of regi- 
ments rather than as separate organizations attached to higher 
units and only at the disposal of higher commanders. . 

b. Convenience of instruction and administration, as well 
as tactical use, requires that machine guns should be organ- 
ized in units of which the personnel is approximately equal 
to that of a company or troop. 

ce. Machine gun organizations must be capable of ready 
subdivision into small units of not less than two guns for 
detached service with battalions or smaller commands. 

d. The mobility of machine-gun organizations must not be 
inferior to that of the arm to which they are attached.
